Making waves and breaking news

obody is neutral about Andy Hiller. This 
N intense, aggressive, and occasionally com- 
bative political reporter who has been 
laboring away at Channel 4 for the past seven 
years gets rave reviews from some colleagues and 


competitors. But this same guy gets decided pans 
from others. “He's a type triple A,” says veteran 


- Boston Globe political reporter Walter Robinson of 


Hiller’s highly touted energy level. Robinson also 
says he’s impressed with Hiller’s willingness to 
work and with his political instincts. ‘He's 
intense,” agrees Ed Jahn, a reporter who worked 
with Hiller at a small Iowa newspaper 15 years 
ago. “He's the kind of a guy who would make 
coffee nervous.” But Jahn — who's now at the San 
Diego Union — is quick to add that Hiller, who 
was his roommate at the time, had a tremendous 
influence on him, making him work harder at his 
job. “He had an amazing level of self-confidence,” 
he says. “He would go up to anyone and ask them 
anything, sometimes just to rattle them and see 
what they'd say.” Not that living with such a guy 
was easy. “He didn’t even let you have a 20-second 


injury time-out in arguments and discussions,” 
Jahn says. 

Everyone who's worked with (or against) Andy 
Hiller is quick to describe him as “aggressive.” 
“He's so aggressive it exhausts everyone else in the 
room,” says Channel 5 reporter — and Hiller 
competitor (and friend) — Martha Bradlee. ‘When 
I walk into a press conference and Andy’s there, 
my adrenaline starts flowing.” 

Bradlee thinks that’s good — healthy competi- 
tion and all that. There are others, however, who 
don’t consider Hiller’s aggressiveness such a 
desirable trait. Instead, they consider him abusive 
and downright mean. “He's an insensitive human 
being,” says a reporter who worked with Hiller 
eight years ago at WAGA-TV in Atlanta (and 
who, like most Hiller critics, insisted on 
anonymity). ‘He has no idea what the limits 
of aggression are. You can be an aggressive 
reporter without being an asshole.” 

Which is another word that came up now and 
again. “I think the world of Andy,” says Richard

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Geraldine Ferraro 
and the making of 
a vice-president

ASHINGTON — The con- 
gresswoman is wearing 
red. For an appearance on 


the Cable News Network, for every 
photograph in Jime magazine's 
cover story, and for our interview 
this day, Representative Geraldine 
Ferraro (D-Queens) has donned her 
signatory color. It seems she does 
so whenever she expects to be 
photographed. The woman favored 
to be America’s first female major- 
party vice-presidential nominee is 
unapologetically vain. She says she 
is enjoying the national attention 
enormously — because it is flatter- 
ing, and because inevitably some 
attention spills over, to the impor- 
tant progressive issues she is raising 
as chairman of the Democratic 
Party Platform Committee. (She is 
also, not incidentally, the first 
woman ever to hold that position.) 
If the very notion of a woman vice- 
president is acceptable to American 
voters, Geraldine Ferraro has by a 
sort of silent acclamation become 
the most acceptable vice-presiden- 
tial woman. She has achieved this, 
in large measure, by putting the 

feminine back into feminist. 
Ferraro represents a third wave 
of women in political office. She is 
neither a congressman's widow 
(the white-gloved volunteer driven 
to public service by noblesse 
oblige) nor a movement purist 
driven by vengeance for her sex. 
She is the quintessential bridge 
candidate: at 48, she spans the 
generations; as the educated and 
successful child of sie eg she 
spans the classes. She has been 
both full-time mother (of three) and 
high-powered professional. (as a 
special prosecutor in the Queens 
County district attorney’s office). 
Her friend and colleague Barney 
Frank calls her ‘a liberal who is 
willing to put people in jail.” Gail 
Sheehy, author of the pop-psy- 
chology manual Passages, has put 
it rather more graphically: “She is 
easier to take than earlier trail- 
blazers, with their wide-bottomed

SELLING THE FARM 


Readers of the Globe might think Michael Dukakis 
magically forged a difficult compromise between Codex, 
the high-tech firm that is building its corporate 
headquarters on a pretty farm at the base of the Great 
Blue Hill, and preservationists who'd assumed the 
governor was one of them and therefore committed to 
protecting the site from concrete and cars. And why 
shouldn't they have? Right there on last Wednesday’s 
editorial page was the Globe's official opinion, entitled 
“Prowse Farm Compromise.” 

The editorial was rendered credible by the Globe's 


long-standing and vocal opposition to the Codex project. 


Indeed, only two weeks before, on the occasion of the 
Supreme Judicial Court decision clearing the way for the 
administration to take the Canton land by eminent 
domain and thus preserve it from development, a Globe 
editorial had been ebulliently militant in urging Dukakis 
to action. “The decision is a victory for 
environmentalists, including Governor Dukakis, who 
believe that the public interest would be served by 
preserving the disputed 55-acre parcel,” the Globe 
asserted. Now “the legal questions have been resolved,” 
it concluded. “Only the governor can resolve the 
question tha now hangs in the balance — will Prowse 
Farm be preserved?” But by last Wednesday, after the 
matter had been settled, the Globe was noticeably 
tempered in its sense of what is possible “in the real 
world of politics and compromise.” 

Right. Kind of like the compromise at Appomattox. 

Dukakis is hardly due praise for this one. Not that, in 
the end, he didn’t do the correct thing. There are at least 
a dozen reasons why he’d have been a damned fool to 
prevent Codex from completing its planned 
headquarters, from ‘Would you voluntarily put the 
Metropolitan District Commission (MDC) in charge of 
anything?” to “Why alienate the local, not to mention 
international, business community, especially when 
you're trying to live down the undeserved reputation as 
a Luddite?’ 

No, the governor's error here was not that he 
ultimately made the wrong decision. Rather, it was in 
helping to create a political crisis from which he couldn’t 
extricate himself cleanly, and whose ultimate resolution 
contained insufficient public benefit to justify all the 
tsuris. 

Dukakis would never have been drawn into the 
middle of the Prowse Farm dispute had he not, this 
spring, joined an old and apparently dormant suit with 
an amicus brief that sought to persuade the SJC to give 
the MDC the right to take the farmland from Codex 
through eminent domain. It’s not clear why Dukakis 
decided to become a party to the suit at such a late date, 
but it is true that Dave Cowens, who has coveted (and 
indeed, bid for) the land and who was leading the 
opposition to Codex, had campaigned aggressively for 
Dukakis two years ago, and it is also true that the SJC 
decision came as a complete shock to all concerned 
(since earlier lower-court rulings had consistently 
favored Codex). 

State Representative Jack Flood (D-Canton), who, 
along with a majority of the town, seemed to favor the 
Codex project, was willing to speculate. ‘He made a bad 
poker move,” said Flood. If indeed the friend-of-the- 
court brief was a gesture, it’s one the governor must 
surely have come to rue. “I think maybe he gilded the 
lily once too often,”’ mused a corporate observer. 

Negotiations, in the Dukakis tradition, began with all 
due haste. With pressure coming from all sides — the 
high-techers, the Friends of Prowse Farm, Cowens, and 
especially the Globe — Dukakis sought the solution that 
defines “fair” and “equitable,” i.e. one that would allow 
him to satisfy the minimal needs of the differing 
interests. 

According to an authoritative source at Codex, what 
this meant to Dukakis was letting Codex go ahead, but 
only after bleeding them enough to satisfy their sure-to- 
be-disappointed opponents. “They suggested, ‘Perhaps 
if Codex made a gesture . . .’ We said, ‘Stop there. We're 
not in here to plea bargain, no extortion, nothing that 
suggests plea bargaining,” this source recalled last week. 


He placed the amount Dukakis wanted at about $5 
million, which Codex and Dukakis-administration 
sources say would have been used to improve and 
protect the Prowse Farm area in various ways. 

Indeed, that kind of resolution would have been 
defensible as a true compromise. In the end, all that 
Dukakis could get from Codex was a list of cosmetic 
concessions just long enough to allow the governor to 
evade public characterization as “the Great Capitulator.” 

But even with Dukakis’s co-litigants, the 
preservationists, bitterly disillusioned, and Codex and 
the high-techers straining to suppress their glee, John 
DeVillars, one of the governor's dissemblers, could find 
the chutzpah to assert: “I think we did come out of this 
with the perfect compromise.”

BELIEVE IT OR NOT 


Now, for all of you Dynasty and Dallas fans, here's 
proof that truth really can be stranger than fiction. The 
facts of the case: Ms. X — Circuit Judge Fred L. Bryson, 
hearing the case at St. Petersburg, Florida, has ordered 
the names of all parties withheld to protect the children 
involved — went to court to ask for visitation rights with 
her 11-year-old daughter, and that her child-support 
payments be adjusted because, she says, her earning 
capacity as a woman is considerably less than that of a 
man with the same job skills. 

She should know. Ms. X is the father of the child in 
question, and of another, a five-year-old son. She was 
Mr. X before she had a sex-change operation after her 
divorce from Mrs. X, four years ago, and she’s paying the 
child support. 

Mrs. X says that her daughter — who doesn't yet 
know about her father’s sex change — “is not ready, 
mentally, emotionally, or sexually, to face having a 
woman for a father,” that she needs the money to 
support the children, and that Ms. X should have 
considered the possibility that her earning capacity 
would be diminished before deciding on the change of 
gender. 

But there are other reasons Ms. X wanted the child 
support she pays reduced. Ms. X says that “it’s very 
difficult explaining to my boyfriend why I, a woman, am 
having to pay child support.” 

Judge Bryson wasn’t buying. He ruled that Ms. X will 
have no visitation privileges with either of the children, 
stating, “They’re not ready for that.”” He also ordered her 
to continue child-support payments, agreeing with the 
ex-wife that Ms. X should have anticipated this 
dimunition of income, and stating that “if she can pay 
$30,000 in medical expenses, she can come up with $50 
per week to support her children.”

As House chairman of the legislature’s Committee on 
Human Services, state Representative A. Joseph 
DeNucci (D-Newton) has been working for years to 
prove that, as he puts it, “Italian guys with flat noses” 
can be liberals, too. Last week, DeNucci was recognized 
by the People’s Action Committee — a collecion of anti- 
poverty groups — for his work on behalf of the 
disadvantaged. The féte featured soul food and an 
appearance by the undisputed world middleweight 
boxing champion, Marvin (the marvelous one) Hagler.

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The Prowse Farm controversy: how do you spell compromise?

and floats. This shotild’ve been explained to the 

organizers of last week’s tall-ship fiasco. Sure, the 
monsoon-like weather can be blamed for some of the 
confusion, but the fact remains that there wasn’t much of 
a parade to rain on. Organized by city, state, and private 
agencies, and coordinated by Mayor Ray Flynn’s Office 
of Business and Cultural Development, the event was 
designed to attract 60 huge sailing ships to Boston 
Harbor. Similar fleets cruised here in 1976 and 1980, and 
millions of folks came to watch. Last Sunday, a mere 
200,000 turned out for a review of about 20 boats led 
by the Spirit of Massachusetts. Not to denigrate these 
handsome vessels, but nary a one satisfied anyone’s 
nautical definition of “tall.” (The West German clipper 
Gorch Foch II, whose three towering masts qualify it for 
this hazily defined category, remained moored at the 
Army-base pier during the procession.) In other words, 
after all the hype and hustle, just a single truly big, wind- 
borne ship showed up, and it parked. 

As far as this cabbie is concerned, the US Navy saved 
the day. The USS Mt. Whitney, command ship of the 
Second Fleet, was docked at the already booming 
Commonwealth Pier. Anchored in the Harbor, the 5000- 
man aircraft carrier USS John F. Kennedy ferried in 
sailors by the hundreds. (The Kennedy's 1052-foot-long 
deck was used as a viewing platform.) All this shore 
leave meant big bucks for Boston's 1525 taxis. In one 
night, I picked up perhaps 50 sailors — in pairs, 
threesomes, and foursomes — and took most of them 
from the pier to Faneuil Hall, the Combat Zone, or 
Kenmore Square, and vice versa. 

My meter clicked, clicked, and clicked some more, and 
I was happy to have it next to me. No one haggles over 
a fare the way a sailor does, and one who tips is rarer 
than one who doesn’t cuss. After the money issue was 
settled, a typical question might be “Where's the pussy 
in this town?” Or, almost as frequently, “Do you have 
any dope?” 

Compared to the hell-raising horde off the Kennedy 
carrier, which was often referred to as ‘that floating gray 
turd,” the Mt. Whitney men were a little spooky. A sober 
Whitney officer — to give you an idea — looked me in 
the eye and sincerely asked, “Have you served your 
country, son?” The Kennedy crew was more fun, if 
sometimes too intense. One fellow ordered me to turn 
up the music. When I told him I didn’t have a radio, he 
got mad. “Then sing for me,” he said. “I’m paying you 
good money and I want to hear you sing. Sing, 
goddammit, sing.” Fortunately, the Navy also lands 
large contingents of the Shore Patrol to keep an eye on 
its men, and after passing a squad of them near 
Government Center, the guy in the back seat shut up 
and left me alone. 

That was as close as I came to feeling threatened. Still, 
though I stayed firm on money matters, I otherwise 
proceeded gingerly with these hard-drinking, 
desperately horny, astonishingly vulgar men. Tourists 
often comment on the routine nastiness they overhear in 
Boston. (Has there ever been a traffic snafu here when 
someone didn't call someone else an asshole?) But these 
sailors singed my ears. 

For example, I asked une whether there were women 
on the Kennedy. 

“Fuck no,” he shouted. “They have some shows out 
there now and then — Brooke Shields and shit like that. 
They had the Dallas Cowboy cheerleaders out there 
once, but they don’t even let you get near them. They get 
your dick hard, and that’s about it. You're talkin’ pure 
wrist action.” 

Another sailor told me that the Combat Zone was a 
swindle, because even the homely prostitutes had jacked 
up their prices: ‘‘For $5 in Naples, Italy, you can get a 
pretty woman and go fuck her somewhere on a piece of 
cardboard. In Rio de Janeiro, the women will come after 
you. Down there it’s unreal, man. I bought 10 fuckin’ 
grams of some excellent damn cocaine for $60. It was like 
a fuckin’ wad as big as your fist. Shit, we picked up these 
three girls, and these girls were like ‘Well, let’s go fuck.’ 
It was nice. They didn’t play any head games or 
anything.” 

He said the Kennedy had docked in Rio for six days. 
From there the carrier went to the Mediterranean, where 
it served as air support for the Marines in Beirut. (“There 
were times when the planes were loaded slap-full with 
bombs and shit. Jets took off and landed all night, all 
day, all night, all day . . .”) It stayed for eight months. 
With no women or alcohol, he said, the excruciating 
boredom was broken only by sandstorms out of Egypt 
and bad news out of Lebanon. “It sucked shit, man!” 

The tall ships may not have made it, but the big ones 
did. It wasn’t the show I was expecting. O

now drive home with total confidence. No longer 
I do | lie on the floor and try to steer the car from 

underneath the dashboard. When I get home, I no 
longer head for the front steps in a crouch, ready to doa 
combat roll under the alleged azaleas. As I enter my 
home, my once crazed dog no longer lunges at the door, 
but, instead, offers me milk and cookies. And at night, 
no longer do I lock the doors and windows, but, rather, 
I leave them all open with big signs over them: HEY, 
OPEN HOUSE — Y'ALL COME ON DOWN! 

All this has come to pass because | life in Safe City. It 
seems that Family Circle magazine has picked Winthrop 
as one of the nation’s 12 safest communities. The 
magazine noted that only 265 crimes were reported in 
Winthrop in 1982. I guess that’s not a lot. Not everyone 
reacted with proper local pride. One former Winthrop 
guy with much in the way of street smarts read about 
this and “laughed out loud for about half an hour.”” And 
in my most recent issue of the Winthrop Sun- Transcript, 
the weekly police report included the attempted 
burglary of a store, an attempted robbery of a local 
citizen, a stolen-car incident involving damage to other 
vehicles, vandalism at a store, a successful burglary, one 
stolen van, one stolen Dodge, one stolen minibike, and 
five boosted bicycles. 

But safety is a relative term. No place is truly safe from 
bullies, burglars, pushers, druggies, perverts, or other 
assorted members of the maggot family. Apparently, my 
home-town crime rate is relatively low and is so because 
we are caring neighbors, and because our cops respond 
quickly to calls. I can attest to the accuracy of both those 
assertions. 

On the few occasions when we've had to call the cops, 
their response time was damn fast. And neighbors do 
keep watch — maybe not on every street, but in most 
parts of town. That's partly because a lot of.us have been 
living in Winthrop for two generations or more. | 
suppose the fewer transients there are in any 
community, the more likely the local citizens are to keep 
an eye on things. There’s sort of an unspoken communal 
stake in so doing. 

And with 20,000 or so people inhabiting about one 
square mile, it’s a lot easier to watch a neighbor’s house 
in Winthrop than it is, say, in Weston, where a 
homeowner, checking on a neighbor's burglar alarm 
going off, must traverse an acre or more of woods. That's 
ambush city, pal. 

But there are even more pragmatic reasons for 
Winthrop’s being relatively safe. First of all, it is a 
peninsula, with only two roads in and out (one through 
East Boston, the other through Revere). Out-of-towners 
who wish to commit mayhem actually may be bright 
enough to understand that it is easier to do so in a town 
with lots of roads than in a town with only two means of 
escape. 

Second, in addition to the Winthrop cops, we have 
MDC cops patrolling the boulevard along the beach. 
Third, there are, living in town, guys who work for all 
kinds of law-enforcement agencies, and it might be that 
the more street-wise thugs know this. Fourth, there are a 
fair number of large guys who live in town and who do 
not take kindly to troublemakers, especially out-of-town 
troublemakers. Unlike suburban communities, 
Winthrop is blessed with many corners, where people 
hang. They tend to notice things. 

There are also environmental reasons not to cause 
mayhem. If you were a burglar, for example, would you 
wish to be fleeing from the scene of your crime and 
suddenly fall into a polluted harbor, where you would 
die from whatever it is that has wasted all the clams? If 
you were working with a partner-in-crime, would you 
like to talk softly to him whilst in commission of said 
crime? Of course you would, but in Winthrop you can’t, 
because the frigging airplanes make so much noise that 
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you must yell: “Hey, Jimbo, pass me the burglar’s tools 
and the bazooka!” This could be something of a 
giveaway. 

Finally, there is the matter of the clean getaway. Let’s 
assume you have successfully violated the law and are 
heading away from the two access roads — heh, heh, to 
fool the cops — and that means in about five minutes, 
you are'going to hit Deer Island. One of two things will 
happen to you. 

You'll get lost and fall into a primary-treatment 
sewage tank, which will make you part of exactly what 
society thinks of you in the first place. Or you will notice 
that you have driven up to the very gates of the Deer 
Island prison, ridiculously named the Deer Island House 
of Correction. 

House of Doom is what it is. The place makes the 
Black Hole of Calcutta look like a feature attraction at 
Club Med. The wind actually whistles around the joint 
as if it were something out of one of Edgar Allen Poe’s 
less-than-lighthearted pieces. Not only are the Winthrop 
cops and possibly the MDC cops now on your tail, but 
you're also facing a bunch of armed corrections officers. 
And behind them is the slammer; which means you're 
also facing your possible future. 

The law-abiding among us feel pretty good about this 
state of affairs, but that’s not to say we aren't worried. If 
the news gets around, the survivalists are going to start 
showing upin force, clogging the Belle Isle Bridge with 
their covered wagons and demanding, “Sanctuary! 
Sanctuary!”’ And you know what those screwballs are 
like. They arm themselves to the teeth, dig up the whole 
community with fallout shelters, and take pot shots at 
government employees who try to collect their taxes.

ON DIRT 


I was pleased to see Lisa Deeley 
Smith’s article publicizing the soil-testing 
facilities at the Suburban Experiment 
Station in Waltham (Lifestyle, May 22). 
The first part of soil sampling is easy, but 
each cup sample should be a 
representative sample from a mixture of 
five or six sub-samples for every 100 
square feet. Using a one-cup sample from 
only one location, as stated in the article, 
could give misleading soil-test results, 
since it may contain a paint chip 
containing lead or the dropping remains 
of a passing animal, therefore not being a 
representative sample of the planting 
area. The samples should also be taken to 
a six-inch depth, excluding the top inch 
of soil.

His 
descriptive style is extremely useful for 
audiences, and he often restrains himself 
(this was especially true in earlier 
reviews) from the kind of sarcasm which 
afflicts so much criticism and prevents it 
from being a tool for improving theater. 
What | like about Rosenberg’s review of 
The Cell is that he states his bias right at 
the beginning. He wants to see radical 
revolutionaries gathering secretly to plot 
the overthrow of governments (or at least 
a bank). The problem with his bias, 
however, is that it distorts his view of 
what actually goes on in The Cell with 
activists who are less extreme. 

Rosenberg says he can’t figure out why 
these three are hiding in a basement. He 
says they’re paranoid. But the fantasy of 
them being literally “underground,” 
undercover, is his own. True, the play is 
set in the basement of the Piano Factory, 
and images of the underground are part 
of the texture of the piece. But the 
characters do not, as Rosenberg implies, 
foolishly assume that they have to hide 
out simply because they are planning to 
spill blood in Draper Labs. The 
characters meet in their house to plan an 
act of civil disobedience. 

Rosenberg also complains that these 
characters neglect political debate. They 
do avoid sloganeering; but the characters 
argue about the use of violence; they 
discuss the appropriate target of their 
protest; they question the extent to which 
personal history plays a part in shaping 
political ideals and action; finally, they 
analyze the proposed act of civil 
disobedience, wondering if it will simply 
alienate the witnesses, and be just 
another act easily co-opted by a media 
and a culture hungry for the sensational. 
These are clearly some of the political 
questions a group must raise if it is to 
commit any meaningful action today. 

In more ideographic scenes 
(Rosenberg calls them cryptic fantasy 
scenes unrooted in plausible political 
particulars), The Cell explores old and 
new stories of revolution, including the 
Garden of Eden story (the first human 
rebellion, in one version of history) and 
Freud’s myth of the primal horde — a 
good explanation of why certain 
revolutions fail. The Cell takes seriously 
the notion that individual change and 
political change are deeply related. 
Successful revolutions (and these are 
extremely rare, for reasons The Cell tries 
to expose) understand this connection. 
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Phoenix staff writer Michael Matza’s 
series of reports last year on the life, 
and death by execution, of convicted 
murderer Robert Sullivan has again 
been cited for excellence. Last week the 
American Bar Association announced 
that Matza’s three-part, 20,000-word 
series “Life before death” had won for 
the Phoenix a 1984 Silver Gavel for 
journalistic achievement on matters 
involving the law. 

The series had already been cited for 
excellence by Ball State University’s 
department of journalism, and last 
week Matza accepted an award from 
the New England Women’s Newspaper 
Association for his spot report on 
Sullivan's execution. 











But Rosenberg scorns The Cell ‘s interest 
in psychic change, and in this he reveals 
the limits of his own political thought. 
I'm afraid Rosenberg settles too easily for 
unexamined ideas about radical action. 
So, though he recognizes the term 
criticism/self-criticism (a practice at the 
heart of revolutionary groups from 
Maoists, to the Weather Underground, to 
the Black Liberation Army), he dismisses 
The Cell ‘s version, calling it 
revolutionary therapy, psychic 
regurgitation, and “‘actors’ exercises.” 

Rosenberg also refuses to recognize 
the serious consequences civil 
disobedience can have for the people 
committing it. Someone actually did get a 
30-day sentence for praying in the lobby 
of Draper Labs recently. And some 
people are jailed for years (the Berrigans 
and friends are just one example) for acts 
similar to the one portrayed in The Cell. 
Seeing the act from a distance (either as 
actors, or as audience, or as theater critic) 
may cause it to seem diminished, but 
such action is not trivial. It’s a shame that 
Rosenberg suggests that it is. (See also 
the May 29 “Play by play” listing for The 
Cell.) 

The deeper problem with the review, 
however, is that it is blind to the true 
difficulties of committing any clear 
political action in this culture. The people 
in The Cell are not supposed to be 
“victims of some oppressive system” 
(Rosenberg’s hasty assumption of what 
The Cell is trying to show, or of what he 
thinks it should show). The characters 
know that they are a part of the 
oppressive system they fight against; 
they enjoy the benefits of a culture that 
promotes and exploits violence here and 
elsewhere, and they are limited by this 
culture. Their witting and unwitting 
complicity with their culture is at the 
heart of their confusion. The Cell does 
not satirize these characters, nor does it 
hold them up for unqualified admiration. 
Instead, the piece looks at three people as 
they wrestle with the resistance to 
change in themselves and with the desire 
to act responsibly in a world that is bleak 
at times (whether one is in a country that 
shoots dissidents or in a country that sells 
the weapons for such shooting). How to 
take clear and effective political action in 
this culture is the question The Cell raises 
and the question Rosenberg doesn’t seem 
to recognize. The Cell may not point to 
an answer (suspecting, perhaps in bad 
faith, that such an answer would be easy 
and useless), but it knows that it would 
cost more than most of us are willing to 
pay to transform ourselves and our 
culture to make them more just and less 
violent.

Scott Rosenberg replies: 

Naturally, | stand by my review. 
Readers unfamiliar with it, however, 
should be apprised that I have never 
advocated the overthrow of either 
governments or banks, as Cell author 
Henry charges. I simply noted that, given 
the furtive, guilty behavior of The Cell’s 
activists, the audience might well think 
they were planning something along 
those lines — and that, given the 
nonviolent, symbolic kind of civil 
disobedience they had in mind, their 
cloak-and-dagger manner appeared 
inappropriate, even ludicrous. 
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Glover, a producer who worked with Hiller both in 
Atlanta and in Boston, ‘but some psychologist once 
said your greatest strength is also your greatest 
weakness. Andy’s strength is his intensity.” ‘“He can be 
a force for good and a force for bad,” says another 
former Channel 4 news stalwart, “but if you give him 
room to be himself, and display his sense of humor, his 
frustrations, and his rage, then most of the time he’s 
going to be a force for good. If all the television 
reporters were as competitive as Andy, TV news in 
Boston would be a whole lot better.” And certainly a 
whole lot more intense. 

‘‘He’s a plus in this news department,” says Channel 
4's John Henning, a TV news veteran. ‘There have been 
some personality clashes,” he added, “but an Andy 
Hiller is good for the mix.” That’s one Andy Hiller. 
Glover says he helped bring Hiller to Boston because he 
thought the Channel 4 newsroom had grown 
complacent and needed shaking up. “If there were five 
Andys the place would have blown apart,” offers 
another former Channel 4 staffer. 

Most of that, you have to understand, comes from 
people who like the guy. As does this: “I like him a lot,” 
says Richard Belcher, another WAGA-TV reporter, “but 
I don’t know that I could work with him in the same 
newsroom again.” He is, in short, difficult. “I know 
that,” Hiller says. ‘I know I'm difficult to be with, but 
imagine what that’s like for me. I’m with myself all the 
time. At least everyone else gets a break occasionally.” 

You get the message. No, nobody’s neutral about 
Hiller. Nor, for that matter, were there many interested 
observers without an opinion on the matter of the 
controversial quick quiz with which this same abrasive 
and unpredictable TV reporter recently surprised all the 
candidates for Paul Tsongas’s Senate seat. Entitled “Just 
the Facts,” it was a three-part series of political reports in 
which Hiller quizzed the candidates to find out how 
much they really knew about foreign and domestic 
policy, rather than merely allow them to talk in quickie 
TV news “bites” or recite their memorized prepared 
statements. Hiller asked the Democratic candidates to 
name the prime minister of Israel and the president of 
Syria, for example, and to come up with the countries 
where US nuclear missiles are deployed. Then he asked 
the Republicans such toughies as the location of 
hazardous-waste sites in Massachusetts and the 
percentage of the federal budget spent on defense and 
Social Security. A few of the candidates handled these 
questions remarkably well, but Hiller’s conclusion was 
that most did not fare well at all. As a direct result, the 





quiz received loads of publicity and — not unlike Hiller 
himself — has been both praised and panned. On the 
one hand, it has been called a bit of inspired TV news; on 
the other, it has been denounced as nothing more than a 
cheap, attention-getting TV trick. 

“It tended to reinforce some trivializing views of my 
medium,” complains a competing TV reporter who's no 
fan of much of anything Hiller does (and who, of course, 
also asked not to be named). “The problem was that it 
had to be quick — it had to be a pop quiz.” Or, as a Globe 
editorial observed, ’’. . . running for the US Senate is not 
comparable to being a contestant on Family Feud.’ And 
Globe TV critic Jack Thomas dismissed the series as a bit 
of sneaky TV “ambush journalism” designed to do little 
more than catch a candidate making mistakes, “to make 
him squirm.” (And anyone who’s been at a press 
conference with Hiller knows that he spends lots of time 
trying to make politicians squirm. He and former Mayor 
Kevin White got into a legendary press-conference 
confrontation after the New York Times reported that 
White insider Joie Prevost had purchased a townhouse 
almost for a song. More recently, Hiller confronted 
Governor Michael Dukakis with a series of tough 
questions about the Prowse Farm controversy.) 

Hiller claims the critics of the ‘Just the Facts” quiz 
have missed the point entirely. ‘There are some 
reasonable points that can be made against the story,” 
he concedes. Still, he earnestly defends it, noting 
(correctly) that the candidate quiz got Channel 4's 
campaign coverage into areas that TV news usually goes 
nowhere near. “TV news is criticized, fairly,” Hiller says, 
“for making elections horse races . . . for not having 
perspective, for not being issue oriented, for not using 
the medium to give insights into the candidates.” This 
quiz, then, was a means of doing all those things and 
more. “Maybe,” Hiller adds, “this will do something 
good for TV interviewers. Maybe we won't be thought of 
as microphone holders.” (Although, for the record, it 
was not Hiller’s idea, but that of Channel 4 pollster Ed 
Reilly, a former political adviser to Governor Edward J. 
King.) ‘We thought we were doing some good things — 
adding another angle to our political coverage, which I'd 
like to think we’re proud of,” says Hiller. 

The series may have caught the candidates by 
surprise, and may, indeed, have been somewhat unfair 
to some of them. However, Hiller did make a point of 
asking all of them if they thought the quiz was fair, and 
those who complained had their criticisms broadcast 
along with their answers — and nonanswers — to the 


; questions. One such complainer was former House 










Speaker David Bartley, who was clearly angered by the 
questions. He responded with a series of quick, cold 
‘nos and “I don’t know’’s to Hiller’s questions. This 
same Bartley, when asked which side the US supports in 
Nicaragua — not a difficult question by anyone’s 
standard — responded with a grievous, telling error. 
‘We're backing the people who are in power, who are 
not really interested in helping their own people,” he 
said. 

But it was the friends and supporters of Congressman 
Edward Markey — who has since dropped out of the 
race — who seemed the most upset by the quiz. Markey, 
after all, could not come up with the name of Israel’s 
prime minister (Yitzak Shamir). Nor was this self- 
proclaimed leader of the nuclear-freeze movement able 
to name all three countries (Great Britain, Italy, and West 
Germany) where US nuclear missiles are deployed. This 
was also telling. 

Of course, since Markey was the best-known 
candidate, his mistakes got the most attention. The next 
morning's Today show, tor example, reported, unfairly, 
that all seven Democratic candidates had “flunked a 
quiz they were given by a Boston TV station last night. 
Two, including Congressman Ed Markey, didn’t know 
the name of Israel’s prime minister.” Markey — not shy 
and not afraid of playing up to the media — was the only 
reported flunkee mentioned. Thus, Markey became 
something of a congressional laughingstock. 

State Senator George Bachrach (D-Watertown), who 
was a Markey supporter, contends that most of the 
senatorial candidates are ‘pretty decent public officials.” 
His complaint is that-Hiller’s pop quiz pandered to 
public suspicions about politicians. “It wouldn't have 
been much of a story,” he speculates, “if all the 
candidates had answered all the questions correctly.” 
(Even though Hiller contends he went into the story 
presuming they’d all do very well, and that his 
conclusion would be that we had a bunch of smart 
candidates here.) “This sort of thing breeds cynicism and 
contempt that undermines this system,” Bachrach 
complains. 

But yes, it did get attention. “I don’t think it’s the best 
thing television has ever done, but it’s interesting,”’ said 
Channel 5 reporter Kirby Perkins. Which happens to be 
another obvious aim of Hiller’s brand of political 
reporting. “I know there are people out there,” Hiller 
says, “who see a political story and say, ‘Time fora 
beer.’ ’ He notes that a newspaper reader can simply 
ignore the stories that don’t interest him, but a TV 
reporter must try to turn politics into what’s known as 











good TV. “If I go into the State House and I talk to Kevin 
Harrington [a former Senate president who is now a 
lobbyist] and he tells me about how lobbying works, 
about what's happening in the leadership struggle, 
about which bills are going to pass and which aren't, [but 
when]I say, ‘Can we do a little interview on camera?’, he 
says to me, ‘Are you crazy?’ ”’ In such a theoretical 
situation, Hiller argues, a newspaper reporter could 
quote an unnamed source, but a TV reporter has little or 
nothing. He’s got to get pictures. 

Hiller has found some imaginative ways of doing just 
that. When he and so many other TV and print reporters 
were covering the negotiations between Rupert 
Murdoch’s agents and union leaders over the sale of the 
Herald American, many reporters were distressed that 
everything was happening behind closed doors — and 
worse, that the Murdoch agents were hiding in their 
rooms to avoid the press, checking to make sure no TV 
crews were hanging around before venturing out. So 
Hiller and his camera crew waited around a nearby 
corner, while Andy used a mirror from his TV make-up 
kit to spy on that closed door. Thinking the cameras 
were gone, the negotiators made a run for it, only to be 
pounced upon by Hiller. Another time, Hiller found 
himself at City Hall with no camera crew late one 
afternoon, when he learned that the retirement board 
had just voted to deny convicted extortionist George 
Collatos his pension. Without missing a beat, Hiller 
grabbed Brian Leahy, the board's executive secretary, 
and the two of them jumped into a cab that got them to 
the Channel 4 studios in time for a live interview during 
the six o'clock news. 

“So much of politics is perspective and nuance,” he 
says, ‘‘and so much of that is hard to get on television. 
It’s a constant struggle, and that’s the fun of it.” 

It’s also one of the things that make Andy run, and 
occasionally the results have been dramatic. “He's 
always been interested in political reporting,” said 
former Channel 4 producer Richard Glover, “and I think 
the main reason is because he thinks it’s one of the most 
difficult things to do on television.” It’s a challenge that 
Hiller is more than eager to accept. One of the most 
memorable television moments in last fall’s Boston 
mayoral campaign was an angry face-off between 
candidates David Finnegan and Raymond Flynn. It was 
live on City Hall Plaza during Channel 4’s six o'clock 
news, and it was provoked by Andy Hiller (however, it 
should be noted that this and other such live, heated 
Hiller face-offs actually have been the brainchildren of 





Channel 4’s political assignment editor, Gerry 
Chervinsky). Finnegan, who had accused Flynn of 
having an inconsistent record, had just begun airing a 
series of snide radio ads comparing Flynn toa 
chameleon. So an angry Flynn took the opening shot at 
Finnegan in this mini-debate, accusing him of being the 
candidate of the rich. Pointing back at City Hall, Flynn 
said, ‘That building, the building that represents the 
people’s form of government in this city, is not for sale.” 

‘The issue here is Ray’s record — a record of change,” 
Finnegan responded, going on to say that Flynn — by 
distributing two sets of campaign leaflets in the same 
Dorchester neighborhood — had been trying to “divide 
the city between black and white.” And now, Finnegan 
charged, Flynn was “trying to divide it between rich and 

oor. 
; This was good stuff all right, but it got better after 
Channel 4 broadcast the pointed Finnegan radio ad in 
question. ‘’You called mea racist. You called me a 
lizard,” Flynn bellowed, “and I’m just saying to you, 
David, what is your record?” Whereupon this so-called 
“debate” went rapidly went downhill, with the two 
candidates continuing to speechify simultaneously. This 
definitely was what they call good television — and yes, 
the confrontation made the next day’s papers. Hiller had 
done it again. He’d made a supposedly boring political 
story “interesting.” Hell, he’d nearly turned it into 
championship wrestling.

“He represents the new breed of TV petson,” one 
Channel 4 old-timer says of Andy Hiller. ‘They're 
intense, wired, and inclined to be insensitive to their 
social environment.” Of Hiller, he says, ‘He’s charged 
up all the time. He’s always running.” According to this 
TV-news veteran, there have been at least three such 
notably hyper (or energetic) TV types at the station — 
Steve Nevas, Marty Sender, and Andy Hiller. Sender 
and Hiller, appropriately enough, were the best of 
friends while they worked together. “If you can do one 
story a week that you're proud of,” Hiller says Sender 
advised him, “that’s the goal you should set for 
yourself.” “I’ve never really settled for that,” Hiller adds. 

Some TV insiders also see Hiller as something of a 
disturbing product of the dread “happy talk” era of TV 
news, perhaps because he was brought to town by Pat 
Palillo, then Westinghouse’s vice-president for news, 
and one of the TV execs who originated the dictum that 
appearances are all that matter and that TV viewers have 
absurdly short attention spans. 








Like his pop quiz, Hiller’s mini-debate was an attempt 
to disprove that dictum. Still, he can constantly be heard 
complaining about the limitations of the medium and 
decrying that too often he is simply following and 
redoing morning Globe stories, though he has 
maintained something of a sense of humor about it. 
We're told that shortly after he arrived at Channel 4, in 
1977, he was sent out on a story and was racing down the 
hallway to meet the camera crew outside when someone 
shouted, “Andy, you forgot your notebook.” 

“That's okay. I've got this,” he yelled back, holding up 
his comb. He kept running. 

He’s been running for a long time. Asked what drives 
him, Hiller says it’s the pressure-packed business that 
he’s in. ‘There are some b@sinesses you can bullshit 
your way through,” he said. TV news, though, isn’t one. 
Trouble is, those who’ve known him over the years say 
Andy has always been aggressive, driven, and 
ambitious. ‘It’s not unbridled ambition,” he says. “I 
wish I could come up with a simple answer. I wish I 
could tell you that one day someone kicked sand in my 
face and I vowed then and there that I would never be 
beaten again. But no, it’s not that simple.” 

Now 37, Hiller is a New York City native whose 
parents were divorced when he was very young and 
who lived with various relatives in various cities during 
his high-school years. After completing a stint in the 
Army and graduating from Beloit College in Wisconsin 
(where he edited the school paper), Hiller got his first 
job, as an urban planner in nearby Rockford, Illinois. But 
it didn’t work out. “I thought I'd be going to zoning 
hearings and defending neighborhoods from giant oil 
companies that wanted to put in gas stations and destroy 
them,” he says. Instead, Hiller was asked to count traffic 
on a street corner one day, and put out a newsletter the 
next. He didn’t understand what any of that had to do 
with urban planning — and yes, he does seem to have 
been a bit impatient — so he jumped to a reporting job at 
the Davenport (lowa) Times-Democrat, where he 
worked for a year covering two small-town city halls 
and, he says, learned how to collect facts. Then he left. 
“It was just out of the question that I would work in 
Davenport, lowa, any longer,” he says. “I had become 
unhappy with the paper and I think it would be fair to 
say the paper was unhappy with me.” 

So he was off to Atlanta to try his hand managing a 
rock band. “I thought I would be Brian Epstein within six 
months,” he remembers. A strange expectation for

If the protracted Democratic 
nominating process ac- 
complished nothing else, it al- 
lowed the notion of a woman 
vice-president to be discussed in 
the mainstream press — the likes 
of Time and the New York Times. 
The most succinct argument in 
favor of a woman vice-president 
was advanced by Robert Kuttner 
in a May 13 opinion column in 
the Boston Globe. “Adding a 
woman to the ticket is [Walter] 
Mondale’s only real opportunity 
to seize the initiative and trans- 
form the 1984 political equation,” 
Kuttner wrote. 

Early in May, House Speaker 
Thomas P. O'Neill remarked to a 
Boston Globe reporter that Fer- 
raro is his favorite in this latest 


political invitational. “Sure, | 
have a candidate [for vice- 
president],” O'Neill told the 


Globe's Robert Healy. “Her name 
is Geraldine Ferraro.” The Speak- 
er’s endorsement gave national 
currency to a candidacy that had 
been bruited about in Ferraro’s 
local press for months — even 
back when John Glenn would 
have been the likely beneficiary 
of her magnetism. At a meeting 
two weeks ago, the New York 
delegation to the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention passed a reso- 
lution urging the party to nomi- 
nate a woman for the vire- 


dent Donald Manes even 
amended the resolution to name 
Ferraro outright, but ne withdrew 
the amendment under fire from 
Bella Abzug and other New York 


delegates who thought such spec- . 


ificity would be divisive. 

Last week John English, Sena- 
tor Edward Kennedy’s floor man- 
ager during the 1980 national 
convention and a figure of some 
note in New York State’s Nassau 
County, endorsed Ferraro for 
vice-president at a local party 
function. When asked whether 
he had spoken to. Kennedy about 
his choice, English reportedly 
said that he had, and that Ken- 
nedy “feels the same way I do.” 
Ferraro’s celebrity status is con- 
firmed by the five mail deliveries 
required every day to accom- 
modate the cards and letters she’s 
been receiving. This Friday, 
when she was scheduled to speak 
to the Massachusetts Women’s 
Political Caucus and to delegates 
at the state party convention in 
Worcester, Ferraro was sure to 
draw more attention from the 
pols and pundits than anyone 
else at the most heavily covered 
state political event of the year — 
and she isn’t even from Massa- 
chusetts. 

Ferraro would bring more than 
gender balance to a Democratic 
ticket, especially one headed by 
Walter Mondale. Unlike Mon- 
dale, Ferraro is urban. She is

ethnic. She is unabashedly emo- 
tional. She is unwilling to allow 
the Republican right to usurp her 
own traditional positions against 
crime and for the family (the 
poster for her 1978 congressional 
campaign was emblazoned with 
the American flag and the slogan, 
“Finally — a Tough Democrat.”) 
She is enough of a new-age 
woman to use her maiden name 
but enough of a wife and mother 
to use “’Mrs.” (even though “Mrs. 
Ferraro” is a name that really 
belongs to her mother). She has 
been called Mario Cuomo in 
eyeshadow, and_ Elizabeth 
Holtzman in pearls. 

The National Journal notes in 
its Almanac of American Polities 
that Ferraro’s congressional dis- 
trict includes Flushing, home to 
Archie Bunker; this point has 
been repeated ad nauseam, even 
though it doesn’t fully describe 
New York’s ninth district, which 
includes the tony Forest Hills 
Gardens (where Ferraro lives) as 
well as the less affluent Glendale 
and Rosewood sections. None- 
theless, Ferraro betrays her 
Bunkerville upbringing when- 
ever she opens her mouth. Some 
people speak with verbal ticks 
like “you know.” Ferraro punctu- 
ates her sentences with the 
phrase “I gotta tell ya.” As in: 
“Nobody moves over for a 
woman, I gotta tell ya, out of 
niceness.”’ 

When she speaks, Ferraro leans 
forward in her chair in a manner 
at once conspiratorial and cap- 
tivating. Her ingenuousness. is 
remarkable in a politician — she 
reveals intimate, almost in- 
trospective, information about 








herself to virtual strangers from 
the press. “She avoids the trap of 
being too sterile, which is a trap 
not just for women but for 
liberals in politics,” Barney Frank 
remarks. But the openness 
doesn’t hide a certain calculation. 
Ferraro will allow the conversa- 
tion to meander pleasantly for 
several minutes, but she will 
always return to whatever case 
she wants to plead, delivering the 
argument in a rapid-fire volley of 
facts that recalls the courtroom 
orator she was before she came to 
Congress six years ago. 

Ferraro’s life story is a riches- 
to-rags-to-riches saga. She was 
born 60 miles up the Hudson 
River from New York City in the 
sleepy Republican town of New- 
burgh, New York, the only 
daughter of parents who were 
still mourning the death (in a car 
accident) of their three-year-old 
son; Gerald (after whom 
Geraldine was named). Her 
father celebrated her birthday 
every month for the first year of 
her life; he was more devoted to 
his daughter than to anything, 
including his five-and-dime store 
and tavern downtown. She was 
his princess; he bought her more 
than 50 dolls and an electrified 
doll house. Geraldine’s father 
died suddenly of a heart attack 
when she was eight, and she 
became so anemic with grief that 
she needed injections of liver 
tonic for a year. Her mother was 
forced to abandon their com- 
fortable suburban home and 
move in with relatives in the 
Bronx. She went to work sewing 
beaded dresses in New York’s 
garment district to keep 
Geraldine in parochial school. 
Years later, after finishing Ford- 
ham Law School and passing 
the New York bar, Geraldine split 
her legal fees with her mother to 
repay her. 

Ferraro is still deeply affected 
by these memories. Last summer, 
she addressed the annual con- 
vention of the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union. 
She told the members that the 
decline of the clothing industry 
“pains me, not only because my 
mother worked in the garment 
industry, but because your in- 
dustry has always been an impor- 
tant source of jobs for women 
and minorities — and a lifeline 
for newcomers to this country, 
whether they were Italians, like 
my people, or today’s hard- 
working Spanish and Asian im- 
migrants.” Ferraro’s forthright 
personalization of issues gives 
credence and power to her argu- 
ments. Her Catholic upbringing 
informs her positions in favor of 
school prayer and tuition tax 
credits for private schools, 
though she has _ consistently 
voted in favor of abortion rights 
(she calls the decision to vote pro- 
choice the most difficult of her 
political career). Once, when 
speaking from the House floor in 
favor of abortion funding in cases 
of rape, she said, “I ask you to be 
personal about this vote, because 
nothing is more personal than 
rape. I ask you, if your wife or 
sister or daughter were raped and 
became pregnant, would you not 
give her the right to make her 
own decision?” When she spoke 
before the National Association 
of Women Judges, she recalled a 
series of indignities: being one of 
only two women in her law- 
school class, being paid less than 
her male counterparts in the 
district attorney’s office because 
she had a husband to look after 
her, and being denied a loan to 
finance her first campaign (she 


eventually risked $130,000 of her 


own money in that race, which 
she won). And she said, “Women 
and children are 75 percent of all 
Americans living in poverty. ... 
If we as women don’t care what 
happens to women, it will not be 
just the waitress or the welfare 
mother who loses. It’s far too 
easy for us — secure, successful, 
well-off — to become them.” 
But for Ferraro, speeches are 
relatively rare. She spends more 
time and energy on political 


» 


mechanics than on issues. For 
example, Ferraro is especially 
proud of the open process the 
Democrats are using to fashion 
the platform under her direction 
this year, with regional public 
hearings in six states. “The Re- 
publicans are not having any 
process,” she said. ‘‘They’re writ- 
ing it in the White House.” When 
asked why she appeared riveted 
on the platform-writing process 
rather than on the platform itself, 
she smiled knowingly. “The 
procéss is what I have control 
over,” she said. “I’m not naive. 
The product will reflect the can- 
didates, and their decisions could 
become very political.” Susan 
Estridge, an assistant professor at 
Harvard Law .School who is 
Ferraro’s executive director on 
the platform committee, said Fer- 
raro doesn’t want to create a stir 
by insisting on specific and con- 
troversial party planks. “She is 
being very pragmatic,” Estridge 
said. “ Her interest is in promot- 
ing party unity and defeating 
Ronald Reagan. She is very much 
a team player.” 

Some have suggested that Fer- 
raro’s accommodating spirit help- 
ed ingratiate her to Speaker 
O'Neill. “She has not been as- 
sociated with large-scale public- 
policy issues,” said one Washing- 
ton insider who has worked with 
O'Neill. “She adheres to a go- 
along, get-along philosophy 
which has worked her into the 
leadership.” Certainly O'Neill 
helped Ferraro by giving her an © 
important Budget Committee as- 
signment, much as he helped 
another favorite, Congressman 
James Shannon, with an assign- 
ment to the Ways and Means 
Committee. O’Neill also helped 
her cinch the platform-committee 
chairmanship, though she was 
also aided by the fact that she has 
sided with neither Gary Hart nor 
Walter Mondale in this year’s 
primary. (Ferraro adheres to a 
convenient unwritten law not to 
make endorsements in primary 
elections, though in 1982 she 
campaigned for Barney Frank 
against a woman colleague, Re- 
publican Margaret Heckler.) 

No doubt O’Neill admires Fer- 
raro’s savvy political ways. When 
she was a new lawyer and a new 
mother, she would stop by the 
local Democratic clubs on her 
way home from PTA meetings 
because she knew political con- 
nections were valuable in starting 
a law practice. Her first job was as 
fine an introduction to party 
politics as any — it was a 
patronage assignment, and a 
nepotistic one at that. Ferraro’s 
cousin Nick, a popular state- 
senator-turned-DA (and now a 
New York Supreme Court judge) 
hired her to head up a special- 
victims’ unit in Queens County. It 
was here that Ferraro turned both 
liberal and tough on crime. The 
“special victims” included bat- 
tered wives and victims of child 
abuse, juvenile rape, and all 
manner of violence against the 
elderly. Ferraro reorganized the 
assignment process so that a 
single prosecutor would accom- 
pany a victim throughout the 
criminal-justice hierarchy, from 
viewing the first line-up of 
suspects through trials and ap- 
peals. Although Ferraro was a 
tenacious prosecutor, she says 
she was mindful of defendants’ 
rights. “In all the time I tried 
cases, I have to tell you, I was 
never reversed,” she said. 

After an undistinguished first 
term in Congress, Ferarro served 
on the so-called Hunt Com- 
mission, which wrote the rules 
that govern this year’s nomi- 
nation process and next month’s 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion. Ferraro is credited with 
fashioning a compromise be- 
tween party forces who wanted 
to increase the number of dele- 
gates chosen from a pool of 
elected party officials (“super- 
delegates,” as they’re known) 
and forces who wanted to 
eliminate superdelegates alto- 
gether. Generally, organized

Talking politics 


Say good night, Gary

or God’s sake, Gary, get 
F out. Never mind California. 
Last Tuesday’s real battle- 
ground was New Jersey, and 
Walter Mondale did there what 
he has done throughout the 
course of the tortured and tortu- 
ous primary campaign: he came 
up with the must win. Before 


“Final Tuesday,” the long-shot 
scenario being put forward by the 
Hart camp was that Hart victories 
in California and New Jersey 
would stop Mondale dead in the 


- water and encourage mutiny 


among his delegates. 
At best, that was always only a 
faint hope, given the arithmetic, 





but to be plausible at all long 
shots have to make a case that a 
vote for them won't be wasted. In 
that light, Hart’s hopelessly Pan- 
glossian pre-primary predictions 
can be understood and forgiven. 

Now, however, with New Jer- 
sey, along with West Virginia, 
solidly in Mondale’s. column, 





what was only a faint~hope has 
become nothing more thar’a.pipe 
dream, and everyone — even 
Hart’s campaign strategists — 
knows it. Which makes doubly 
disturbing Hart's talk of “going 
all the way to San Francisco and 
on to the White House,” for by 
putting an end to the possibility 
of a full-scale anti-Mondale re- 
bellion, the New Jersey results 
left Hart a stark choice: he can 
continue a rear-guard guerrilla 
war that holds little prospect of 
doing anything besides wound- 
ing the nominee apparent, per- 
haps fatally, or he can concede 
defeat and come to the aid of his 
party. 

Hart already seems inclined 
toward the former course. Faced 
with the debilitating loss in New 
Jersey, late last week the Hart 
camp was adopting a “damn the 
torpedoes” approach, making the 
case that Hart still had a chance 
to yank the nomination away 
from Mondale, and, at any rate, 
had an obligation to press the 
fight forward. Despite delegate 
totals showing that the nominee’s 
mantle was all but Mondale’s, 
Hart campaign manager Oliver 
Henkel was arguing that Hart — 
having beaten Mondale across 
New England, won Florida, and 
virtually swept the West 
should be the nominee by that 
logic alone. Obviously, if Hart 
presses his challenge, that’s the 
rationale he'll use. 

It’s equally apparent that part 
of Hart’s end-game plan is to 
challenge Mondale’s ‘tainted’ 
delegates, those selected or 
elected with the help of the now- 
disbanded ‘independent’ sup- 
port committees. It’s an idea 
Hart’s camp has been entertain- 
ing for some time: thus the 
candidate's decision, in the midst 
of the Texas campaign, to seize 
on the “independent” Mondale 
committees and make them the 
focus of repeated media attacks. 
It was more than last-ditch grop- 
ing for an issue that would stick. 
Rather, it was a_ calculated 
strategy to legitimize the charge 
through weeks of repetition, and 
thus set up a _ convention 
challenge designed to undercut a 
probable Mondale delegate ma- 
jority. 

As Washington Post columnist 
David Broder pointed out recent- 
ly, the Eisenhower camp used an 
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almost identical ploy to under- 
mine Senator Robert Taft's sup- 
port in 1952 and steal the Re- 
publican nomination. Indeed, 
Jesse Jackson, who — adhering to 
the Machiavellian dictum that 
“the enemy of my enemy is my 
friend” — became Hart's partner 
in the last few rounds of Mon- 
dale-bashing, has openly alluded 
to the ‘52 Republican convention 
artifice and the possibility of re- 
enacting such a coup this year. 
But this is 1984, not 1952, and 
the era is long gone when any- 
one, even a national hero, could 
pull that kind of end run and 
emerge from it as a credible 
nominee. In the days of 
Eisenhower and Taft, it 
expected that, primaries aside, 
the convention and the party 
regulars would really select the 
nominee. All that has changed. 
Since 1972, the collective primary 
voters have made that decision, 
and the convention has become 
largely a pomp-and-regalia-filled 
ratification of their decision. 
Because that’s so, even if Hart 
and Jackson could combine to 
pull off such a masterstroke, a 
nominee born of that kind of 
conniving would be far more 


susceptible than Mondale ever - 


was to the charge that he repre- 
sented not the will of the voters 
but the machinations of insiders. 

No, Hart and Jackson should 
look to more recent history 
before contemplating a conven- 
tion challenge, for more recent 
history suggests that  single- 
minded long-shot challenges are 
exercises in egoism that prove 
disastrous for the party involved. 
In 1976, instead of making peace 
in the face of odds that strongly 
suggested he couldn’t win, 
Ronald Reagan battled frontrun- 
ner and incumbent Gerald Ford 
down to the convention wire 
(and beyond). In the process, he 
opened a fissure between the 
party center and the New Right 
that left Ford crippled in the 
general election, a fissure that, 
finally, was only resolved four 
years later, and then not by 
accommodation but by the ascen- 
dancy of the Reagan wing of the 
party. 

Similarly, in 1980, despite a 
delegate count that made Carter’s 
renomination virtually inevitable 
well before the convention, Sena- 
tor Edward Kennedy and his 
camp encouraged false hopes 
that he could pull off a piece of 
political prestidigitation and 
emerge with the nomination in 
his grasp. And even when the 
“open convention” plan was re- 
vealed for the bankrupt 
stratagem it was, an _ elusive 
Kennedy exacted a crippling price 
for his support: he demanded and 


was , 





was granted a prime-time op- 
portunity to upstage the nomi- 
nee, and he made the president 
grovel for a convention hand- 
shake that was so fleeting it came 
to symbolize not party unity, but 
party strife. 

It was a rift Carter was never 
able to close. Although, to his 
credit, Kennedy later tried to 
bring his supporters around, the 
party regulars never really got 
behind Carter, and despite all the 
advantages of the incumbency, 
he was buried in the general 
election. 

This year, the chances for a 
destructive rupture are even 
more pronounced than they were 
in ‘80, for, where the ‘80 contest 
was largely a matter of person- 
ality, the Mondale/Hart/Jackson 
fight threatens to split the party 
along natural fault lines. And this 
year, unlike in 1980, the De- 
mocrats face a president fully in 
control of his party and riding 
high in the polls, a man who 
would be a formidable opponent 
for the best of nominees with a, 
unified party behind him. 

Without Jackson in the race, 
Walter Mondale probably would 
have won the lion’s share of the 
black vote, but primary contest 
after primary contest has made it 
clear that Mondale will have real 
trouble broadening his support to 
his right. From his early-spring 
sweep of New England to last 
Tuesday’s victory in California, 
Gary Hart has_ established 
himself as the leader not only of 
the button-down-collar faction of 
the party, but also of a goodly 
portion of the vote that identifies 
itself as independent. The Hart 
voters are upscale, less com- 
mitted to Democratic Party ideals 
than to the values their own 
lifestyles have come to represent, 
and more interested in personal 
advancement than in party vic- 
tory. In their fickle flirtation with 
all things new, they disdain 
shopworn goods like Walter 
Mondale. In 1980, many of them 
abandoned Jimmy Carter for the 
political lark that was John 
Anderson’s campaign, and 
watched seemingly without any 
qualms as an eminently reason- 
able man lost to one who wants 
to roll back everything from the 
New Deal to Yalta. 

They’re hardly the voters a 
candidate wants to build his 
coalition around. But as poll after 
poll has demonstrated, Hart's 
supporters are also the swing 
voters, the ones who decide 
elections, and Walter Mondale 
needs them if he is to oust Ronald 
Reagan from the White House. 
Unfortunately, they are voters 
who, given the lingering wounds

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No rush to join the political process 


Registering voters 
Who will do it?

t was 12:30 last Tuesday afternoon at 
I Boston City Hospital — a busy time 

at a major crossroads for Boston's 
poor and nonwhite population. It 
seemed an ideal time and a 
location to sign up some of the 150,000 
Boston residents who are eligible to vote 
but haven't registered 

Which is why two matronly women 
from the city’s election department were 
stationed at a small table in the hospital 
lobby, and why a pair of earnest staffers 
from the national Human SERVE voter- 
registration campaign were trying to 
corral hospital visitors toward the table. 

Frank Hornstein, a bearded, bespecta- 
cled activist who was working the lobby 
was eager to explain his approach. “We 
try to talk to people about cuts in social 
services and to make it as easy as 
possible for them to vote,” he said. 
Nevertheless, the vast majority of people 
in the hospital lobby either had already 
registered or had their own reasons for 
keeping their names off the voter- 
registration rolls. From 11 a.m. to 2 p.m., 
a grand total of six people signed up to 
become part of the political process. On 
Monday, when the Human SERVE staf- 
fers weren't on hand to lobby for the city 
registrars, the tally was even more 
pathetic. Only three people at Boston 
City registered to vote. 

As paltry ds these voter-registration 
sessions at City Hospital seem, the effort 
is in fact part of a campaign to register 
one million low-income voters in 20 
states across the country. The campaign 
is the brainchild of Frances Fox Piven 
and Richard A. Cloward, two left-of- 
center academics noted for their theories 
on organizing the poor. The drive itself is 
being directed by Human SERVE (Serv- 
ice Employees, Registration, Voting, and 
Education), a group that is organizing 
city and state employees in health 
centers, welfare offices, and other social- 
service agencies to register their clients. 

Liberals and around the 
country believe that registering large 
numbers of nonwhites and the poor — 
and getting them to vote — are central to 
damaging Ronald Reagan's reelection 
chances. According to a spokesman at 
Human SERVE'’s national office in New 
York, in 1982 only 30 percent of those 
earning less than $10,000 a year were 
registered, while 60 percent of those 
earning over $30,000 were signed up to 
vote. 

Robin Leeds, the Massachusetts Hu- 
man SERVE director, believes that 
“agency-based registration” can be an 
effective way to register the potentially 
pivotal class of low-income _ people 
eligible to vote. “My-sense is that the 
majority of people who are collecting 
benefits are not registered,”” she said. 
“Thousands of the poor travel regularly 
through the service agencies, so in 
addition to providing those services, why 
not provide registration services?”’ 

Human SERVE has been working with 
a coalition of more than 25 organizations 
to pass legislation that would make

Massachusetts the 23rd state to establish 
mail-in registration. But the bill, which is 
supported by the administration of Gov 
ernor Michael Dukakis, is mired in a 
study committee whose report is already 
two months late. 

With chances for passage of the bill 
this year slim, the Massachusetts Human 
SERVE campaign is concentrating in- 
stead on its unique voter-registration 
plan in six cities: Boston, Cambridge, 
Lynn, New Bedford, Springfield, and 
Worcester. In Boston, Human SERVE 
workers and Boston registrars from the 
city’s election department are working 
voter-registration sites at 20 social-serv 
ice centers during the next six weeks. But 
the local campaign, as the effort at City 
Hospital shows, is off to an inauspicious 
beginning. 

Part of the problem stems from a 
difference of opinion between Human 
SERVE and the Flynn administration 
over the most effective way of registering 
new voters. Human SERVE would like 
the city election commissioners to depu 
tize as voter registrars employees in 
various city agencies. Many of the 
mayor's advisers, on the other hand, 
believe it’s more important to involve 
community organizations in a 
coordinated campaign to recruit new 
voters. 

Parties to both sides of this disagree- 
ment are facing a secondary problem in 
their attempt to add names to the city’s 
voter-registration rolls: how much did 
last year’s municipal election campaign 
exhaust the potential to register new 
voters? In 1983, black mayoral candidate 
Mel King and candidates for newly 
created district offices inspired 
thousands of people to register to vote 
Neil Sullivan, the director of Mayor 
Flynn's Office of Neighborhood Services, 
said, “There’s no question that last 
summer the city had the most intensive 
voter-registration drive that we've seen.’ 

Indeed, election-department figures 
show that in 1983, more than 77,000 
people added their names to the voter- 
registration rolls, raising the numbers of 
registered voters in the city to approx 
imately 70 percent of those who are 
eligible. Furthermore, areas of the city 
where voter registration is lowest — in 
Allston-Brighton, for example, where 
only 40 percent of those eligible are 
signed up — are also centers for large 
student populations where many people 
are likely to be registered out of state. 

Sullivan believes it’s in the .city’s 
interest to work aggressively to register 
the city’s remaining 150,000 unregistered 
people, because social policy in Washing- 
ton has hurt Flynn’s constitutency — the 
city’s large low- and middle-income 
population. “The feeling in the presiden- 
tial and senatorial campaigns will not run 
as deep as the feeling in the mayor's race, 
so a lot of organizing has to be done to 
make voter-registration effective,” he 
said. “But I personally believe that even 
more is at stake.”

When they were good .

NGLEWOOD, CALIF. — If basketball 
I games were only 47 minutes and 30 
seconds long, the NBA season would 
have ended last Wednesday night, won 
by the Los Angeles Lakers in four 


straight games. But the Celtics like those. 


long games. Twice they prospered only 
as the game clock wound down to the 
final few. seconds, while the real clock 
(thanks to CBS) inched ‘toward and past 
midnight. Fortunately for Boston, pro 
games are at least 48 minutes long, and 
they twice used those last few seconds 
and five extra minutes to beat the Lakers. 
It looked as though the Lakers were to be 
winners in game four, but at the end of 
the long evening of improbable drama, 
the Celtics had won 129-125 in overtime, 
and the series was tied at 2-2. 

The ultimate issue is still in doubt, but 
game four had the bracing effect of 
dispelling some of the myths of Laker 
omnipotence that sprang up here — 
myths that were the product of the long 
interval between Sunday’s game and 
Wednesday’s, of dozens of writers with 
two off-day stories to file, and of the 
admittedly awesome Laker performance 
in annihilating the Celtics 137-104 in 
game three. In the playoffs, observers are 
prisoners of the most recent past. And in 
truth, after having watched the Lakers 
score 47 points in the third quarter of 
game three, and run their break through- 
out with dazzling flair and lethal results 
(they scored 74 points off it), one could 
be forgiven for suspecting that the Lakers 
were, if not invincible, at least obviously 
superior to the Celtics. 

The Lakers may win out in the end, but 
the final margin of superiority in this 


final will be small, no matter what 


happens. Yes, Los Angeles has a larger 
number of outstanding players than does 


- Boston. Yes, the Lakers play a prettier 


brand of ball. At the Lakers’ most 
intense, there may never have been a 
more entertaining show. Yes, they have 
shown they can rout the Celtics, that 
“when they’re playing very, very well,” 
to quote Kevin McHale, “and we’re 
playing adequate, it’s a 30-point blow- 
out.” But as McHale went on to add, 
“When we both play good ball, it’s a 
game.” From the opposite side, Michael 
Cooper echoed that sentiment after game 
four when he declared, “Anybody would 
give up both balls to be in a game like 
that one.” And it is indisputably true that 
down the stretch of two close games, it 
was the Celtics who rose to the occasion, 
even beyond the occasion, and it was the 
Lakers who faltered. Clearly superior 
teams do not lose five-point leads in the 
last 56 seconds of a game. In fact, one of 
the ways to judge a superior team is by its 
ability to come back in the clutch. 
Through four, the Celtics demonstrated 
this quality and the Lakers did not. 
Which doesn’t negate the fact that the 
Lakers played some hot-damn basketball 


in the first four games. Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar, at 37, is playing as well as he ever 
has in the playoffs — scoring, playing 
excellent defense, even rebounding (his 
perennial weak spot). It is fair to say that 
one of the more significant plays of game 
four was when he drew his sixth personal 
and fouled out with 16 seconds to play in 
regulation. It’s even fairer to say that 
Robert Parish’s woes in the first three 
games can be traced more to the nature of 
his foe in the middle than to his own 
flaws. 

As for Magic Johnson — well, you've 
got to be a pretty fair player to rack up a 
triple double (20 points, 11 rebounds, 17 
assists) and still have a most indifferent 
game, which is what happened to Magic 
last Wednesday. With 35 seconds left in 
overtime, he missed two free throws with 
the score tied at 123; and in crunch time, 
his stage management of the Laker half- 
court offense left much to be desired. 
Johnson had a tendency either to over- 
dribble cautiously until little time was 
left on the shot clock.or to make passes of 
astonishing carelessness (he had seven 
turnovers), such as the sort-of-handoff to 
Bob McAdoo with four seconds to go in 
regulation that Parish stole with the 
nonchalant ease of a guy shortstopping a 
beer at a crowded party. But even a 
flawed Johnson performance is better 
than nearly anyone else’s best. The 
Lakers run the finest fast break in the 
game, and Magic is the reason they do. 
His over-the-shoulder full-court baseball 
pass to Michael Cooper in game three is 
my personal-favorite play of the finals. 

Then there’s James Worthy. Firestarter 
is nonchalantly becoming a nearly un- 
stoppable offensive force, with the quick- 
est (and longest) first step around and a 
pleasing array. of moves to the hoop. 
When he hits jumpers, it’s just unfair. 
The Celtics feel that during crunch times, 
Abdul-Jabbar and Worthy are the only 
two Lakers who want to take the shots. 
In the overtime last Wednesday, with 
Kareem on the bench, the Celtics were 
accordingly concentrating on Worthy, 
and he still scored 10 of the 12 Laker 


points. 
“The Lakers come at you like waves,” 


Parish said after game three. When it was 
hopelessly garbage time that day, at the 
beginning of the fourth quarter with Los 
Angeles ahead by 25, the Lakers sent out 
their reserve front line. It consisted of a 
former league rebounding champ (Swen 
Nater), a three-time scoring leader and 
former MVP (Bob McAdoo), and a three- 
time All-Star (Jamaal Wilkes). If someone 
asks you to define “depth,” mention that 
trio. 

So the Lakers are scary, no doubt 
about it. And in game three, the Celtics 
appeared to play scared, listlessly stand- 
ing by as various Lakers (even Kurt 
Rambis) whizzed past for innumerable 
easy baskets. Unable to establish anv 
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outside or inside offensive game, and 
outrebounded by an amazing 63-44, the 
Celtics were zapped by Laker runs of 7-0 
and 11-2, not to mention an incredible 
18-0 burst (in the second quarter) in 
which Boston went five minutes and 49 
seconds without scoring. Teams that 
don’t score for five minutes never win 


the game must be bad luck. 
The Celticswere angry and more than 
a little ashamed of their performance in 


that game. “We played like sissies,” said 
a furious and disgusted Larry Bird, who 
managed to score 30 despite wearing 
Michael Cooper like a warmup jacket 
throughout. “We stopped hustling, 
stopped rebounding, everything,” added 
McHale. “When they start running, we 
look pathetic. Instead of getting meaner 
and tougher, we’d say, ‘Ah, Christ.’ ” 

The Celtics put their anger to good use, 
cleverly suppressing it till Wednesday 
night. Teams are always calmer the day 
after losing a blowout in a seven-game 
series, cheered by the realization that it 
is, after all, match and not medal play. 
“We're only a little bit behind,” Bird 
maintained. Most outside observers dis- 
agreed, especially the Los Angeles sport- 
ing press, which appeared to regard 
game three as the final game (one guy 
actually wrote “It’s over.” Glowing, 
deserved tributes to Laker stars alter- 
nated with accounts of Celtic short- 
comings, especially those of Parish and 
Dennis Johnson, both of whom were 
indeed woeful in the blowout loss. 
Johnson played a mere 14 minutes, and 
the Celtics were outscored an amazing 
48-16 when he was on the floor. Parish 
got nine points on nine shots. 

Before game four, the Lakers: let 
everybody know this contest was being 
played in LA — they had the Go-Go's 
sing the national anthem. The Go-Go's 
do not give good national anthem. But 
when the last strains mercifully died 
away, Cedric Maxwell gave notice that 
Boston’s approach to game four would be 
different. He got the tipoff and wheeled 
straight for the basket without pausing to 
look — “terrified,” he said later, “that I 
might be going to the wrong basket.”” He 
wasn’t, and though he didn’t make the 
shot, he drew the foul, making it clear 
that the Celtics were returning to one of 
their oldest and most cherished princi- 
ples: get near the hoop and use your 
body with reckless abandon. 

The Celtics went for every ball off the 
glass, and if there were bodies between 
them and the ball, well, accidents hap- 
pen. There were near-fights between 
Rambis and McHale, and, of all people, 
between Bird and Abdul-Jabbar. At one 
point, an exasperated Bird nudged 
Cooper into the third row. “If you went 
around doing your job with somebody 
hanging on you all the time, you'd do 
something about it, too,” was Bird’s 
acerbic comment on the fracases. Bad 


tempers aside, the Celtics’ commitment 
to take the body recaptured their biggest 
advantage over Los Angeles — their 
ability to control the boards, especially 
on the offensive end (the Celtics wound 
up with 27 offensive rebounds). Few 
things slow a running team down more 
effectively than coming up with numer- 
ous easy second-chance baskets; it brings 
those forwards close to a dead stop. 

But Los Angeles was shooting the 
lights out, especially Abdul-Jabbar and 
Worthy (he wound up 14 for 17), and 
Boston’s shooters continued to struggle. 
Since a Laker rebound of a missed shot 
almost inevitably resulted in one of those 
amazing fast breaks, Boston again fell 
behind in the early going. Only offensive 
rebounding kept the Celtics within 10 
(68-58) at the half. “We should've been 
behind by 20, our offense was so 
disorganized,” said K.C. Jones. Writers 
with East Coast deadlines were already 
composing Laker leads when a funny 
thing happened. Those Celtics who had 
been last on Sunday suddenly became 
first. Parish, D.J., and Gerald Henderson 
began to hit outside jumpers. As Pat 
Riley had noted the day before, “It’s very 
difficult to fast-break when you're taking 
the ball out under your basket.” By the 
end of the third, Boston trailed only by 
two, 90-88. 

As quarters go, the fourth was some 
better than fair. For the first time in the 
series, each team played at close to its 
highest level of performance. With 5:43 
remaining, a Danny Ainge baseline 
jumper actually gave Boston a 104-101 
lead. But then, it seemed, the Lakers 
proved their superiority, going on an 8-0 
tear that culminated in a vigorous Abdul- 
Jabbar slam on an alley-oop from Magic. 
The five-point lead held up for nearly 
three minutes, the Lakers matching each 
Boston score. When it was 113-108 with 
56 seconds left, reasonable men con- 
cluded that the Lakers had prevailed. 

So much for reason. Seventeen 
seconds later, Parish went after his own 
missed shot, snuck through a tangle of 
frantic arms and legs, and tipped it home. 
Yes! and it counts, and the foul was 
Kareem’s fifth. Now up by a mere two, 
the Lakers worked the 24-second clock 
down to three, when Michael Cooper let 
off an errant long shot; in the ensuing 
melee, Abdul-Jabbar was hit with an 
extremely marginal (read: nonexistent) 
foul on Bird. Kareem sat, Larry made his 
free throws, and after Los Angeles 
survived Magic’s giveaway, there was 
overtime. 

Overtime retaught an ancient and 
most valuable basketball lesson. In per- 
haps 75 percent of the games at any level, 
the team that shoots more free throws, 
and shoots them more successfully, will 
win. This is especially true in the 
playoffs, for the banging, pulling, and

Other liberals in the city be- 
lieve it’s in the Flynn administra- 
tion’s interest to register more 
low-income people to vote, but 
for more parochial reasons. For 
example, the mayor is putting 
together a proposal for a new 
rent-control program that will 
put as many as 70,000 additional 
apartments under rent control. 
The program would benefit the 
city’s low-income population, but 
it appears that rent control will be 
opposed by a majority of city 
councilors who know that low- 
income neighborhoods have a 
comparatively low percentage of 
registered voters. Sullivan says 
the Flynn says the Flynn ad- 
ministration is planning a three- 
month voter-registration drive 
for July, August, and September 
“which will dramatically raise the 
number of people registered in 
the city.” 

Despite their common interest 
in registering new voters, the 
administration and Human 
SERVE differ significantly on 
how registration should be con- 
ducted. And according to Leeds, 
that’s one of the reasons agency- 
based registration is off to such a 
slow start in Boston. 

Leeds says that registering peo- 
ple to vote at social-service agen- 
cies works best when employees 
at the agencies are deputized to 
register their clients. In other 
words, a client at Boston City 
Hospital might be more receptive 
to a familiar clerk or social 
worker trying to sign him up than 
he would be toward a stranger in 
the hospital lobby. The effective- 
ness of the approach is limited 
without de putizing employees at 
the agencies,’ she says. 

Human SERVE has formally 
asked the Flynn administration to 
compel the election department 
to deputize registrars in four city 
agencies: Boston City Hospital, 
the Boston Public Library, Boston 
public high schools, and the 
Boston Housing Authority. And 
on Wednesday, City Councilor 
Charles Yancey introduced a res- 
olution on voter registration that 
also called for deputizing 
employees in these agencies. The 
resolution passed 11 to two, but 
of course, the administration is 
not bound to abide by council 
resolutions. 

Although Sullivan says the 
Flynn administration ‘‘hasn’t 
made any decision” on depu- 
tizing registrars outside the elec- 
tion department, it seems unlike- 
ly that it will, for two distinct 
reasons. First, as Sullivan says, 
“The proposal would change 
certain job descriptions and that 
would have to be talked over 
very carefully with the labor- 
relations staff and the union.” But 
even though Human SERVE has 
been negotiating with the city for 
several weeks, those discussions 
with the labor people have not 
begun, according to Sullivan. 

Ironically, the union in ques- 
tion, the’Service Employees In- 
ternational Union Local 285, is 
one of several groups supporting 
Human SERVE. Human SERVE 
personnel work out of Local 285’s 
office on Tremont Street in 
downtown Boston. Nevertheless, 
several members of the local who 
work in the election department 
are dead-set against the idea of 
deputizing registrars. They want 
to protect their jobs, and they say 
deputized registrars sometimes 
produce work of*inferior quality. 

“There are two things here,” 
explained one _ election-depart- 
ment employee who asked not to 
be identified. “First, this is our 
Why should those 
people out there be taking bread 
and butter out of people's 
mouths? And the other thing is 
the caliber of work. Some of them 
might be able to do it, but it could 
be horrible, too.” 

Sullivan also said the Flynn 
administration doesn’t believe

the Human SERVE approach, 
taken by itself, is sophisticated 
enough to increase significantly 
the number of registered voters 
in the city. “Voter registration 
succeeds when different com- 
munity groups conduct strong 
recruiting campaigns to get peo- 
ple to register at a specific place 
and a specific time,” he said. 
“Availability [of a voter-regis- 
tration site] without recruitment 
doesn’t work.” As an example, 
Sullivan said that at the May 19 
Kite festival at Franklin Park, 
50,000 people turned out, but 
only “50 to 60 people registered” 
at three voter-registration tables. 
Sullivan, who was a communi- 
ty organizer for Massachusetts 
Fair Share before he joined the 
Flynn campaign last year, said 
“People register because they 
have a reason to, because they 
want to get something done. To 
get people to register, you have to 
call people and say,.“You should 
register because of a_ specific 
issue,’ and that’s gomething only 
community groups and other 
citizens can do because you have 
to have their phone numbers.” 
Other politicians and com- 
munity groups working in Boston 
to register voters are trying to put 
distance between themselves and 
the dispute over deputizing regis- 
trars in Boston. Mardee Xifaras, a 
special assistant to Governor Du- 
kakis, noted that the state has no 
power to force local election 
commissioners to deputize regis- 
trars. “We want to leave that 
decision pretty much at the local 
level,” she said. And Dan 
Satinsky, a board member of Jobs 
with Peace, who is active in that 
group's voter-registration cam- 
paign, said, “I really don’t have a 
deep opinion ‘one way or the 
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other on deputizing registrars 
because it’s the type of con- 
troversy that splits the coalition 
of groups registering people to 
vote. The principal thing is get- 
ting people to register.” 0

someone with no musical train- 
ing or background, but, as Hiller 
explains, “I thought I could hear 
hits.” However, after taking the 
band’s tapes to various record 
companies and discovering that 
no one else could hear those hits, 
he’d had enough. “The music life 
is kind of a raggy business,” he 
says. ‘You go to bars at night and 
sleep all day.” Not to be com- 
pared, for one minute, with the 
broadcast-news business, which 
Hiller entered by taking a report- 
ing job at an Atlanta radio station 
and eventually moving to 
WAGA-TV. He’s been a hustling 
TV reporter ever since. 

“I had never, ever seen anyone 
put such energy into a job as he 
did going into TV,” said Richard 
Glover of Hiller’s arrival at the 
station in 1972. Hiller became an 
earnest student of the medium, 
quickly learning everything he 
could about the market, the 
ratings, the tools of the trade, and 
the competition. (He does seem 
to be one quick learner.) He 
seems always to have been ob- 
sessed with his work, and de- 
termined to get ahead. “One of 
the best pieces of advice I ever 
got,” he says, “was that you take 
care of tomorrow by taking care 
of today.”” ‘‘He had no 
professional journalistic ex- 
perience,” remembers Al Alber- 
gate, who was the City Hall re- 
porter for Hiller’s lowa paper 
(and who now does press rela- 
tions for the Los Angeles County 
district attorney’s office). “We 
would get together on a Saturday 


afternoon,” Albergate says, “and 
Andy would have read every 
single line of our newspaper. He 
tried to learn reporting and writ- 
ing by absorbing every line of the 
paper and sizing up everybody 
on the staff and how they wrote.” 
And though his newspaper ex- 
perience is limited to that one 
year in Iowa, Hiller is said to have 
developed journalistic abilities 
that are unusual for a TV re- 
porter. “He works the phones as 
well as anyone in the place,” says 
Channel 4’s John Henning. “He’s 
a television reporter who digs,” 
adds the Globe's Walter Rob- 
inson. “He keeps extensive files. 
At times I’ve thought his files are 
better than the Globe's,” 

‘He always has the newspaper 
clips with him,” agrees Channel 7 
political reporter Howie Carr. 
“He clips the papers himself and 
he has his own files. That’s rare 
for a TV reporter.” 

Hiller’s aggressive — and at 
times creative reportorial 
methods have also had a tremen- 
dous influence on Carr, a former 
Boston Herald American political 
reporter and columnist who went 
to Channel 7 just two years ago. 
He remembers the two of them 
covering the previously men- 
tioned negotiations between 
Rupert Murdoch's agents.and the 
Herald American's union leaders 
over the sale of that newspaper. 
At one point, one union leader 
leaving a closed-door session 
refused to comment on how the 
talks were progressing. Nonethe- 
less, Hiller kept chasing the guy 
and asking pointed questions, 
even as the guy continued to say, 
“No comment.” What was the 
point of that?, Carr wondered. 
“He understands TV,” a wiser 
Carr now answers. “He under- 
stands what has to be done.” 
That is, that TV reporters some- 
times have to harass folks to get a 
video version of them refusing to 
comment. “It took me weeks to 
figure out that that was good 


TV,” Carr says. “Now I chase 
people all the time.” 

Then there was the time a few 
years back that School Commit- 
teewoman Pixie Palladino had 
been called before the Suffolk 
County grand jury that was 
looking into School Commit- 
teeman Gerald O’Leary’s school- 
bus-contract extortion scheme. 
Palladino announced at the con- 
ference that she had done 
nothing wrong, that she was sick 
and tired of being harassed by the 
press, and that she wouldn't 
answer any questions. At which 
point she headed for the elevator. 
She was chased by Andy Hiller 
and his camera crew. Hiller stuck 
his foot in the elevator door to 
keep it from closing, and the 
camera focused in on an irate 
Pixie. “Is this what you mean by 
press harassment?’’, Hiller 
quipped. ‘You've got to do things 
like that to get interesting video,” 
says Howie Carr. “You've got to 
chase.” He adds, “I’ve stuck my 
foot in a few elevator doors since 
then.” 

Reminded of this incident, 
Hiller laughed. “What should we 
have done?” he asks. “We want- 
ed to talk to her. Why wouldn’t 
she answer questions? Richard 
Nixon answered questions. Why 
call it a press conference if she 
won't answer questions?” 

That's a fair question. If Hiller’s 
antics are tough, well, perhaps 
the Pixies of the world have them 
coming. Still, some in the me- 
dium complain that such 
tactics are part of what's wrong 
with television. “He tends to be 
more abrasive and more of a 
presence in his stories than he 
needs to be,” says one. 

As such, he has become some- 
thing of a news personality about 
town, and a bit of a joke as well. 
When this hyper guy first moved 
to Boston from Atlanta, he was 
nicknamed “the bionic cracker” 
at Channel 4. Later, when Monica 
Collins, then a Herald American 





TV critic, made fun of Hiller for 
pouncing upon new Herald own- 
er Rupert Murdoch only to ask 
him when he was bringing 
Wingo to Boston, she described 
Hiller as having “a helmet head 
of hair.” He has since become 
known about the station as 
“Helmet Head.” “He’s kind of a 
caricature of himself,” says 
Channel 4 sportscaster Bob 
Lobel. He’s also reputed to be 
brutally frank about the quality 
of his own work and everyone 
else’s. “If I want the truth, he’s 
the first guy I’d go to,” says 
Lobel. “He’d do it in a sarcastic 
and sometimes obnoxious way, 
but if I wanted the truth, Helmet 
Head would be where I'd go.” 

Not that he’d necessarily enjoy 
what he’d hear. There is, after all, 
that much-renowned, difficult, 
abrasive side of Andy Hiller. 
“He’s an _ unbelievable _ per- 
fectionist,” notes Lobel, “and 
perfectionists are difficult to get 
along with. Especially intelligent 
perfectionists. He doesn’t have 
any patience with anyone who's 
less than a perfectionist.” 

That’s one way of putting it. 
“He’s temperamental, to his 
detriment,” says his friend Rich- 
ard Belcher of WAGA-TV, Atlan- 
ta. He talks of the time Hiller 
yanked a phone off the wall, and 
another occasion when he threw 
a typewriter across the room. 
“These kinds of outbursts didn’t 
endear him to a lot of people,” 
says Belcher. “He was far and 
away the best political reporter in 
town, but he was disliked by a lot 
of people by the time he left.” 

Asked about his Atlanta repu- 
tation for tearing and tossing 
things, Hiller says, “I think you 
would find people here who 
would say that. I think I’ve 
thrown stuff here.” But, he’s 
quick tg add, “I haven’t thrown 
anything in a long time.” For the 
record, he says the phone inci- 
dent was the result of someone

him on hold once too often “and I 
just chucked that baby.” He 
doesn’t remember why he tossed 
the typewriter. “I just remember 
sitting there and taking that 
typewriter and just flipping it up 
in the air.” He thinks about this 
for a minute. “I guess it was a 
childish things to do,” he says. 
“What can I say? What can I 
possibly say? Whatever the juices 
were that were dripping away 
inside me, that probably would 
have eaten away my intestine, 
they were all gone after I did that. 
I really don’t have a lot of stuff 
inside of me. Most of it is out.” 
Even though a lot of it has been 
emptied on those around him. 
His coworkers say he’s mellowed 
a bit with age and experience, but 
Hiller still blows his cool now 
and again. When, for instance, he 
and a Channel 4 cameraman

went to Atlanta to cover the 
Georgia primary back in March, 
Hiller is reported to have lashed 
out at the cameraman again and 
again. The story is that the 
photographer in question — one 
of the best and easiest to get 
along with at the station — was 
having some difficulty editing 
videotape because he was work- 
ing with unfamiliar equipment. 
Hiller exploded, calling the guy 
an incompetent. Hiller concedes 
that this happened. He says he 
probably overreacted, and specu- 
lates — half-kiddingly — that if 
the cameraman in question were 
driving to work and saw Hiller 
hitchhiking, he might just try to 
run him down. 

He’s apparently done things 
along the same vein before; 
reports are that no fewer than 
four Channel 4 photographers 


have told news director Stan 
Hopkins that they don’t want to 
go out on assignment with Hiller 
any longer. 

Still, Hiller does seem to have 
calmed down a bit. ‘““He’s reached 
a certain maturity level,” says city 
Commissioner of Assessing Wil- 
liam Coughlin, a friend of Hiller’s 
who was working as a Channel 4 
assignment editor when Andy 
arrived. ‘‘He came up here as the 
big shot down in Atlanta, and he 
was disturbed that he was not 
able to crack the old-boy network 
in this city within two weeks.” In 
those days, his colleagues say, it 
was not uncommon to see Andy 
on his hands and knees, pound- 
ing the floor of the Channel 4 
newsroom when he was unable 
to get a camera crew for a story. 
Or weeping at a City Hall press 
conference because his videotape 





had broken. Or throwing around 
tape cassettes here and there. 
Indeed, Hiller had been in Boston 
barely a month when he got into 
some hot water at Channel 4 as a 
result of one of his silly jokes. 
Seems he phoned the assignment 
desk one weekend and jokingly 
told the assignment editor that a 
plane had crashed into the Han- 
cock building. It was just a joke, 
he says, but he had called on an 
emergency hotline for news tips 
that had just been installed (be- 
cause, he says, it was the only 
Channel 4 phone that someone 
was sure to answer on the 
weekend), and, as it happens, the 
assignment desk was under fire 
for missing a lot of spot-news 
stories. So it was that a camera 
crew was dispatched, and their 
news van headed from the ‘BZ 
studios on Soldiers Field Road to 


_ is all about,” 


the Hancock building going 
about 80 miles an hour. Hiller 
was suspended for a single day, 
and that minor punishment 
enraged anchorman Tony Pep- 
per, who didn’t think much of 
him at the time. 

“His style is kind of brash,” 
says Pepper, now a WRKO radio- 
talk-show host, ‘and I wasn’t 
convinced at the time that he had 
the tools to go with the brash- 
ness. That was my initial im- 
pression of Andy. Here comes 
somebody who tries to tell you 
that he knows how to do it and 
you don’t.” This also happens to 
have been Mayor White’s first 
impression of this brash new 
Channel 4 reporter who was 
asking him nasty questions at 
press conferences. ‘I think I held 
him to higher standards than 
others,” says White, ‘because | 
felt he had a capacity to grow. He 
came here, he didn’t know this 
city, and he acted as if he knew it 
all. | would lecture him.” Both 
Pepper and White think Hiller 
has matured. “He’s gained a deep 
appreciation of what our business 
says Pcpper. “I 
think he was playing a game. He 
said, ‘I think I'll play journalist 
for a while.’ Eventually he be- 
came serious about it.” ‘““Andy 
Hiller has gone through growing 
pains,” says White, “and I think 
he’s growing.” 

Of course, there are those who 
believe he has a bit more growing 
to do. ‘After he’s been in a run-in 
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with somebody, it’s easy for 
Andy to say, ‘Let's just forget it,’ ” 
says a former Channel 4 
producer. ‘He doesn’t realize 


how angry he can make people.” 

He speaks before he thinks,” 
says a Channel 4 staffer. “He will 
ream someone out and then, a 
half-hour later, say, ‘Hey, how ya 
doin’?’ ” 

On the other hand, some of 
Hiller’s close friends insist he is a 
sensitive person, and that when

he’s not working he’s not the 
least bit nasty. “He has a lot of 
interests outside of news,” says 
Channel 5’s Martha Bradlee. ‘He 
can look at a sunset and have 
fantastic observations that people 
would never expect could have 
come from his mouth. He can 
spend four hours talking about 
picking out china patterns, or 
showing us a blown-glass vase 
that he’d bought for [his wife] 
Carol.” “He has good friends,” 
agreed Bob Lobel, ‘so he must 
have some redeeming social 
value.” 

But even in social settings, 
Hiller can’t quite leave his on- 
camera role behind. Martha Brad- 
lee tells of the time she and her 
husband — Globe reporter Ben 
Bradlee — invited Andy and 
Carol to dinner, and the couple 
declined the invitation. The Brad- 
lees, as it happened, had just 
purchased some stained-glass 
windows from Carol, who makes 
them. “The windows are so 
pretty that they'll be the center of 
attention,” Hiller joked. “I’m 
used to being the center of

of the 1984 Democratic-primary 
campaign, might be inclined to 
desert the party again, or at least 
to sit this one out. 

Gary Hart might be able to 
bring them around. Throughout 
the campaign, Hart has period- 
ically tried to cast himself as a 
politician above petty squab- 
bling, a statesman. In emphasiz- 
ing his own “electability,’” he has 
repeatedly said that defeating 
Ronald Reagan must be the 
party’s higher purpose. 

Hart is also a man whose 
intense belief in himself is suc- 
cored by the self-righteous pique 
of a man who feels he’s been 
wronged throughout, by the 
process and by Mondale (and at 
least as far as the last is con- 
cerned, his umbrage is not with- 
out cause). 

Now his moment of decision 
has come, and what Hart does in 
the week ahead will be the true 
measure of his statesmanship. By 
making peace with Walter Mon- 
dale, by encouraging Jesse Jack- 
son to do the same, by helping to 
write a platform all three can live 
with — but most important, by 
working long and hard to per- 
suade his supporters that Walter 
Mondale deserves their support, 
Hart can prove he meant what he 
said about beating Reagan. That, 
in the end, is in his own interest 
as well. For if it’s true that Walter 
Mondale won't stand a chance 
without Gary Hart's help, it’s also 
true that Gary Hart has no 
national future if he can recog- 
nize no cause larger than him- 
self. 0

labor and party members 
pledged to Walter Mondale want- 
ed to increase the number of 
superdelegates to 30 percent of 
the convention, and women, 
minorities, and Ted Kennedy loy- 
alists wanted no superdelegates 
at all. Ferraro negotiated a com- 
promise at 14 percent. It is 
instructive that Kennedy sup- 
porters remember Ferraro’s suc- 
cess in reducing the number of 
superdelegates, whereas more 
mainstream party regulars credit 
her with increasing the number. 
Thus Ferraro is beloved by both 
Kennedy supporters and Mon- 
dale Democrats. 

But Ferraro’s admiration for 
O'Neill is more than just recipro- 
cal. “I have to tell you, | am an 
unequivocal Tip O'Neill fan,” she 
said. “There are very few people 
in my life that I have such 
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publicans aired campaign 
advertisements in 1980 portray- 
ing O'Neill as a profligate hack, 
Ferraro said, “I bled for him. That 
was a terrible, nasty thing to do. 
He stood in the House and 
watched his Democratic mem- 
bers vote with Ronald Reagan on 
the tax cut, and he got up and 
said, ‘You're wrong.’ You have 
to say, ‘God, here’s a man who 
cares about people in this coun- 
try.’ I respect him as a leader, and 
I respect him as a man.” 
Naturally, O’Neill’s endorse- 
ment of Ferraro did not sit well 
with other congresswomen who 
want to be considered vice- 
presidential material, just as his 
endorsement of Jim Shannon for 
the US Senate angered at least 
two other members of the Massa- 
chusetts delegation who wanted 
to run for that office. One of 
Ferraro’s colleagues says that 


after O’Neill’s statement to the 
Globe, three Democratic con- 
gresswomen in succession — 


Corinne “Lindy” Boggs of Louisi- 
ana (who had already started to 
raise money for her vice-presi- 
dential campaign), Patricia 
Shroeder of Colorado (who saw 
herself as the most issue-oriented 
woman in Congress), and 
Barbara Mikulski of Maryland — 
visited O'Neill to express their 
dismay. “How could you do this 
to me?” each of them complained 
in turn. “I’m sure it was disap- 
pointing to them,” Ferraro said. 
Some say New York Governor 
Mario Cuomo was equally 
miffed, since Ferraro’s rising star 
could blind the public and press 
to his own national standing 
(Cuomo has been touted as a 
candidate both for vice-president 
this year and for president in 
1988). It is possible, as some 
observers note, that Cuomo 
would attempt to veto Ferraro as 
Mondale’s choice for veep, much 
the way Ted Kennedy ensured 
that fellow Bay Stater Kevin 
White wasn’t chosen as a running 
mate for George McGovern in 
1972. Then again, New York

politics may not be quite as 
vindictive as the Massachusetts 
brand. “Oh God, I don’t want to 
run for president,” Ferraro said. 
“Mario Cuomo is a dynamite 
governor. We're not in competi- 
tion. There’s enough room in this 
world for two Italians from 
Queens.” 

Ferraro’s friend Estridge says 
this attitude protects the con- 
gresswoman from overweening 
ambitions. “I know Gerri believes 
the nominee ought to pick the 
person who will help him beat 
Ronald Reagan in the fall,” she 
said. “That’s where her interest 
is.” Indeed, it is far from certain 
that placing a woman on the 
Democratic ticket will aid the 
party this year. The Republicans 
would surely paint it as an act of 
desperation. And for every new 
voter energized by the historic 


prospect of a woman vice-presi- 
dent, there may be two old voters 
alienated. Certainly the national 
press isn’t united in its readiness 
to accept a woman vice-president 
this year. In an otherwise reason- 
able essay, Time writer Lance 
Morrow attempted to refute the 
ancient argument that women 
should not be “a heartbeat away” 
from the presidency because 
their ability to reason is over- 
taken once a month by raging 
menstrual hormones. Such an 
argument is “‘pernicious and ri- 
diculous,” Morrow wrote, and is 
refuted by logic. “Presumably, 
women of mature leadership age 
would have passed menopause 
anyhow.’’ Reading this, 
Geraldine Ferraro erupted into 
gales of laughter. “What, will | 
have to sign an affidavit?” she 
asked. 0

clawing defenses employed 
lead to many trips to the 
old charity stripe. As everyone 
knows, free-throw shooting is 
easy, especially in the NBA 
finals.

And they did more than just tie 
it. It’s a funny thing about man- 
tles of invincibility — when they 
develop the slightest fray, they 
unravel completely. One blown 
Laker lead could,.as Bird said 
afterward, ‘‘mean we lucked into 
one in game two. But tonight we 
played good for the first time in 
the series.” Played good indeed. 
The maligned Parish had 25 
points and 12 rebounds, the 
even-more-maligned Johnson 
had 22 points and a Magical 14 
assists. The never-maligned Lar- 
ry Bird shot only nine for 23, but 
he managed to get 29 points and 
21 rebounds. It should also be 
recalled that Larry’s last hoop 
came at a reasonably significant 
juncture in the contest. 

This wasn’t an aesthetic tri- 
umph. The Celtics shot only 43 
percent (but they took 111 shots, 
a figure out of the ‘50s). Offensive 
rebounding is seldom aesthetic, 
which is why you don’t see 
Moses Malone in NBA highlight 


DJ: on the line, he came throug 








promos. But it works, the way 
handling the ball more carefully 
down the stretch and hitting end- 
of-the-game free throws work. 
These things work because they 
are good basketball. The Lakers 
can be — and at times in this 
series have been — a great 
basketball team. But they seem so 
eager to be great, sometimes they 
forget to be good. Without good, 
great is nothing. 

A point that is not lost on the 
Celtics’ most venerated figure. 
After the game, Red Auerbach 
and Larry Bird confronted one of 
the existential dilemmas of the 
NBA — airport-cafeteria food. As 
they carried their dubiously 
loaded trays to the cashier, Red 
waved a bystander aside so that 
Larry could advance in line. 
“Here, move up, Larry,” 
Auerbach commanded. He 
turned to the bystander and said, 
“I’m going to buy Larry dinner, 
because he was such a good boy 
tonight.” Goodness, Celtic style, 
had stolen away another game it 
shouldn’t have. And maybe this 
week, another championship as 
well.

aspberry croissants and cream of 
R eggplant soup are on some Centre 

Street menus but so are such 

macrobiotic standbys as stir-fried soba 
noodles and seitan stew. The grand old 
houses near the pond are going for prices 
approaching those of North Cambridge, 
but that hasn‘t stopped the Boston area's 
best-stocked radical bookstore from 
migrating to ‘working-class’ JP. As much 
of Cambridge becomes the domain of 
Yuppiedom and Harvard Square falls 
victim to high-tech sprawl, the mix of 
young professionals, political radicals, 
feminists, and leftover hippies that once 
characterized Cambridge has found 
another home — Jamaica Plain. 

The trouble is that the newcomers, 
representing a kind of vanguard of 
gentrification, increasingly threaten to 
make this ‘new Cambridge”’ follow the 
path of its prototype across the Charles. 
JP’s decline has been arrested, to the 
cheers of everyone. But now escalating 
real-estate values are endangering its 
multi-class, multi-ethnic character and 
charm. 

JPisa 15-minute trip by car from 
Harvard Square and about as long a ride 
on the Orange Line from downtown. Its 
boundaries are its parks — the Arnold

BACK (TO) BASICS 


One of the most prevalent medical 
problems, Jeffrey Grossman discovered 
in his work as a medical-supply 
distributor, is also one that doctors find 
most difficult to treat — back pain. 
Grossman did some research and found 
that even patients helped by physical 
therapy complained that its benefits 
lasted only as long as the actual 
treatment: when they returned home, the 
problems flared up again almost 
immediately. 

The solution, says Grossman, seemed 
“painfully obvious” to him. The culprit, 
in most cases, is seats or beds that put too 
much pressure on the back’s lumbar and 
contribute to bad posture. Thus 
Grossman started a business that 
proposes to treat the causes of back pain 
rather than its symptoms. His Needham 
shop, the Back Store, carries furniture, 
pillows, ‘exercise/lifestyle’” equipment, 
and accessories designed to ease pressure 
on the back. 

The store’s main emphasis is on chairs, 
which range from the simple Norwegian 
Balans to mammoth recliners with 
automatic-control consoles and built-in 
massagers. Grossman says customers are 
advised to bring along a book and try out 
the various kinds of seats at their leisure. 
The Back Store’s policy is to let 
customers find out what's best for them: 
“We don’t diagnose anything,” he says. 
“Il ask questions rather than give 
answers. | may ask, ‘When does your 
back hurt most? What do you do about 
it?’ They may say that they lie down and 


put a pillow under their knees — even 
though they don't realize it, they already 
have some idea ot how to treat their 
problems, and that gives us a good place 
to start.” 

The Back Store also sells neuropedic 
beds (in which the mattress foam is 
distributed in different densities 
according to shape of the body), foot 
massagers, car seats, vibrating back 
pillows, exercise machines, and tools, 
such as rakes and snow shovels with 
curved handles. 

Grossman says that though the 
business had a slow start, the public 
(roughly eight out of 10 of whom profess 
to have back trouble) is starting to come 
around. For years, he says, the only back- 
pain products were mail-order gimmicks 
and gadgets, and New Englanders are 
especially wary of anything that smacks 
of quackery. 

Grossman says he and his employees 
are careful not to pass themselves off as 
medical authorities but rather to function 
as “adjuncts to the medical community.” 
But he says that for most back problems, 
application of simple logic can be a lot 
more useful than a battery of x-rays and 
medical tests. ‘‘When people sit for hours 
in front of a computer, for example,” he 
says, their backs are going to hurt if 
they're not sitting in a good chair. It’s so 
simple.”

Sometimes it’s hard to afford a vacation. 
But if you pick up a copy of VanMeer's 
Free Attractions, USA, you can find more 
than 4000 sights (including some in 
Alaska and Hawaii) that cost absolutely 
nothing to visit. Of course, in some cases, 
you might get what you pay for; the 
Calvin Coolidge Memorial Room in 
Northampton sounds like a very quiet 
good time. Still, if you’re heading out to 
California, there are surprising numbers 
of free wineries to sample. Or imagine 
how you can awe your friends with 
stories about the Smokejumpers Center, 
in Missoula, Montana. They won't let 
you jump, exactly; as the description 
says, “This is where smokejumpers are 
trained.

LACE PLACE 


Few clothing items are as outright fussy- 
feminine as those made with lace, and 
Linda Zukas resisted the stuff. She was a 
a scuba diver and a charter-boat captain 
ona 15-ton vessel before she started 
dealing lacy wares. Says Zukas, “Il got 
into this not because I like lace, but 
because lace is acommodity.” After six 
vears as a Wholesaler, Zukas has opened 
the Lace Broker on Newbury Street 
which carries an array of laces, linens 
and “assorted parts” like vintage snaps, 
buttons, buckles, and purse handles 

Her sunny, street-side storefront is 
piled neatly with all kinds of lacework, 
including finery from late Victorian times 
and a one-of-a-kind crocheted Irish 
evening coat ($500). Zukas even has 
some museum-quality lacework, like an 
18-foot-long ‘‘cutwork” Venetian 
tablecloth (‘Can you imagine an 18-foot- 
long table?’ she marvels). This is a solid 
length of linen with delicate cameos 
threaded into the weave ($1200). But 
don't let the pi:.2 disturb you; there are 
baskets of lace remnants scattered about 
the store, so an industrious seamstress 
can piece together her own creations. 

Zukas keeps a magnifying glass on 


hand for the customers who want to 
examine the microscopically detailed 
French lace buttons (144 buttons ona 
card for $30) or the vards of tatted circlets 
($1 and up). “Tatting is really a lost art,” 
she says. ‘People come in and say 

they ve tried to learn it from books, but 
they just can’t figure it out.” The Lace 
Broker has everything you'd need to 
furnish a lady and her chambers, from 
button-on lace collars to lace tea-towels 
($5 and up) and doilies ($1 and up). And 
there are new pillow shams from China 
that Zukas sells for just $10. 

She also keeps an ironing board 
handy, so the tablecloths and napkins are 
crisp. And bit by bit, her inventory is 
winning her over. “I dabbled in 
embroidery in the late 60s,” she says. 

You know, stitched on blue jeans and 
on denim jackets. I still don’t have any 
lace in my house, but I am starting to 
appreciate it.” 

The Lace Broker, 274 Newbury Street, 
Boston (267-5954), is open Tuesday 
through Friday from 11 a.m. to 6 p.m., on 
Saturday from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., and on 
Sunday and Monday from noon to 6 p.m.

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evin Fortune in the midst of his Strategy and Fantasy World 


WAR AND QUESTS 


At Strategy ana Fantasy World, Kevin 
Fortune stocks most of the popular 
games on the market. Not surprisingly, 
though, such familiar standbys as 
Monopoly and Scrabble are among those 
least prominently displayed. Most of 
Fortune’s customers are interested in 
giving their imaginations a more intense 
workout. 

Fittingly, Fortune sells adventure 
games in two broad categories — 
strategy (war) and fantasy (such as 
Dungeons and Dragons). In the war 
games, players can re-enact historical 
battles (with the possibility of altering 
historical outcomes), precipitate modern 
global confrontations, or duke it out in 
just about any era — from Stone Age to 
space age. These are not, however, the 
orderless free-for-alls engaged in by kids 
with toy soldiers. For one thing, the 
players are older. (Fortune says that most 
war-games clubs have university 
affiliations, and most universities have 
war-games clubs.) And victory depends 
not on who is the strongest but on who 
can move most adroitly within the 
swollen sets of rules (about 60 pages 


worth) that most of the games come with. 


These rulebooks dictate, for example, 
how many inches armies can move on 
the hexagonally gridded maps, strategy 
restrictions, and so on. 

Fortune says that strategy games are 
the latest arcade rage, and he stocks 
many of these new adventure computer 
games as well. Many come from the 
Cambridge-based company, Infocom, 
which Fortune says is recognized as “the 
best in the market.” These games usually 
have “‘plots’’ somewhat more interesting 
than the old seek-and-destroy theme. In 
Infocom’s Suspended, for example, the 
player takes the part of a disembodied 
brain that has been cryogenically frozen 
and awakens sometime in the future. 
Because the player/brain is immobile, it 
has robots at its command to carry out its 
instructions. The robots have not only 
different capabilities, but also personality 
quirks. One, for example, is a burnt-out 
hippie who consistently forgets his 
instructions mid-assignment and usually 
ends up staring dreamily at a wall. The 
brain has to anticipate the robots’ 
actions while keeping track of where 
they are and what they’re doing. 

The other main category at Strategy 








and Fantasy World is the medieval-motif 
adventure game, or quest game. These 
involve a games master, who “emcees,” 
and character roles for the players — 
almost improvisational theater, says 
Fortune. There have been so many new 
quest games imitating TSR Corporation’s 
Dungeons and Dragons that D and D is 
now almost a generic term — “‘like 
Coke,” he says. 

Although such quest games have 
endless variations, some enthusiasts 
have become restless after years of 
playing. David Burke, a regular customer 
at Strategy and Fantasy World, says he 
moved away from D-and-D games 
because they resolve knotty situations by 
force and don’t involve enough 
“intelligent problem-solving.” He adds, 
“There's really no thinking in D and D, 
you just go in and attack things.” 

The games Burke plays now, often 
with Fortune and a group of enthusiasts 
who gather on Saturday nights at the 
back of the store, are usually murder 
mysteries on which each player takes a 
role. A games master oversees the group 
— guiding the plot and outlining 
characters for the players — and a Gothic 
horror story is woven. Some of the stories 
involve magic, says Fortune, like the 
Dungeons and Dragons games, but 
create their own mythos instead of using 





ghosts and goblins. Perhaps the best 
example, says Fortune, is the Sherlock 
Hoimes: Consulting Detective series. 
Each game set is a casebook with 10 
dated cases. Case histories and resource 
materials include maps of 19th-century 
London, newspaper archives, and keyed 
directories that contain both dead-end 
leads and valuable clues. (These games 
can be played individually or with a 
group.) 

Fortune says that most “idea games” 
enthusiasts, particularly the war-game 
crowd, are men, but some companies are 
making an effort to appeal to women as 
well. Heartquest books, for example, set 
up adventure scenarios in which the 
main characters are Druid princesses or 
medieval maidens. The concept isn’t 
working, though; women attracted to 
these games, Fortune says, ‘Usually go 
beyond that level,” preferring the more 
arcane role-playing mysteries. These 
female enthusiasts, he says, are usually 
even more “bloodthirsty” than the men 
who play. 

So, how much free time do these 
gamesmen devote to such pursuits? 
Burke says, “As long as I can get people 
to play with, all of it.”

PUNK FUNK 


Although punk rock began as a 
deliberately shocking trend, it has 
become domesticated over the past few 
years. Punk pioneers such as Joan Jett 
and Debbie Harry have passed from 
subculture toughs to media darlings, and 
the junior departments of most clothing 
stores now carry teen wear with precut 
rips and safety-pin embellishments more 
precious than threatening. 

But perhaps the apogee of punk rock’s 
devenomization is its enthusiastic 
embrace by novelty companies. 

Caledonia Concepts’ Punk Rock isa 
pet rock with a Mohawk and black 
sunglasses. It comes in a Day-Glo pink- 
and-green box with a care-and-feeding 
brochure that includes instructions such 
as, “Never wash your Pink Rock! Any 
filth is a sign of true wisdom and reflects 
on much grievances against society.” The 
brochure also plugs Caledonia Concepts’ 
Pebble Press newsletter and Punk Out 
game, the object of which is to back-bite, 
back-stab, and connive your way toa 
recording contract. 

But to prevent his product from having 


the short (if lucrative) life of its pet-rock 
predecessor, Punk Rock creator Casey 
Lydon Holly has started an all-out 
marketing avalanche that he hopes will 
push his rock up into the ranks of the 
Smurfs. Holly says “Punk” will soon be 
seen on MTV in such short features as 
Punk Rock: the Movie, in which the rock 
is accompanied by the Jacksonville 
Southern-wave band, the Attitudes. Plans 
for future videos include Punk Rocky (in 
which the hero is pursued up the steps of 
the Philadelphia Museum of Art not by 
children but by ‘‘thousands of punk 
rocks’). Holly says he will also be 
launching a line of official Punk Rock 
designer clothing, a series of magazine 
parodies (such as Punkboy), and (yes, 
you guessed it) a Punk-Rock-for- 
President campaign. 

Holly, who admits he was ‘always a 
class clown and practical joker,” says the 
idea has opened up “all kinds of creative 
outlets” for him, “I’m really working 
hard to share this joke with millions of 
people,” he says.

Arboretum and Jamaica Pond on the west and Franklin 
Park on the east — and its ethnic neighborhoods — the 
predominately Irish streets toward Roslindale on the 
south and, to the north, Hispanic Hyde Square and the 
largely black Bromley Heath housing development. In 
fact, JP has a staggering variety of neighborhoods: the 
post-World War IL, single-family subdivision of Moss 
Hill, which looks like suburbia; streets of triple-deckers 
that could just as well be in Dorchester; the restored 
Victorians on now pricy Sumner Hill; and the inner-city 
streets surrounding Egleston Square. And running down 
the two sides of the “plain” are a noisy streetcar along 
Centre Street and an even noisier elevated train along 
Washington Street. 

A century ago, Jamaica Plain was an area of country 
estates and truck farms; tanneries, breweries, and 
worker housing were concentrated near where 
Washington Street is today. With the advent of the 
electric trolley, in 1889, the old estates were broken up, 
and this new “streetcar suburb” began to take on the 
character that would dominate it for the first half of this 
century — old Yankee and “lace-curtain”’ Irish families 
in the single-family homes near Jamaica Pond, and blue- 
collar and civil-servant Irish families (with pockets of ' 
other ethnic groups) everywhere else. By the 1950s, the 
first groups of Hispanics had come, mostly from Cuba 
and Puerto Rico. 

In the 1960s and ‘70s, traumas occurred that greatly 
changed the community. First was the destruction and 
relocation of 300 businesses and 700 households to make 
way for an eight-lane extension of I-95 through the heart 
of Jamaica Plain, just a few blocks from Washington 





Street. Although the highway was never completed, 
largely because of intense neighborhood opposition, the 
loss of housing and businesses was devastating. Then 
came the “white flight’ to the suburbs caused by fears of 
court-ordered busing of school children. Although JP 
never experienced the fierce battles that engulfed South 
Boston, large numbers of white families left: the overall 
population declined 17.7 percent from 1970 to 1980. 

During the “white flight’ era, Centre Street decayed, 
housing prices plummeted, many homes fell into 
disrepair, and many others burned. Banks were rarely 
willing to lend mortgage and home-repair money in 
much of JP, a policy known as “redlining.” In short, the 
neighborhood was dying. “The period from 1973 to ‘77 
was a black hole, a void,” says Robert Glassman, today 
a real-estate broker with JP’s Pleasant Realty. “On some 
streets you couldn't give houses away.” 

Indeed, the traditional, predominantly Irish JP was 
changing drastically. A large influx of Hispanics moved 
into the streets surrounding Hyde Square in the path of 
retreating long-time residents. With six-room 
apartments in the large houses along the pond going for 
rents of $150 to $200, the area was ideal for group 
housing. That meant other newcomers previously rare in 
this part of town: “New Agers,” political radicals, 
lesbians, and students from schools near the Arborway 
line, such as the Massachusetts College of Art and the 
Berklee School of Music, which gave the area an artistic, 
even bohemian flavor. Some of these renters eventually 
bought houses in JP. Others had more affluent friends 
who came to visit, liked what they saw, and bought, too. 
By 1977, word was getting around, and the process of 
decline was effectively halted.

Because the transformation of JP was in its early 
stages, the new presence of young professionals doesn't 
show up dramatically in the 1980 census data. But those 
numbers, and others, do indicate that some things were 
changing. According to a Boston Redevelopment 
Authority study, the number of people between 25 and 
34 in JP jumped 43.3 percent from 1970 to 1980, higher 
than the increase citywide. The South End, Back Bay- 
Beacon Hill, Central, and Charlestown were the only 
BRA planning districts where the increase for this group 
was higher, and all these areas experienced some 
gentrification. In addition, despite the “white flight,” the 
percentage of JP residents with four or more years of 
college, and its number of professional and technical 
workers, grew significantly, keeping up with the 
citywide increase. If many of the old-timers were 
leaving, anew group seemed to be moving in to take 
their places. 

* * * 

Until three and a half vears ago, John and Julie 
Messervy lived on the second floor of a Cambridge 
triple-decker. When they first thought about buying a 
house, they assumed they'd stay in Cambridge. But John 
is an architect and planner, and Julie a landscape 
designer, and “‘like all architects, we wanted something 
wonderful at a reasonable price,” says Julie. They finally 
found it — a rambling, 11-room Victorian, with a rental 
apartment, on a steep street between Washington Street 
and Franklin Park in JP. 

The Messervys'’ first night in their new surroundings 
was a traumatic one. There was a fight on the street 
outside, a noisy party that didn’t break up until 3 a.m., 
and the roar of an airplane that jolted them out of sleep 
at six in the morning. Three days later, a house on the 
next street burned down; at that point they were ready to 
take the first streetcar back to Cambridge. Still, the 
neighbors were friendly, and many came over to 
introduce themselves, and that helped reassure them. 

Julie admits she was “‘oversensitive”’ at first about 
being seen as trendy by her more traditional neighbors. 
“I made sure not to put any spider plants in the 
windows,” she jokes. Now she feels less of an outsider. 
The Messervys have become involved in a number of 
community activities — John as a board member of the 
Neighborhood Development Corporation, Julie in 
designing a local playground, and in political campaigns 
for candidates for school committee and state 
representative. ‘You can’t live in Jamaica Plain without 
getting involved in politics,” she says. “It is a way of 
life.” The couple has two small children — both JP born. 

Although the Messervys say that they “love it,” JP has 
its drawbacks, especially on the ‘wrong side of the 
tracks” where the couple lives. Julie has to drive to buy 
groceries, and will only walk in certain areas of Franklin 
Park, and she and her husband rarely take the Orange 
Line because of its reputation as crime-ridden. (Still, the 
only time Julie has actually been mugged was on a visit 
to Cambridge.) 

Julie characterizes other young JP professionals whom 
the couple has gotten to know as “more laid-back and 
relaxed” than their Cambridge counterparts. Most of 
them are “self-starting” types who don’t tend to fit into 
the conventional corporate mold: “A psychologist might 
have a small office in his home, a lawyer wouldn’t work 
for Hale and Dorr,” she says. And she adds, “Even 
though young professionals are moving in, you are not 
surrounded by other Yuppies as you are in Cambridge. 
The mixed nature of the neighborhood keeps you 
honest. Life is simpler here and the values are the very 
basic ones.” 

For his part, John believes that the couple’s presence is 
a “mixed blessing” for their neighbors Although people 
in the neighborhood are delighted that they have fixed 
up and painted their house, he is afraid he and his wife 
are perceived as upwardly mobile and therefore only 
there for the short-term (something the Messervys 
strongly deny). “Our neighbors also probably think we 
paid too much,” says John. 

The arrival of couples like the Messervys is one reason 
why Jamaica Plain is experiencing a real-estate boom that 
realtor Paul Iontosca describes as “wild and roaring out of 
control.”” Although still less expensive than Cambridge 























or Brookline, single-family homes in the desirable 
pondside area now go from $130,000 to $150,000; two- 
family homes there are selling from $145,000 to $175,000; 
and triple-deckers are going for approximately $125,000. 
On Sumner Hill, Victorians sell for about $135,000. Two- 
bedroom condominiums in older buildings are fetching 
in the vicinity of $80,000. (Prices are obviously cheaper 
in the less desirable Hyde Square and Egleston Square 
sections, but there, too, things are heading upward.) 

The problem is not just prices, however; interested 
buyers far outnumber the amount of available housing. 
‘There are two or three people waiting in line for every 
house,” says real-estate agent Glassman. “‘It is a seller's 
market.” Sellers are often getting even more than they 
are asking for. One JP house hunter told me he saw a 
house on Saturday, went to see his lawyer on Monday 
morning, and then returned that afternoon to put his bid 
in. By that time the house was already gone — for $6000 
more than the original asking price. 

The current surge began last fall, and clearly there are 
more reasons for it than the influx of young 
professionals. Pent-up demand and fears that interest 
rates will rise still further are contributing factors, 
according to realtor lontosca. Another impetus is the 
reconstruction of the Orange Line. Current plans are to 
take down the Washington Street ‘el’ altogether and to 
move it to an open trench along the Southwest Corridor 
(the site of the ill-fated highway), a few blocks to the 
west. Construction has already begun and, as a result, 
the values of homes, commercial space, and vacant land 
in that previously neglected stretch are increasing 
drastically; speculators are reportedly buying up 
property even in run-down Egleston Square. Triple- 
decker homes on Williams and other streets near Forest 
Hills station are selling for $90,00 to $95,000, up from 
$30,000 in 1978, and $18,000 in 1976, according to 
Glassman. As one local resident put it, “If you stay home 
during the day, you are sure to get a call from a realtor 
asking you if you want to sell.” 

* * * 

One of the symbols of the changing JP is a bakery and 
café located on Centre Street, called Today’s Bread (And 
Water). Once an old-time drugstore, Today’s Bread is 
Jamaica Plain’s version of chic — exposed brick, ceiling 
fans, homemade bread, and sesame asparagus salad to 
go. Couples from as far away as Newton wander in on 
Sunday mornings to read their newspapers and munch 
on croissants, which the owners are hopeful will be 
named Boston Magazine's “Best of Boston” this year. But 
despite the SoHo veneer, Today’s Bread is a family affair 
typical of JP’s “mom and pop” commercial tradition. It is 
managed by a sister-brother team, with another sister 
and sister-in-law behind the counter, and their voluble 
mother, Betty Vandersnoek, responsible for charming 
the customers and cleaning up. The family takes pains to 
emphasize that Today’s Bread doesn’t cater to one part 
of the community. “Of course, we do get young 
professionals in to buy their croissants,” says co- 
manager Terry Bruce. ‘But we also get Moss Hill 
socialite ladies in for lunch and kids on their way home 
from school stopping by for a Coke and a brownie.” 

Commercial districts tend to change last as 
neighborhoods undergo gentrification, and Centre 
Street is no exception. Woolworth’s is still the most 
popular store on the street, Duncan Donuts and 
Brighams are holding their own, and though their 
numbers are declining, there is still a host of small, old- 
time merchants. The newer restaurants are more 
counterculture than chic: Five Seasons is strictly 
macrobiotic, and the Blackbird Kitchen, which started 
off as a pushcart, is grown-up (and tasty) “hippie food.” 
There is the highly successful J.P. Licks, of course, which 
even exports ice cream to Cambridge; a fruit-and- 
vegetable market that has transformed itself into a mini- 
Bread and Circus, the natural-foods supermarket; and 
seven or eight real-estate agents, a sign of the current 
boom. But many of JP’s new residents will tick off what 
Centre Street lacks: a major supermarket, a record store, 
a bookstore comparable to those in Harvard Square, a 
wine and cheese shop, a movie theater, and clothing 
boutiques. 

Yet even in shops that at first glance don’t look as 
though they have changed in 30 years, the young 
professionals and their tastes have made an impact. A 
local wallpaper and paint dealer, for instance, now sells 
a number of specialty wallpapers (some quite 
expensive), as well as custom-mixed paints, which he 
never carried before and which “the average consumer 
doesn’t even know about,” he says. He has adapted 
enthusiastically to the changing demographics. ‘This 
new group has been reshaping the entire community,” 
he says. “We are seeing a regenerated business 
community — a bit of Harvard Square, a bit of the Back 
Bay.” 

And Centre Street businesses are not the only ones in 
JP to adapt to changing times and changing clienteles. As 
Alan Lupo noted in the Phoenix a couple of years ago, 
Doyle’s, the atmospheric Washington Street bar and 
restaurant that represents a more traditional Jamaica 
Plain, had gone so far as to serve whole-wheat pizza. 

There is still another addition to the changing Jamaica 
Plain commercial scene that often gets lost in the 
gentrification shuffle. The Red Book store, with its array 
of Marxist literature, fiction, and women’s, black, and 
Third World books, moved to a run-down stretch of 
Green Street last summer, after 12 years or so in 
Cambridge. Evicted by its Central Square landlord, 

Red Book was unable to find affordable space in 
Cambridge, downtown Boston, or even on Centre Street. 
So when the Red Sun Press, a printing collective that 
owns the Green Street building, offered Red Book a low- 
rent storefront, the bookstore collective agreed. After all, 
wasn’t JP what collective member Maggie Cohen calls “a 
solid, long-time working-class community with a lot of

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Equal wrifes 
Child care 


Sense and responsibility

he Virginia McMartin 
; Preschool in Manhattan 
Beach, California, was the 
place to send children. It also 
happened to be the place where 
children were raped, sodomized, 
drugged, rented out to 
pedophiles and child pornog- 
raphers, buried in the ground up 
to their chests, and threatened 
that their houses would be 
bombed or their parents shot if 
they told. 

Although the McMartin school 
is in a class by itself, there have 
recently been other disturbing 
reports of sexual abuse at child- 
care facilities — a church-run 
children’s home in Alabama and 
a Jewish community center in 
Chicago. ‘And last year a child 
died at the Kinder-Care Learning 
Center in Woburn when a free- 
standing wall of cubbies fell on 
her. 

There are lessons to be learned 
from these episodes, but let’s 
start first with a conclusion that 
shouldn't be drawn. These inci- 
dents of sexual abuse and negli- 
gent death are not evidence that 
day-care centers inherently pre- 
sent a danger to the welfare of 
children. Let’s face it: if our 
primary goal were to eliminate 
sexual abuse, we would do better 
to sever relations with relatives, 
friends, and neighbors, who ac- 
count for 75 percent of abuse 
cases. 

The question that haunts me is 
not so much how they could 


happen (the existence of evil 
could hardly surprise anyone 
who reads the newspaper every 
day), but rather how the parents 
couldn't have guessed sooner. 


How could they not have 
known? 
Unlike the norm in many 


European countries, day care in 
the United States is not universal- 
ly accepted and is often viewed 
through an_ ideological prism. 
Proponents of day care consider 
any criticism tantamount to ad- 
vocating stay-at-home status for 
all women. Opponents of day 
care are unable to accept any 
child-care arrangement from 
which mommy is so absent. We 
are all so wrapped up with 
worrying about the role of 
women in society, population 
control, economics, and religious 
values that little attention is paid 
to the specific merits of individ- 
ual child-care alternatives. A 
father recently explained to me 
that he wouldn’t consider send- 
ing his three-year-old son to a 
day-care center; only a legitimate 
nursery school would do. When 
pressed, he admitted he’d never 
actually visited a day-care center, 
but he pictured all the children 
there as unhappy little wretches 
being warehoused until their 
ambitious, selfish mothers could 
find a convenient time to fetch 
them. 

Although intellectually it is 
easy to reject these old-fashioned 
views, I’ve never met a working 








mother who didn’t admit to 
carrying a heavy load of guilt to 
the office every day. Women are 
still so ambivalent about their 
appropriate roles that no matter 
what their choices, guilt goes 
with the territory. But the guilt is 
bearable as long as they believe 
that their children are well cared 
for. Evidence to the contrary is 
devastating, so parents have a 
strong incentive to deny the 
existence of any problems. 

I talked with one mother who 
had been unhappy with her 
child’s day-care center for some 
time. There was high teacher 
turnover, the teacher-to-child 
ratio wasn’t as high as advertised, 
and health rules weren’t enforced 
(sick children were permitted to 
stay in school when they should 
have been sent home). But the 
alternatives to this center were 


unappealing: she couldn't afford 
live-in help, and waiting lists at 
other centers were years long. So 
she kept ignoring the evidence. 
Finally, when she couldn't deny 
it any longer, she led a palace 
revolt to replace the center's 
director. Looking back on it, she 
is amazed she waited as long as 
she did before taking action. 

But sometimes the evidence 
isn’t that overwhelming, and 
parents just can’t tell whether a 
real problem exists. Day care is 
such a new phenomenon in the 
United States that parents of 
young children often have no 
personal experience with institu- 
tional child care and little societal 
wisdom on which to draw. Under 
these circumstances, it’s hard for 
parents to know what normal is. 
Do all children cry every day 
when dropped off? Is it okay if 








they whimper as long as they 
don’t really bellow? Perhaps 
genital infections are so common 
because lots of diapers are being 
changed by the same hands. It is 
easy to understand why parents, 
who have an ideological bias in 
favor of child-care centers to 
begin with (and who have few 
other alternatives in any event), 
will tend to ignore or minimize 
evidence of problems at their 
child’s school. 

Parents are further lulled by 
the institutional nature of center- 
based care. Day-care centers 
don’t get sick, they don’t show up 
late, and they don’t take vaca- 
tions. If a teacher leaves, a 
substitute miraculously appears 
to replace her, a wonderful phe- 
nomenon for parents who have 
been through the agony of

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Mix ’n’ mingle

aren, a computer special- 
K ist, watches dinner as it 

simmers on the stove in- 
side her 12-room Somerville 
home. It is her night to cook, a 
once-weekly chore. Next, Steve 
will man the culinary ship; then 
Charlie, Walden, Madi, Dave, 
and Janet. The group of seven 
cohabitants are known as “min- 
glers,” a brave and growing new 
world of singles and unmarrieds 
who reap the financial benefits 
and imbibe the esprit de corps of 
collaborative home-ownership. 

“Mingling” — a practice de- 
fined in real-estate terms as 
“buying a home with two or 
more unrelated people’ — is a 
housing alternative that can 
work, experts say. Minglers can 
often build up equity and profits 
while “freezing” monthly hous- 
ing costs under $200. More than 
three million people in the Unit- 
ed States today have chosen the 
mingling option, says New York 
real-estate expert Robert Irwin, 
whose Mingles: A Home-Buying 
Guide for Unmarried Couples 
was published this spring by 
McGraw-Hill. 

And it is a still growing phe- 
nomenon. Mingling, Irwin writes, 
is often the only way for single- 
income people — widowers and 
divorcees, as well as singles — to 
buy a home as an investment, a 
tax shelter, or just a cheaper, 
more intimate way to live. Still, 
there are caveats. A group home- 
purchase requires a good deal of 
planning, research, and _fore- 
thought. The practice of day-to- 
day mingling, much like a mar-

riage, demands ground rules, 
communication, and, when all 
else fails, a way out. 
Saal Saal * 
Somerville’s Walden Swanson, 
34, could be considered a veteran 
of the burgeoning mingling 
trend. After months of work, 
Swanson’s group of seven young 
professionals closed the deal on 
their Somerville house last 
month. Owned by three of the 
minglers, the 12-room, two-fami- 
ly home has three baths, a large 
basement, a living room, a dining 
room, and a carriage house. It 


also has a large yard and is close ,_ 


to the MBTA. 

“Some people say if you're 
living with seven people you 
don’t get as much,” says 
Swanson, who is quite optimistic 
about the new housing arrange- 
ment. “I think you get more for 
your money, not less. Heck, I'd 
pay more to live with a group.” 
His cohabitants range from 25 to 
34 in age and earn from $15,000 to 
more than $40,000. Swanson 
works as a consultant for a food 
co-op; Steve, one owner, is an 
energy specialist; co-owners 
Karen and Charlie work in the 
computer and publishing _in- 
dustries. Janet (a nurse), Madi (an 
artist), and Dave (a curriculum 
developer) round out the group. 

For his mingling entourage, the 
technical way to go was a “‘lim- 
ited equity” housing col- 
laborative. The three members of 
Swanson’s group who actually 
bought the house formed a realty 
trust — a neo-corporation, which 
typically holds title to the house 


and issues members a share for 
their down payment. For the 
Somerville group, the owners in 
turn rent units to other minglers. 
“The best apartment in Somer- 
ville would go for about $315 a 
month,” notes Swanson. “Here, 
after taxes, we'll end up paying 
$190." His group used a “good 
lawyer” to set up the trust, and 


organized social ground rules 
along a “one-man, one-vote”’ 
principle. The home _ cost 


$130,000. (In a two-person min- 
gle, there is less need to form a 
special corporation. In _ legal 
terms, though each state and 
municipality defines it different- 
ly, such an arrangement is called 
“tenancy at sufferance,” “joint 
tenancy,” or “tenancy in com- 
mon.”’) 

Socially, the ground rules set 


by the group are ‘not op- 
pressive,’’ Swanson says. Each of 
the seven minglers cooks dinner 
once a week. Each member also 
cleans, shops, and does one other 
chore on a weekly basis. “So 
there’s not as much to do as if you 
lived alone,” he notes, adding 
that his favorite part of mingling 
is evening dinner. At least half 
the group is usually home each 
night; they eat together and 
spend an “‘idyllic’” hour or so 
afterwards, debating sundry 
topics over coffee or tea. 
- * * 

With the sobering prospects of 
today’s real-estate market, mingl- 
ing has become an economic as 
well as a social phenomenon. The 
price tag on a typical family home 
is now more than $84,000 and 
exceeds $98,000 to build from 








scratch, according to a recent 
Better Homes & Gardens survey. 

In Mingles, author Irwin ex- 
amines many of the important 
issues involved in collaborative 
home-buying. Overall, he reflects 
the opinion of Boston realtors 
that economics provides one key 
reason to mingle. Rents today are 
typically as high as or higher than 
the cost of a housing col- 
laborative. Plus, renting offers no 
equity, tax benefits, or other 
return on one’s investment. 

Individual savings from min- 
gling occur when food and utility 
expenses (gas, electricity, water, 
and telephone) are shared even- 
ly. Although such costs can be 
higher in a house, there are 
usually pro-rata savings to be 
made by splitting expenses two, 
three, or seven ways. 
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There are also two basic tax 
advantages for minglers who 
have a share in a house — taxable 
income deductions for mortgage 
interest and for local property 
taxes, which can be deducted 
from federal — and often state — 
income tax. A homeowner de- 
ducts these costs from his taxable 
income, says Irwin, though not 
against actual tax liability. The 
deductions can, however, place 
one in a lower overall bracket. As 
interest payments are highest in 
the first years of a mortgage, tax 
savings can be substantial. 

For example, as Irwin _ il- 
lustrates, the monthly payment 
on an $80,000 mortgage (30 years 
at 12 percent interest) is $823. The 
early interest payment on that 
amount can be as high as $800 
per month — or $9600 per year — 
which is deducted from taxable 
income. Likely property taxes 
(which vary for different states, 
counties, and townships) may be 
$2500 per year, increasing the 
total tax deduction to $12,100. 
Thus, for home-owning minglers, 
tax savings alone can add up to 
hundreds of dollars per month 
and thousands per year. By accru- 
ing such savings and agreeing to 
split food and utility expenses, 
minglers can usually afford to 
pay more as a monthly housing 
payment than they would get by 
adding together their former 
rents. Thus minglers can have 
‘more house for less money.” 

Alternately, a group could 
combine former rent payments as 
the basis for a mortgage. By 
splitting living costs and gaining 
tax advantages, the overall cost of 
housing is dramatically reduced 
— in Irwin’s example, by as much 
as $325 per month for two 
minglers. 

Finally, the cost of a down 
payment on a home can be steep, 
but it is typically much less for 
minglers than for the average 
home-buyer. Boston realtor Doug 
Bray, of Century 21 Cityside, 
notes that the combined buying 
power of minglers gives them 
“more leverage.’’ Simple 
arithmetic also shows the 
benefits of mingling in putting 
together a down payment. For 
four minglers, the traditional 20 
percent down on a_ $100,000 
house is just $500 each. Depend- 
ing on the market, the seller, and 
“leverage,” it could be even 
lower. 

There are also less-obvious 
financial advantages. ‘There’s no 
landlord to increase the rent, and 
you live with a frozen housing 
cost,” says Howard Robinson, 
who lives with four other min- 
glers in a large Victorian home in 
Watertown. 

* * * 

The ideal estate for mingling is 
probably a large single-family or 
two-family house, say Boston 
realtors. Many such homes are 
available on the market in large, 
older neighborhoods like 
Dorchester, Jamaica Plain, and 
Mission Hill, where minglers can 
find a “stunning” home for a low 
down payment and mortgage. 

Still, though mingling can be 
an attractive alternative, just 
about everyone involved has 
certain caveats. ‘The difficulties 
center around the people who are 
buying and if they are big enough 
to endure with one another,” says 
Bray. “It’s a difficult relationship 
to work out for a long period of 
time.” 

Irwin agrees. In Mingles, he 
devotes a chapter to factors worth 
considering when it comes to 
how well people and groups live 
together. He advises prospective 
minglers to spend time drawing 
up a brief questionnaire to get a 
better idea of possible frictions. 
Before getting together, minglers 
should think about their need for 
privacy, as well as _ food 
preferences, sexual standards, re- 
ligious and political differences, 
personal habits like smoking, and 
attitudes toward children and 
guests. 

Irwin suggests that many im- 
portant issues can be ironed out 


ahead of time by writing a 
mingling agreement, stating the 
kind of home ownership, buy- 
out conditions (including such 
things as an independent ap- 
praisal and a grace period before 
leaving), equity, payment sched- 
ules, inventories (which should 
be updated continually), and ter- 
mination date. 

“People should be able to 
communicate, be tolerant and 
willing to do their share,” says 
Swanson. “They should enjoy 
openness and discussing things.” 
Bray also emphasizes that min- 
glers should establish social and 
financial “ground rules” before 


moving in. “People need private 
space. There should be a study 
room or a couple of them. Every- 
one should have their own 
bedrooms, so they don't have to 
mingle if they don’t want to.” 
Overall, mingling will be a 
“growing phenomenon” in the 
coming decades, Robinson be- 
lieves, since couples are marrying 
later and “people in their late 20s 
or early 30s.still need housing.” 
He concludes, “If they rent a 
place by themselves, it can be 
expensive and lonely. For people 
seeking camaraderie and friend- 
ship, this kind of option is 
important.” 0

advertising for and interviewing 
prospective at-home babysitters. 

This institutional quality can 
induce a false sense of comfort, 
encouraging parents to take an 
impersonal view of the arrange- 
ment, as if the institution, not 
people, were caring for their 
child. As long as the school has a 
good reputation, why bother to 
know the child’s teacher? All 
that’s required is to choose the 
right school. Insert one infant and 
— presto! — a few years later the 
perfect little citizen comes out the 
other end. 

Many rationalize that because 
day-care centers are subject to 
state regulation, certain mini- 
mum standards are guaranteed. 
But both the Kinder-Care center 
in Woburn and the McMartin 


school had been inspected by 
state agencies. Even a thorough 
state inspector isn’t as valuable as 
the careful parent who spends 15 
or 20 minutes a day checking out 
a school. Why didn’t the Kinder- 
Care parents notice the free- 
standing wall and ask that it be 
removed? 

We all are reluctant to blame 
the parents for what happened at 
Manhattan Beach — they’ve all 
suffered immensely — but ul- 
timately parents who choose to 
delegate child care to others (and 
no parent can be with a child all 
the time) must recognize that 
their responsibility does not end 
when the application to a prestig- 
ious school is completed. 

The prosecutors suspect that 
wholesale torturing had been 
going on at the McMartin school 
for more than 10 years and more 


than 100 children were involved. 
It’s hard to understand why the 
parents didn’t suspect something 
was amiss. Didn't they have 
lunch occasionally with their 
children at school? Didn't they 
talk with other parents? How 
could they not tell if a two-year- 
old girl had been raped? What 
condition would a child be in 
after spending the day buried up 
to his chest? 

Admittedly, the children were 
too terrified to tell: teachers at the 
school killed rabbits and birds in 
front of them and threatened that 
the same thing would happen to 
any child who talked. Fear and 
guilt might well prevent a child 
from explicitly divulging what 
had happened, but children have 
other means of communicating. 
One parent reported that his 
daughter had screamed every 
day when he dropped her off at 
school. Lots of children who 
aren’t being molested suffer from 
acute stranger anxiety and cry 
every time their parents leave 
them. But if they still look unhap- 
py when it comes time to be 
picked up, if they don’t give an 
affectionate gape Sy their 


teachers, then it mighPbe time to 
wonder. 
Children who have. been 


molested also frequently suffer 
from severe nightmares, loss of 
appetite, or depression. One 
would expect that these symp- 
toms would be manifested by a 
large number of children attend- 
ing the McMartin school and, in 
fact, the McMartin case was 
ultimately broken by a psy- 
chiatrist who happened to notice 
that a number of his young 
patients had been students there. 
Yet for 10 years, parents with 
children in the school failed to 
recognize the obvious pattern. 
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I suppose that the same people 
who believe herpes and AIDS are 
God's method of punishing the 
sexually promiscuous also see the 
Lord’s hand in the McMartin 
case, but with two-thirds of all 
mothers in the work force, it is 
only being realistic to recognize 
that for most children today, their 
mother is not going to be their 
primary caretaker. But let’s also 
recognize that no system of child- 
care is going to work if the parents 
aren't paving attention. 0

leftists and progressive people’’? 

Maybe so. But locating on a 
side street there has been less 
than successful for the bookstore 
so far. Hidden in a cloud of grime 
and dust from Orange Line con- 
struction, Red Book found that its 
old customers failed to make the 
trek to JP, and it has not de- 
veloped a new clientele to take 
up the slack. Business was so 
poor last summer that the collec- 
tive laid off the paid staff. Hours 
have been severely curtailed as 
well. “If only J.P. Licks was across 
the street,” moans Cohen. But 
now, even without homemade 
ice cream to draw the masses, 
business is slightly better. The 
bookstore has opened a Friday- 
night coffeehouse, shows 
matinee movies, and has _in- 
creased the number of books in 
Spanish. 

Would Red Book, in order to 
prosper, gO more “mainstream” 
and become a JP community 
bookstore? Cohen will have none 
of that idea. ‘We will remain a 
socialist bookstore,” she says. But 
she adds that the collective might 
expand its literature and chil- 
dren’s-book sections. With anti- 
sexist and anti-racist children’s 
books, of course. 

* * * 

Although JP does have its 
share of “leftist and progressive 
people,” as Cohen says, the 
political left has had _ limited 
impact on electoral politics. For 
more than 30 years, much of JP 
has been represented in the state 
legislature by Representative 
James Craven, an old-line Demo- 
crat. With his penchant for show- 
manship, rough-and-tumble poli- 
tics, and political conservatism, 
Craven is about as traditional a 
Boston pol as one could find. 

But Craven has been in politi- 
cal trouble his last two times out. 
Local activist Edwina ‘‘Winkie” 
Cloherty came within 318 votes 
of beating him in the primary 
four years ago and ran only 70 
votes behind him last time. The 
change in demographics was 
“beneficial” to her campaigns, 
Cloherty admits. 

This year, with Cloherty bow- 
ing out because of health prob- 
lems, John McDonough, a former 
head of the Massachusetts Ten- 
ants Organization, a lobbying 
group, is challenging Craven. 
McDonough’s main claim to 
neighborhood roots is that his 
mother was former Boston Mayor 
James Michael Curley’s maid for 
10 years in Curley’s house on the 
Jamaicaway. 

McDonough argues that 
Cloherty failed to oust Craven 
because her campaigns were 
symbolic re-enactments of the 
struggles between newcomers 
and old-timers, struggles that had 
dominated the neighborhood for 
the last decade and a half. 
Because he didn’t play a part in 
these controversies (he only 
moved to JP in 1976), 
McDonough hopes to overcome 
the old divisions and unite the 
two groups. Clearly, he is at- 
tempting a wider kind of coali- 
tion-building than has been tried 
in JP in the past. Recently, for 
example, he addressed the Les- 
bian and Gay Neighbors of Ja- 
maica Plain, a newly formed 
social and political organization 
with about 60 members, who are 
part of a community that hasn’t 
played a role in JP’s politics 
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before. In his talk, McDonough 
promised to support a gay-rights 
bill in the legislature. In addition, 
he is spending four months 
knocking on doors — beginning 
in the Hispanic and black areas in 
the northern part of the district 
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As Boston's neighborhoods go, 
Jamaica Plain has a reputation for 
relative racial harmony. Children 
of different cultures and races can 
be seen walking home from 
school together, and playing to- 
gether. Centre Street is a virtual 
United Nations, with represent- 
atives of almost every ethnic and 
cultural group doing their shop- 
ping. “People don’t panic if they 
see a lady in a sari walking down 
Centre Street,” says Helen Leary, 
a real-estate broker and long- 
time JP resident. ‘We are a fairly 
cosmopolitan neighborhood.” 
Although different ethnic and f 
racial groups are concentrated in 
particular areas — the whites on 
the pondside, Sumner Hill, and 
the streets around Forest Hills 
station, and Hispanics around 
Hyde and Egleston squares — 
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close-knit feeling, and its two 
community gardens in what were Matching bedroom 
previously vacant lots. pda anil HURRY!

to try to work out long-term 
solutions to such problems. 
Because of such lingering ra- 
cial tension, Acebedo isn’t com- 
fortable shopping on the Anglo 
end of Cei re Street. “The tra- 
ditional Anglo-Irish still looks at 
us funny as if to say, ‘What are 
you doing here?’”’ she says. 
“They look at us like we come 
from another planet.” But she 
adds that is not true of the 
“liberal Anglos,’” who are her 
neighbors on Paul Gore; she gets 
along just fine with them. 
Attitudes of old-timers ‘are 
hardly the only issues of concern 
to Jamaica Plain’s Hispanic com- 
munity. A bigger fear is displace- 
ment: that increasingly high rents 
will drive them out of the area. 
“You just expect it will happen,” 
says Acebedo. In_ reality, 
Acebedo, because she owns her 
own home, is better off than 
most. But even she is concerned 
that as property values rise and 
taxes go up, she may eventually 


be forced out as well. 

Dr. Yohel Camayd-Freixas, an 
assistant professor of urban stud- 
ies at MIT, has been charting the 
odyssey of Boston’s Hispanic 
community for some time in reds, 
greens, and purples on the maps 
on his office walls. He is not 
optimistic. He says that because 
Hispanics have the lowest me- 
dian family income of any group 
in Boston, including native 
Americans, they tend to get 
pushed from neighborhooa to 
neighborhood, whether because 
of disinvestment (poor housing 
or arson) or gentrification (spi- 
raling rents and condo con- 
version). 

Gentrification forced many 
Hispanics out of the South End to 
the Jamaica Plain-Mission Hill 
neighborhood in the ‘70s, and 
now Hispanics from all over the 
city, including Jamaica Plain, are 
being pushed into the North 
Dorchester-South Roxbury 
(Dudley) neighborhood, which 
Camayd-Freixas claims has the 
worst housing stock in the city. 
“By 1990, half the Hispanics in 
Boston will be in that area,” he 
predicts. Although there are no 


“exit polls’ to measure displace- 
ment, one recent survey of His- 
panics in the Dudley section 
showed that 25 percent of them 
had migrated from JP. Now, 
Camayd-Freixas fears, the His- 
panic community in the Hyde 
Square area is threatened. “It is 
only a matter of time,” he says. 
“There is gentrification on both 
sides of Hyde Square at this 
point. All that will probably 
remain in a few years will be a 
pocket of poverty around the 
Bromley Heath projects.” 
Hispanics aren’t the only group 
in Jamaica Plain who worry 
about being forced out. So do the 
children of the white working 
class whose families stayed on 
during the darkest days of the 
busing hysteria. Bill St. Cyr is one 
of them. He admits that at this 
point, most of the burden of 
displacement is falling on His- 
panics. But he says, “The kids of 
the white working-class families 
who remained in JP can’t afford 
housing anymore. Communities 
are being destabilized and are 
disappearing.” St. Cyr says he 
recently went to look at a three- 
bedroom rental apartment. But

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he didn’t stay long — the price 
was $900, an unheard of amount 
in JP. (Rents now average about 
$500 for a two-bedroom apart- 
ment.) 

St. Cyr is a staff member with 
City Life, a group of home-grown 
radicals formerly called JP TAG 
(Tenants Action Group), which 
has been operating in the neigh- 
borhood for 10 years. Their main 
focus is on tenant issues — 
organizing against condo con- 
versions and evictions. Their un- 
compromising politics — at one 
point the group plastered the 
neighborhood with “wanted” 
posters for a local landlord, accus- 
ing him of promoting “gentrifica- 
tion and displacement in Jamaica 
Plain’ — may not have made 
them a lot of friends in JP, but 
they have kept up pressure on 
housing issues. Their most recent 
campaign has been to block the 
conversion of the old Jamaica 
Plain high school, on top of 
Sumner Hill, into market-rate 
condominiums, a project a group 
of area homeowners had backed. 
Instead, City Life fought to have 
the school turned into rental 
units for low-income families. 

Although the issue is still not 
totally settled, a compromise of 
sorts has been worked out. Ac- 
cording to John Messervy, a 
member of the board of the 
Neighborhood Development As- 
sociation, which hopes to play a 
role in the project, 25 percent of 
the school’s 75 or so units will be 
low-income rental housing, with 





and battles are expected to con- 
tinue over the development of 


two other abandoned public 
buildings in the area — a former 
police station and a school. 

Although turning public build- 
ings into low- and middle-in- 
come units may help a few 
people stay in the neighborhood, 
it won't really stop gentrification 
and its side effects. “Once the 
market economic forces start 
moving,” notes Messervy, “‘it is 
very difficult to divert them.” Of 
course, not everyone wants to 
divert them — least of all the 
many homeowners who are ob- 
viously pleased that the value of 
their property has been going up 
two, three, even fivefold. And not 
the merchants on Centre Street, 
who are delighted with the re- 
vival of the shopping area and 
the community in general. 

So the question remains: will 
the mix of housing and social 
groups that has characterized JP 
in recent years survive the escala- 
tion of property values, of rents, 
of chic? Edwina Cloherty, the 
two-time candidate for state rep- 
resentative, is optimistic. “The 
housing stock won't allow for too 
much gentrification,” she con- 
tends. “I can’t imagine the gentry 
moving in along Washington 
Street, for example.” But John 
Messervy, Cloherty’s neighbor, is 
less hopeful. “Left to the free 
market to do what it will, the free 
market will act to the detriment 
of the poor and elderly,” he says.

you) Nancy Mitford edited a 

book called Noblesse 

Oblige, a somewhat tongue- 
in-cheek guide to European 
upper and other-class usage. 
Americans, homogenized by TV 
and democracy have, in general, 
had no social-strata touchstones 
to speak of — except, of course, 
salad. 

Salad is the greatest class, 
caste, and regional indicator 
going. I can imagine there’s 
some obscure Professor Higgins 
somewhere studying every 
nuance of its use. Confess to this 
man your thoughts and habits 
regarding salad, and he'll nail 
you dead to rights. 

Salad has been with us since 
prehistory. What do you think all 
those hunter-gatherers were 
gathering, anyway? As John and 
Karen Hess point out in their 
book The Taste of America, 
certain food writers — Daniel J. 
Boorstin, who credits 
restaurateur Delmonico with 
helping Americans ‘discover 
salads,” and James Beard, who 
placed the discovery at around 
1912 — must have missed the fact 
that Thomas Jefferson adored 
salads, served them at every 
meal, and grew 19 varieties of 
lettuce in his garden. 

Salad got its name from the 
Romans, who dipped chicory and 
lettuce in salt and called it salata. 
A simple treat, that salata, but it 
wasn’t long before people started 
to gussy it up — especially in 
rural areas. Which remains true 
today. I have in my possession a 
recipe book written by the St. 
Mary’s Athletic Association of 
Altoona, Pennsylvania. 
Ironically, this modern-day

The ideology of salad

collection includes a recipe for 
saltine salad. Wait, don’t leave. 
I'll just list the ingredients — six 
egg whites, three-quarters of a 
teaspoon of cream of tartar, two 
cups of sugar, two cups of saltines 
(rolled), one cup of walnut meats 
(chopped), two packages of 
Dream Whip, and one can of 
cherry pie filling. I’ve read 
hundreds of cookbooks, and 
honest, this is the first baked 
salad I’ve ever run across. 

Traveling through Maine a few 
years ago, I stopped at a small 
shabby diner that had ‘Salad 
Bar!” on a large sign out front. 
Sure enough, there was a table 
inside that featured three bowls 
of Jell-O and one plastic bow] of 
cole slaw. That was it, the entire 
bar. 

Just as salad obviously means 
different things depending on 
where you live, so it’s tied up 
with varying ideologies. It’s 
worse than the great clam- 
chowder controversy (with or 
without tomatoes) of a few years 
back. Richard Nixon complained 
often that the press was out to get 
him. Be that as it may, wife Pat 
once published a recipe for 
Continental salad. Among other 
things, it contained orange Jell-O, 
canned beets, and sesame seeds. 

There’s a truly nasty little 
cookbook, entitled A Man and 





His Meals, by Fletcher Pratt and 
Bobeson Bailey. In this book, the 
poor Salad is dragged into what in 
more innocent times we called 
the battle of the sexes (more 
innocent times being 1947, when 
this book was published). A Man 
and His Meals is chock-full of 
macho silliness (Real Men Don't 
Eat Quiche with a straight face). 
The authors claim that before 
WW II real men never liked 
salads because women were 
always telling them salads were 
healthy but that during the war, 
in the tropics, the men found 
“that the old-fashioned Iowa 
noon dinner of fried pork and 
fried potatoes would not do.” 
Obviously, neither author had 
ever visited lowa at noon in 
August. 

In 1949, Harper's editor Russell 
Lynes wrote an article entitled 
“Highbrow, Lowbrow, 
Middlebrow.” This piece was a 
bombshell in the world of salad. 
Lynes’s point of view was that 
old-fashioned social indicators 
(the right occupation or the right 
fork) had become obsolete. He 
outlined a new system of caste 
distinctions that had more to do 
with one’s outlook on life and art 
than one’s manners or 
occupational station. And the 
article was sprinkled with a few 
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highbrows (in 1949, remember) 
didn’t own television; lower- 
middlebrows were members of 
the Book of the Month Club — 
stuff like that. Consequently, the 
article became a sociology-class 
landmark and inspired numerous 
parlor games (great fun for the 
upper-middlebrows who read 
Harper’s and enjoyed parlor 
games). 

But what it did to salad bowls! 
An unwashed (but presumably 
oiled — and wooden) salad bowl, 
said Lynes, was a highbrow 
status symbol, so many who 
aspired to be in that group hastily 
stopped washing. But some 
people who were upper- 
middlebrow enough to almost 
qualify for highbrow admittance 
began ostentatiously washing 
their salad bowls. (Sometimes the 
best an upper-middlebrow can 
do is try to stand out from the 
pack.) It’s been chaos and 
anarchy ever since. 

In addition, of course, there’s 
been the great scheduling 
controversy. Conventional 
wisdom holds that “East Coast 
eats salad after the entrée; West 
Coast eats it before.” There are 
historical precedents for both. 
The French side with the 
Easterners, thinking salad a 
palate-clearing course. The 
English used salad as an 
appetizer in Elizabethan times. 
Eastern snobs assert that the 
salad-first habit was promoted by 
restaurants eager to fill their 
patrons with cheap roughage 
before the meat arrived. As an 
elderly woman of my 
acquaintance remarked, “Here 
we learn our manners at home, 
not in public places.” Whatever,

hy suffer on in ig- 
W norance? No _ longer 
need you take chances 


on a dish like “boiled beef tripe” 
at the Lucky Wok restaurant in 
Boston’s Chinatown. With 
professor McCawley’s new book 
in hand, all the guesswork is 
eliminated. Just look up the 
Chinese characters, and within 
minutes you'll know that what 
you are being offered is specifi- 
cally the third stomach of the cow 
(all four stomachs have different 
names in Chinese). In other 
words, honeycomb tripe. And 
why is this dish lumped with 
others under the heading 
“Eatry”’? Another thumb through 
the book, and you find that the 
first three characters for “Eatry”’ 
actually mean “economy, small.” 
As for the five-character Chinese 
name of the restaurant, it isn’t at 
all like Lucky Wok. Two of the 
characters mean strange and 
large, and the last one is a lot like 
the names of many fruit that 
grow on trees. 

Well, McCawley’s book 
doesn’t take all the mystery out 
of Chinese restaurants. But if you 
are one of those people who 
always wonders what the Asian 
customers are ordering off those 
untranslated strips of pink and 
blue paper on the wall, this book 


is perfect for you. 

McCawley is a linguist at the 
University of Chicago and a 
major challenger to Noam 
Chomsky, according to inside 
sources. But while Chomsky uses 
his spare time pursuing political 
causes and human-rights vio- 
lations in the Third World, 
McCawley’s consuming hobby is 
eating Chinese food. I mean, 
some people are into Chinese 
food, and some people teach 
themselves Chinese so they can 
order more of it. McCawley has 
eaten and collected sample 
menus for this book from Hong 
Kong to Holland, with consider- 
able research in Berkeley, Chi- 
cago, Toronto, New York, and 
london. He also reports on an 
Australian joint whose name in 
English is “Chinese restaurant,” 
though the Chinese characters 
mean “Occidental food.” 

This is not the first book that 
translates Chinese menu 
characters for Westerners. As 
early as 1945, B.Y. Choa’s How to 
Cook and Eat in Chinese had a 
bilingual recipe index. (Why has 
this classic, written in Cambridge, 
gone out of print?) But, along 
with Dorothy Ferris Lapidus’s 
The Scrutable Feast and Choa’s 
little sequel, How to Order and 
Eat in Chinese, all hitherto exist- 


ing guides were designed to 
enable customers to order from 
Chinese waiters by pointing to 
items on the menu or in these 
books. The Lapidus book uses 
handwritten characters, which 
probably saved money for the 
publishers, but makes it even 
harder for readers to learn to read 
Chinese. 

One could always buy a Chi- 
nese-English dictionary, but, uh, 
what comes after what in Chi- 
nese? You could spend a lot of 
time humming the A-B-C song to 
get through thousands of 
characters, and would also have 
to know how to write Chinese. 
McCawley has simplified these 
problems by devising his own 
system of describing Chinese 
characters, based on methods 
used to teach Japanese writing. 

The first piece of news is that 
Chinese characters are not prima- 
rily pictograms. The majority of 
them are made of a “radical,” 
which means something basic 
like “hot,” “fire,” “tree,” “grass,” 
“water,” “bug,” or “eat’’ and puts 
the word into a general subject 
area; and a “phonetic,” which is a 
word that rhymes with the 
character in ancient Chinese. Big 
help, right? The good news about 
this is that McCawley’s system 
can help you find the radical, 
then look it up by counting the 
strokes in it. 

So two plus signs on top of a 
character, looked up under four- 
stroke tops, is the “grass” radical. 
With something that looks like a 
couple of slashes and an asterisk 
under it (all totaling eight 
strokes), you get cai in Mandarin, 
choy in Cantonese, the very 
useful word for ‘vegetable, 
cuisine, dish.” 

One other problem, if you can 
stand it. Like most American 
scholars, McCawley has learned 
Mandarin dialect and pinyin or- 
thography, the one with all the 
“q's,” “js,” and “z’s” in it. That’s 


what they speak in Beijing, but in 
American Chinatowns, where all 
the hard menus are, the waiters 
speak Cantonese or other south 
Chinese dialects. McCawley has 
a few notes about Cantonese 
words, especially in the impor- 
tant dim-sum category. 

The good news is that it works. 
I’m not good at languages, even 
when motivated by the smells of 
stir-fry, but I can dope out printed 
Chinese characters and find them 
in McCawley’s glossary in 
seconds now, after only a few 
hours of practice. Book in hand, 
I’m sure I can read the daily menu 
off the wall fast enough to order 
from it. It’s not foolproof — after 
all, I thought I knew what I was 
doing when I ordered the raw 
lamb liver that time in Mexico — 
but it is fun, and bound to amuse 
the waiters at my favorite hang- 
outs. 

There is also a lot of 
gastronomy to be learned just by 
leafing through the glossary. For 
example, though the characters 
aren't pictograms, visual descrip- 
tions are very important in Chi- 
nese food names. What we call 
star anise, they call “eight corn- 
ers.” Cashews are “hip beans.” 
The litchi-like rambutan is a “red 
fur egg.” I say noodles in a sauce 
of sesame paste with red oil, and 
they write “copper mine vegetari- 
an noodles.” A certain ravioli 
with a rice-flour skin is written 
“noodle fruit.” Visual thinking, 
here. Sometimes flavor enters in, 
as when leaf coriander is called 
“pine mustache vegetable.” And 
the peanut is named after its 


growth cycle — “fail flower 
fresh.” 
There are humorous com- 


pounds as well. A “rice-paddy 
chicken” is a frog. A “male- 
female Mandarin duck chicken” 
is also a frog. A “rock chicken” is 
a frog, too. But a “fire chicken” is 
a turkey. A “phoenix pear” is a 
pineapple. A “chicken fur vege- 





table” is Brussels sprouts. A 
“phoenix beard vegetable” is 
asparagus. I can guess why a 
“round vegetable” is a turtle, but 
why is salmon “saint gate fish’’? 
Does anyone in this culture think 
of a chestnut as a “horse hoof’? 
Or horseradish as ‘mountain 
sunflower’? A new perspective: 


egg white in Chinese is “egg 
green.” 
McCawley has some new 


angles on old dishes. He agrees 
with other sources that chop suey 
(za suiin Mandarin) means “odds 
and ends,” but traces the dish to a 
Ching dynasty official named Li 
Hong Zhang (1823-1901). The 
Mandarin for assorted plate is pin 
pan. Could this be the authentic 
poo-poo platter? The original egg 
roll, we learn, was a flat omelet 
rolled up around fillings like a 
jelly roll. The current egg roll is 
“egg skin spring roll” in literal 
Chinese. Yatka mein just means 
“one order noodles.” Subgum 
just means “fancy.” 

Foreign influences are impor- 
tant to Chinese cuisine and re- 
vealing about Chinese culture. 
We call leaf coriander “Chinese 
parsley”; they sometimes write it 
“Northern barbarian leaf.” Since 
the aromatic herb is popular in 
central Asia, it may well have 
come into China with the 
Mongols. Or perhaps Moslem 
traders are the northerners in- 
tended, since they also get im- 
plied credit for black pepper, 
walnuts, carrots (“barbarian giant 
radish”), and scallions. 

A bulb onion, however, is Jan 
cong, the ocean or Occidental 
scallion. An “ocean mountain 
sweet potato” by the same logic is 
a white potato, also known as a 
“Horse bell twoer.” 
Eurobarbarians are more usually 
fan. (You've heard the racial slur, 
lo fan.) A tomato is a Euro- 
barbarian eggplant, when it’s not 
a “west red persimmon.” A

Scot free 


Cod-and-sole searching 


by Ariel Swartley 
he best fish chowder I ever 
ate was from a 19th-cen- 


Te Marblehead recipe 


reprinted in John and Karen 
Hess’s The Taste of America. As 
recipes go, it was pretty simple: 
the ingredients — salt pork, hard 
crackers, onions, and a whole cod 
— were supposed to speak for 
themselves. And when I finally 
got the soup made, they did so, in 
wide-mouthed fishy harmony. 
But assembling those ingredients 
was no snap. The Hesses, whom I 
admire, are stern generals in the 
war against Wonder Bread. Much 
of their book is a jeremiad against 
the food industry for chemically 
debasing the flavors of every- 
thing we eat, and against the 
food-writing industry for pre- 
tending that those flavorless 
foods can be brought back to life 
with the addition of a handful of 
herbs, some sour cream, lemon 
juice, Worcestershire sauce, and a 
couple of bouillion cubes. 

When the Hesses talked about 
hard crackers, they meant the 
sugar-and-preservative-free vari- 
ety that used to be called ‘‘com- 
mon” but certainly aren’t in my 
neighborhood. Fish was some- 
thing they assumed had been 
caught that morning. So I didn’t 
even attempt the dish until | was 
spending some time in a fishing 
port, and then it was only luck 
that guided me to common 
crackers — in a dim, staid, sherry- 


and-delicacies store that seemed 
to have modeled itself on that 
dovenne of New England food 
purvevors, S.S. Pierce. The result, 
as | mentioned before, was inspir- 
ing. 

Since that summer, I've moved 
to a town with a reliable fish 
market and have often thought of 
making another chowder. Salt 
pork, 
about one month, has come and 
gone (uneaten) three times in my 
refrigerator while I’ve tried to 
locate proper crackers. Once 
someone gave me some perfect 
hard biscuits from Vermont, but 
that week the supermarket was 
out of salt pork. I got distracted, 
and when next | checked, the 
crackers tasted musty (no 
preservatives, right?), and I won- 
dered whether in the Hess canon 
staleness or added sugar was the 
more egregious sin. I’d just about 
decided to risk the sugar when 
the PCB scandal broke, and no 
one in my family wanted to eat 
fish for a few weeks. Now I don't 
know when I'll get around to 
making chowder again, but I'll 
give you the recipe. Be warned, it 
may make your life miserable. 


Marblehead chowder (from the 
1871 edition of Mary Cornelius’s 
The Young Housekeeper’s 
Friend ): 

“Fry three or four slices of salt 
pork, soak a dozen hard crackers, 


which has a shelf life of

cut up four or five onions. When 
the pork is fried brown take it out 
and lay in half of the crackers, 
and half of the onions. Cut up the 
cod [in 1984 you can buy a two- 
to-three-pound white-fleshed 
fish and have the fish market filet 
it and give you the head and 
backbone], and lay the pieces 
next, then the rest of the crackers 
and onions, season it with pepper 
and salt, pour boiling water 
enough into the kettle to cover 
the whole. Let it stew moderately 
an hour.... Cod’s heads and 
sound bones make the richest 
chowder.” 
* * * 

There’s a broader dilemma in 
all of this cod-and-sole searching 
than taste or even health. The 
question is, at what point in a 
normal life does a passionate 


alimentary crusade become a 
self-righteous — self-indulgence? 
Or when does the epicure be- 
come an epic bore? If you like 
cooking — and eating — the 
practice of both is a process of 
continuing education. Familiarity 
breeds discernment as you begin 
to detect differences in the most 
fundamental things — salt, sav, 
or pizza crusts. Extra-virgin olive 
oil becomes important to your 
treshly cultivated palate. Grocery 
shopping turns into a weekly 
series of field trips. Loved ones 
treat your current quest for 
shrimp paste as either a blessing 
or a curse, depending on what 
else they had planned to do with 
their Saturday afternoon. And 
vet, if you have Scotch Pres- 
byterian forebears as | do, every 
so often a dour voice seems to 





remind, ‘Eat to live, don't live to 
eat.” It does no good to argue that 
a race that invented the oatmeal- 
filled sheep's maw known as 
haggis has automatically  dis- 
qualitied itself from all further 
comment on matters of taste. The 
Oyster mushrooms you braved 
rush-hour traffic for turn to ashes 

in vour mouth 
I have no solution to this 
dilemma, but with the following 
two recipes vou can serve both 
the Scots and the sybarites 
among your ancestors — though 
probably not at the same table. 
These are both peasant dishes 
(politely called country, or tra- 
ditional, or regional cooking 
nowadays), but one says ‘‘to- 
may-to” and the other ‘‘to-mah- 
».”” The casually classy Mediter-

hen the weather's hot, 
W and the heavier, more 
alcoholic wines seem 
just stupefying, try German 
wines. Why? Because German 
wines have a light, fresh, fragrant 
quality that is especially appeal- 
ing in the summertime. 
Germany produces a_ wide 
range of fruity white wines — 
from the simne, inexpensive 
table variety ts the fabulously 
rich (and fabulously expensive) 
dessert wines. But though the 
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cheaper blends sell well in 
America, the finer, estate-bottled 
wines do not. Consumer ig- 


norance is probably a_ factor: 
many people have never had a 
really good German wine and 
don’t know what's available. But 
even if they know the distinctive 
wines exist, one look at a row of 
German labels, with the un- 
readable old-fashioned script and 
unpronounceable long words, 
can put off potential buyers. 
Believe it or not, German wine 
labels give plenty of information. 
For example, take a look at the 
label reproduced above. 
“Spatlese” indicates the wines 
style (how dry or sweet it is), and 
“Riesling” tells what grape the 
wine was made_ from. 
“Rheinpfalz” (the top line of 
Gothic script) and ‘Forster 


Ripe and lively 


German grape expectations 


Jesuitengarten” reveals the geo- 
graphic origin: the Jesuitengarten 
vineyard in the village of Forst, in 
the Rheinpfalz region. The 
producer (“weingute”’) was Dr. 
Bassermann-Jordan of Dei- 
desheim (look on the either side 
of the shield), and the vintage 
year ts 1981. Unless you’re a real 
enthusiast, this is all the infor- 
mation you're likely to need. 


Style 

Germany has strict laws gov- 
erning the purity and quality of 
wine. But though other countries’ 
regulations use vineyard location 
and alcoholic strength to indicate 
quality, German law concentrates 
on the ripeness of the grapes (or 
more specifically, the sugar con- 
tent of the freshly pressed juice). 
In such a northerly climate, 
grapes often fail to mature fully, 
and green grapes make inferior 
wine. The best German wines are 
made from ripe and sometimes 
even overripe grapes. 

The law classifies wine into 
three major quality categories. 
“Tafelwein” and “landwein” are 
simple table wines meeting mini- 
mum standards. Good ones are 
enjoyable, but quality varies con- 
siderably: ‘““Moselbliimchen” is a 
popular generic tafelwein from 
the Mosel region. The second 
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category, Qualitatswein 
bestimmter Anbaugebiete, or 
“quality wine from a designated 
region” (QbA for short), accounts 
for the bulk of production (Lieb- 
fraumilch, for example, is a quali- 
ty wine from the Rheinhessen). 
These wines meet higher stan- 
dards and are often bottled by 
distinguished estates that 
wouldn't be caught dead making 
tafelwein. Both QbA and land- 
wein are quite dry by German 
standards; tafelwein varies. 

The factor distinguishing the 
more humble wines from those in 
the third, superior category is the 
practice of ‘sugaring,”” or chap- 
talization. Because most German 
grapes don’t get ripe enough to 
produce the alcohol necessary for 
a stable wine, sugar is added to 
the pressed grape juice. (The 
added sugar is consumed during 
fermentation.) When chaptaliza- 
tion is done with care, the wine 
can be quite good, but it won't 
rate a superior quality level. 
(Chaptalization should not be 
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confused with the addition of 
‘sweet reserve,” fresh grape juice 
held back from the original press- 
ing and added to the fully 
fermented, dry wine. This 
“dosage,” which balances the 
wine’s sharp acidity with the 
characteristic fruity sweetness, is 
a modern substitute for the old 
technique of stopping fermenta- 
tion when sugar remained in the 
wine.) 

Germany’s best wines (includ- 
ing our Forster Jesuitengarten) 
are made from naturally, fully 
ripened grapes and are classified 
as Qualitaétswein mit Pradikat, or 
QmP. (There is no graceful way 
to phrase this in English. It 
applies to a “quality wine with 
special attributes.”) Within this 
classification are five sub- 
categories, based on the exact 
degree of ripeness and in some 
cases on the presence of a special 
mold in the vineyard. Botrytis 
cinerea, or the ‘noble rot,” is 
normally a vineyard pest. But 
when it attacks a ripe grape, it 










pierces the grape’s skin with tay 


holes that allow water to 
evaporate from the grape, con- 
centrating its juice. Although the 
grapes shrivel up most unattrac- 
tively, their sugary juice can be 
made into extraordinary wines 
with a special honeyed quality 
contributed by the botrytis. (The 
same mold is responsible for 
Sauternes in France and for late- 
harvested Riesling and 
Sauvignon Blanc in California.) 
Within this classification, the 
category with the lowest sugar 
level is Kabinett. Kabinett wines 
are made from fully ripe grapes, 
harvested in the normal manner. 
They are only lightly sweet. The 
next level is Spatlese, made from 
grapes that have been allowed to 
hang on the vine and become 
extra ripe; it is a bit sweeter than 


Kabinett. In the middle comes 
Auslese, from_ individually 
harvested, particularly ripe 


bunches of grapes; it is distinctly 
sweet, though far from sticky. 
Continued on page 20

it’s all grist for that Professor 
Higgins’s mill. 

In Boston, where people come 
from all over for school and end 
up staying, it’s hard to say what 
standards apply. But there’s 
always the chance that Professor 
Higgins is keeping score. That 
every time you drop a leaf of 
lettuce in a bowl you're making a 
statement. Does bright orange 
French dressing clue him in to the 
fact that we grew up near Water- 
town, New York? Are out-of- 
season tomatoes worth it just for 
color, or does using them mean 
only that we listened to our 
seventh-grade home-ec teacher? 
Radishes are out. Okay. And 
iceberg lettuce probably means 
that we confuse Keats and Yeats. 
Is there anything in that bowl 
that Cesar Chavez wouldn’t ap- 
prove of? 

The only answer is to rise 
above it all. The chronicler of 
British village life, “Miss Read” 
(real name, Dora Saint), deals 
with this very issue in her book 
Village Diary. A friend has taken 
the author out to lunch and has 
spent an inordinate amount of 
time supervising the creation of 
the salad. “I would much rather 
have had my salad fresh,”” Read 
writes, “and been allowed to ask 
for Heinz mayonnaise, in con- 
stant use at home, but I realized 
that Amy was enjoying every 
minute of this worldly-woman- 
taking-out-country-mouse act, 
and would not have spoiled it for 
her for worlds.” 

And that, Higgins, is class. O

ranean sandwiches — suitable 
for a rustic snack in your own 
vineyards — demand a trip to the 
gourmet store, but they’re worth 
it. The sturdy casserole will for- 
give almost anything — _ hor- 
mone-fed chicken, chemically 
preserved sausages, even boxcar 
tomatoes — and still come out 
pungent and comforting. It trav- 
els and reheats well, too, should 
you be bringing pot-luck. 


Pumate toast 

Serves four as a first course 

8 stalks asparagus; 

Ys cup, or about eight 
individual, pumate (Italian sun- 
dried tomatoes, packed in olive 
oil and sold in jars or in bulk at 
specialty stores); 

¥3 cup of the best olive oil 
you're willing to pay for; 

8 slices of great bread 
(preferably a French-style rye); 

2 cloves garlic, peeled and 
halved; 

Ys cup chopped fresh herbs 


(Italian parsley, chives, and dill 
are a nice combo.). 

Steam asparagus until it’s just 
tender, rinse it under cold water 
to cool, and set it aside to drain. 
In a blender, chop the sun-dried 
tomatoes with enough olive oil 
(or the oil they are packed in) to 
make a_ rough-textured but 
spreadable paste. Brush the bread 
slices with olive oil and grill them 
lightly under a broiler. Then rub 
each slice with a cut garlic clove, 
and generously spread on the 
pumate paste. Cut the asparagus 
spears in halves or thirds so they 
fit neatly on the toast. If desired, 
sprinkle with the chopped herbs 
and a little salt. 


Really good chicken 
with rice 
Serves six to eight 

2 tablespoons olive oil; 

1 Chorizo (Spanish sausage) 
peeled, sliced, and quartered (or 
any dense, spicy sausage like 
linguica or kielbasa); 

3 chicken breasts, halved; 

6 chicken thighs; 

2 cloves garlic, peeled and 
crushed; 

2 medium onions, peeled and 
sliced; 

3 medium tomatoes, chopped; 

Ye teaspoon red pepper flakes 
(optional) or one whole mild 
Mexican dried chile — an ancho 
or mulato if you happen to have 
one (again, optional); 

2 green peppers, seeded and 
chopped; 

1'4 cups long grain rice; 

14 cups water; 

1 teaspoon salt; 

'/2 teaspoon oregano; 

Y2 teaspoon cumin. 

Heat the oil in a large Dutch 
oven. Add the sausage, chicken, 
garlic, and onion, and brown the 
chicken pieces on all sides. Add 
the tomatoes plus the pepper 
flakes or whole chile if you're 
using them, and simmer, covered, 
for 15 minutes. Add all the 
remaining ingredients and bring 
everything to a boil. Lower the 
heat, cover the pot, and simmer 
very slowly until the rice is tender 
— about 30 to 40 minutes. This is 
best served warm, rather than 
hot. O

The highly prized Beerenauslese 
(made from selectively picked 
individual grapes) and 
Trockenbeerenauslese (from in- 
dividual grapes completely at- 
tacked by botrytis mold) are very 
sweet, but almost never cloying. 
They retain enough acid to 
balance all the sugar, and they 
have a memorable delicacy. The 
selective harvesting necessary to 
make these higher QmP 
categories is very labor-intensive; 
pickers might have to go through 
the same vineyard half a dozen 
times. 


Grape variety 

The best German wines are 
made from the Riesling grape. If 
the label doesn’t identify the 
grape variety, you can generally 
assume it’s not Riesling but 
Miiller-Thurgau, a more produc- 
tive and earlier-ripening grape. 
Soft and aromatic, Miiller- 
Thurgau wines can be enjoyable. 
But if you're looking for a really 
top-quality wine, I recommend 
sticking with Riesling. 


Geographic origin 

Another indicator of a particu- 
lar wine’s style — where its 
grapes were grown — isn't ter- 
ribly useful when choosing cheap 
wines. They tend to taste pretty 
much alike, and finding a good 
brand name is a better bet. 
Among the superior wines and 
the better QbAs, each region (and 
subregion) has a certain style. 

he top wines in both of these 
categories are almost always 
made from specific, designated 
vineyards. 

German wine-growing areas 
are divided into nine regions, 
further divided into subregions 
(called Bereich). The Bereich are 
composed of groups of villages 
(Grosslagen), which (theoretical- 
ly, at least) produce a certain style 
of wine from specific vineyards 
(Einzellagen). Wines sold under 
the Bereich’s name can come 
from anywhere within a fairly 
large area; although the name of 
the Bereich may sound illustrious 
(like Bernkastel in the Mosel, 
named after a famous wine- 
producing village), don’t assume 
that the wine will be anything 
surprising. The better superior 
wines, including our example, are 
labeled with the name of a town 
or village, following by the name 
of the Grosslage or of the individ- 
ual vineyard where the grapes 
were grown. (This part gets 
tricky. You can’t tell by looking at 
the label whether a wine comes 
from a Grosslage or a specific 
vineyard. I know that the 
Jesuitengarten is a specific vine- 
yard because | looked it up. 
Unless you're particularly inter- 
ested, the village name should be 
sufficient.) 

Five of the nine wine regions 
produce most of Germany’s wine 
and virtually all of the wines we 
import. These regions are located 
along the Rhine and its tribu- 
taries in an area roughly bounded 
by Frankfurt, Bonn, and the 
French border. Mosel-Saar- 
Ruwer and the Rheingau are the 
best-known regions outside 
Germany and contain the largest 
number of famous villages and 
vineyards. Mosel wines are 
characteristically delicate and fra- 
grant; those from the Rheingau 
are fuller bodied. Nahe wines are 
often described as a cross be- 
tween the two; Rheinhessen 
wines tend to be on the soft and 
fruity side; Rheinpfalz wines, 
fuller bodied and often a bit

earthy. All five areas have at least 
a few top vineyards. (The last 
three, because they aren’t as well 
known, are good territory for 
bargain hunters.) 

A list of some of the best- 
known wine villages includes 
Piesport, Bernkastel, Graach, 
Wehlen, Zeltingen, Fzden, Urzig, 
Wiltingen, Ayl, Ockfen, 
Mertesdorf, and Eitelsbach in 
Mosel-Saar-Ruwer; Hochheim, 
Eltville, Rauenthal, Erbach, Hat- 
tenheim, Steinberg, and Winkel 
in the Rheingau region; 
Schlossbockelheim and Nieder- 
hausen in Nahe; Oppenheim, 
Nierstein, and Bingen in Rhein- 
hessen; and Wachenheim, Forst, 
Deidesheim, and Ruppertsberg 
in the Rheinpfalz. 


Producer 


Most of the best vineyards are 
owned by individual producers, 
most of whom bottle their own 
wine. But a vineyard often has 
several different owners, some of 
whom are better winemakers 
than others. So if you try a wine 
you like, note the producer's 
name. For instance, you might 
enjoy Dr. Bassermann-Jordan’s 
Forster Jesuitengarten, yet be 
disappointed in a_ Forster 
Jesuitengarten from another 
producer. Lists of the better 
producers (Bassermann-Jordan is 
one of them, by the way) can be 
found in many wine books. 


Vintage year 


Vintages in Germany are per- 
haps more important than in any 
other wine-making country, be- 
cause the weather is so variable 
from year to year. In a cool year 
without much sunshine, the 
grapes don’t ripen well, and 
practically no superior wine is 
made. In this sort of year, inex- 
pensive middle-quality wines 
like Liebfraumilch are the best 
bet, and they should be drunk up 
pretty quickly. In a very good 
year, when plenty of sunshine 
and dry weather yield very ripe, 
flavorful grapes, the superior 
wines would be the ones to try. 
The less sweet ones are good

young, but all well-made QmP 
wines can age for at least a few 
years, and the sweeter ones really 
should be cellared. Among recent 
vintages, the very large 1983 crop 
was the first really fine one since 
1976. The lighter wines from ‘83 
are just arriving, but some of the 
excellent sweet 1976s are still 
available. Although 1982 
produced an enormous amount 
of pleasant wine, almost none of 
it was above Kabinett level, and a 
lot of it is overpriced. There was a 
good though small harvest in 
1981, and a few of the wines are 
still around, but 1980 was pretty 
dismal. Prices, by the way, range 
from $4 or so for a lesser middle- 
quality wine to the stratosphere 
for good late-harvest wines. You 
can get quite nice Kabinett and 
Spatlese in the $7 to $10 range. 0

“barbarian melon” is a pumpkin; 
a “barbarian hot pepper’ is a 
sweet green bell. 

Fanciful names are surprisingly 
rare; perhaps they just stick in the 
mind. The ones McCawley lists 
include “treasures of the white 
jade vault” (winter melon stuffed 
with steamed crabmeat and vege- 
tables), “thunder in the spring 
rain” (crispy rice soup), “three 
winters’ (bamboo shoots, black 
mushrooms, and preserved cab- 
bage), ‘child and mother meet” 
(Paul Simon’s “Mother and Child 
Reunion’: deep-fried pigeon with 
pigeon-egg sauce), ‘“two shadows 
of spring bamboo” (yellow 
asparagus and green _ kale, 
stewed), and “fish bites lamb” 
(fish stuffed with lamb, deep 
fried).

ne hazy afternoon in May of 1974, I bought two records at a tiny 

shop on Higgins Avenue in Missoula, Montana. A review in 

Creem had tipped me off about the hip début of the season, 

Elliott Murphy’s Aquashow, with its acid putdowns of upper- 

middle-class family life and its arrangements meticulously copying 

those of Blonde on Blonde. The second LP was hardly as hip; word 

had it the singer/songwriter/bandleader also recalled Dylan — but 

this meant zilch. I’d read that Columbia's latest sensation hailed from 

New Jersey, loved the squalid beach towns there, and spewed out 

anthems for seedy young romantics. I'd never read the Real Paper. 

I'd never imagined Boston fans cheering a band with seven clearly 

noncollegiate players, two black members, and horrid taste in 

clothes. It was the album ’s outrageous title — The Wild, the Innocent, 

; and the E Street Shuffle — that persuaded me to take a chance on 

Bruce Springsteen. But gloom-rock was my obsession, and I argued 

that the polished Aquashow surpassed the scattershot EF Street Shuffle; 

Murphy would last, Springsteen would have to clean up his act. Good 
thing: nobody was publishing my opinions in those days. 

A couple months later, a close encounter with a very canny 

woman straightened me out. I had driven down.to San Francisco with

Steven Spielberg’s toys are us

teven Spielberg and George Lucas are already 
known for nibbling away at the cinematic past to 
fatten their offerings. But the latest Spielberg 
production, Gremlins, goes way beyond a light repast: 
it’s a feast of film cannibalism, and it sucks the bones of 
its ancestors dry. Spielberg protégé director Joe Dante 


takes his simple E.C. Comics horror tale about a 
Pandora’s-box Christmas present and stuffs it with a 
dozen film-trivia references per minute; the movie is like 
a Bartlett’s for the fantasy classics on which Spielberg 
and his followers dote. It has a finicky, academic quality 
that all its legions of furry and rubbery critters can’t hide. 
Dante’s scholarly devotion has its recompenses, too; he’s 
a tactical whiz, and he orchestrates detail like a 
Stokowski of the cutting table. But when it comes to 
giving his film a purpose beyond celluloid archaeology, 
he’s blind to everything outside his hermetic world of 


pure cinema. He sees neither forest nor trees — just the 
omnipresent frame. 

That’s a shame, because Gremlins, for all its 
reverential cameos and cross-references, comes close to 
delivering a wry critique of its own tradition. At first the 
starring creatures seem to embody the instinct for 
mayhem hidden in even the most charming beings; but 
thanks to the ironic self-references Dante works in, they 
come to caricature an American youth sotted and crazed 
from a steady diet of exhausting Spielberg and Lucas 
flicks. Gremlins nearly turns into a_ self-destructive 
fantasy within these directors’ school of blockbuster 
fantasy-adventure epics, one in which the storyteller 
director takes on — and, at one climactic moment, 
actually blows up — his own audience. But having dined 
on their forebears, Spielberg and Dante couldn't bring 
themselves to eat their own young as well. 

The first gremlin — or “Mogwai,” apparently the 
scientific name — arrives at the Peltzer household in a 
carved wooden box, having been purchased from a 
pointy-bearde’ old Chinaman by Rand Peltzer (Hoyt 
Axton) as a stocking stuffer for his teenage son Billy 
(Zach Galligan). The cute little bugger, quickly 
nicknamed Gizmo, is a great hit chez Peltzer, even with 
the dog — he looks like a tribble with ears, a two-toned 
chihuahua with the kind of sappy globular eyes featured 
in department-store paintings of adorable little kids. But 
as the grizzled Asiatic warns, “With Mogwai comes 
responsibility!’”’: specifically, the obligation not to shine 
bright light at it, wet it, or feed it after midnight. Each of 
these commands is soon broken — in sequence, 
naturally. As Billy’s transgressions mount, the one 
benign gremlin gradually spawns a host of malignant 
colleagues; they logk like Yoda’s delinquent half 
brothers, with sharp fangs, blood-red gums, and slime 
green blood. 

Those who believed E.T. was the latest retelling of the 
Gospels will doubtless find this fable Edenic in its moral 
grandeur. But screenwriter Chris Columbus lacks, shall 
we say, the pithiness of the King James Bible, and I don’t 
think Dante knows his Scripture half as well as he 
knows the catalogue of his local video shop. From the 
claustrophobic opening shots of a neon-lit Chinatown 
alley, to the street scenes in the It’s A Wonderful Life 
town (whose television sets are tuned to Jimmy Stewart 
bellowing “Heyyy!” in that very film), to the female 
Scrooge who responds to a friendly good morning with 
a snarled “What's good about it?”, down to the 
moviehouse marquee advertising A Boy’s Life and 
Watch the Skies (the former an early title for E.T., the 
latter a prototype for Close Encounters), every scene in 
Gremlins comes with a footnote. 

Dante’s a real trash collector, and he works hard to 
make his film look cheap: you could say his is an 
aesthetic of downward mobility. In the episode he 
directed for Spielberg's Twilight Zone movie, a little boy 
with the power to make his wishes come true willfully 
blurs the line between reality and the cartoons that he 
loves. That kid was a wish-fulfillment for the director, 
too; cartoonland is Dante’s home, and its denizens seem 
to mean more to him than any human beings. With all 
the cheesy back-lot storefronts and fake snow littering 
the Gremlins town, you expect the characters to be 
cardboard as well. But the people in Dante’s film look 
neglected, lost, and they flounder without a clue to their

ergio Leone’s long-awaited Once upon a Time in 

(America was destined to become a cause célébre 

for film buffs. Like those other notoriously inflated 
epics, 1900 and Heaven's Gate, Leone’s bloody saga of 
Jewish-American gangsters in the ‘20s and ‘30s was 
readied for release at a length of nearly four hours. The 
uncut version is currently playing in Europe (where it 
recently premiered at the Cannes Film Festival), but 
Leone's producers insisted he trim the movie down to 
two hours and 20 minutes for American audiences. And 
you know the rest of the story: esoteric critics rally 
around the “lost masterpiece” while the director gives 
out desperate interviews in which he says, in effect, 
‘They ruin-a my feelm!” Well, Leone may have a right to 
gripe: the truncated edition of Once upon a Time in 
\merica is hardly a model piece of storytelling. There 
are loopholes everywhere you look: characters that 
come barging in out of the void, only to disappear as 
abruptly as they came; underworld schemes that are 
never fully explained or enacted; puzzling leaps in 
continuity. Yet there’s enough Leone on screen to 
indicate that no version of this movie would have been 
fully satisfying. The plot of Once upon a Time in 
America isn’t the only thing you have to piece together; 
the film’s emotions are splintered as well. 

What Leone has concocted is a sort of Classics 
Illustrated version of The Godfather. He’s woven a 
sprawling tapestry of violence and corruption in 
America, only without the texture — the richness of 


psychology and detail — that might have lent his 
mythical pretensions some resonance. Early on, young 
David “Noodles” Aaronson, the teen ruffian who'll 
grow up into one of the movie's two heroes, is seated 
alone with the girl he has a crush on — a beautiful, 
flirtatious ballet student who says she can never love 
him because he'll always be a street punk at heart. Later 
on, these two characters, now played by Robert De Niro 
and Elizabeth McGovern, meet as adults; he’s a good- 
looking hood on the way up, she’s a glamorous chorus 
girl who gazes at her former childhood friend with an 
amorous glint in her eve. You're ready for the chemistry 
to commence, but Leone won't allow it. His tinny mythic 
substructure the idea that these two are destined to 
remain apart because they're from different social strata 
chokes off the dramatic possibilities. 

In his popular spaghetti Westerns, Leone created 
scenes that had a special, operatic grandeur. Realism has 
never been his strong suit. He’s in his element when he 
can take a simple situation and, using expressionistic 
camerawork and the haunting lyricism of Ennio 
Morricone’s music, stretch it out into a languorous 
cinematic daydream — like the Brian De Palma of the 
Old West. Once upon a Time in Amertica is Leone’s first 
film since 1972, and it has moments that recall that 
luxurious, older style. In the most gracefully executed 
scene, a heartless thug shoots down the youngest 
member of De Niro’s boyhood gang. It all takes place in 
slow motion, with the stunned, innocent victim falling 
toward the camera as one of Morricone’s plaintive 
recorder interludes floods the soundtrack with terror 
and woe. These early, childhood portions of the movie 
have a poetic clarity and force Leone can’t sustain later 
on. He seems to respond directly to the faces of the 
young actors, and to the mixture of innocence and 
amorality in characters who’ve begun masterminding 
underworld schemes while barely into their teens. 

When the kids grow up, and their youthful alliance 
expands into a full-fledged criminal “family,” the movie 
grows conventional and awkward. The story spirals 
around the friendship between De Niro’s somber, 
recessive Noodles and James Woods's arrogant go-getter 
Max; the two build a criminal empire during Prohibition, 
only to see it consumed in a tangle of betrayal and 
ambition. Leone isn’t interested in laying out the details 
of the gang’s bootlegging operation — the crafty plans

fter years of playing the loyal Vulcan first officer 

on TV and in the subsequent two Star Trek 

movies, Leonard Nimoy has mutinied and taken 
control of the helm — or at least the camera — for 
himself. Having been granted the actor’s dream of a 
lingering death scene at the end of Star Trek II, Nimoy 
has directed Star Trek III: The Search for Spock; this is 
called eating yougcake and having it too. It’s not every 
neophyte direc who makes his début with a 
megabucks pictufe, though the financial risk of the Star 
Trek movies is mitigated by their built-in audience. In 
fact, it was probably those loyal Trekkies who gave 
Nimoy the leverage ‘to grab the director’s chair in the 
first place. The producers must have known it was 
unthinkable to replace or eliminate the pointy-eared 
alien. And though they may have derived some pleasure 
from the perennial holdout’s demise at the end of the 
last film, they must have been planning to bring him 
back one way or another. 

And Spock returns in this movie's very first scene 
when, in an unparalleled display of cinematic self-love, 
Nimoy inserts a flashback — five minutes’ worth — of 
Spock’s death and funeral. Even those two great 
egotistical actor-directors, Charlie Chaplin and Orson 
Welles, would pause a moment before pulling a stunt 
like that. But evidently Nimoy wanted to preserve the 
story’s continuity for the ages, for the plot of Star Trek III 
follows hard on the heels of its predecessor's, with a 
melancholy Enterprise crew headed home after deposit-

star who continues to register more strongly on 

the big screen than he did on stage or on the tube. 
Murray isn’t afraid to play up to the camera — his devil- 
may-care audacity and the magnifying powers of the 
movies turn him into a bigger- and better-than-prime- 
time player. On TV he often portrayed goof-offs and 
nerds, grown-up versions of the “What, me worry?” kid. 
He even depicted his con artists as hapless but hilarious 
failures, like the atonal saloon singer who fit lyrics to the 
theme from Star Wars. But in his movie vehicles he’s 
been downright charismatic. He alternates swacked 
imperturbability and high anxiety in a blithe and 
devastating comic style. Pondering the ancient gods’ 
apocalyptic rites in the mad Manhattan of Ghostbusters, 
he wears the same expression he did during the military 
lunacy of Stripes: ‘‘Is this stuff for real?” Led mostly by 
his pecker and his pocketbook, he watches the world 
with constant amusement and an eye for the main 
chance: he’s become a con man of Barnum-like 
proportions. His clothes may be grubby, but he’s dressed 
for success — if only by sporting that enigmatic half-grin 
that starts all the way up at his receding hairline, trickles 
down around his slightly bulbous nose and five-o’clock- 
shadowed cheeks, laps in and out of his double chin, and 
ends up nestling happily both in his paunch and in 
points south. And astonishingly, his devilish sparkle and 
confidence have turned him into a love object. In 
Ghostbusters, as in Stripes, he’s the rare comedian who 
seems predestined to get both the laughs and the girls. 

His funky sexiness makes Murray the perfect star for 
producer/director Ivan Reitman, who’s become the 
slickest collegiate laugh packer in the country. Reitman’s 
muse is the Zeitgeist: with Stripes (1981), he hopped on 
the military bandwagon quicker than you could say 
Private Benjari.in (1980). With Ghostbusters he’s decided 
to lampoon high-tech spook films just when the movie 
audience just might be starting to tire of them. His 
formula is like a satiric version of Roger Corman’s: a 
little sex, a little violence, a little social comment. And 
Ghostbusters allows him to wed his talent for lowdown 
farce with the taste for high-cost fantasy he displayed by 
producing Heavy Metal and Spacehunter. But the 
unholy marriage doesn’t come off quite as splendidly as 
all the hoopla might indicate. Ghostbusters is a funny 
picture, but it’s still a formula picture. In many ways it’s 
just a more ornate but less uproarious remake of Stripes 
— in fact, I'd like it a lot better if it were more like 
Stripes. 

In Stripes, Bill Murray was a post-’60s burned-out case 
who joined the Army to get in shape; in Ghostbusters he 
moves a step up on the social ladder. He’s lucked into 
that great middle-class dodge and delaying tactic, 
academics (though he’s still not above drinking from a 
brown-paper bag). Along with Dan Aykroyd and Harold 
Ramis, Murray works in the paranormal-psychology 
department of what looks like Columbia University. 
Aykroyd and Ramis believe in their work, whereas 
Murray finds paranormal research a good way to make 
girls and influence people. When the college closes 
down the department, Murray holds the Three 
Spooketeers together by pushing them into the private

Far from the madding crowd

44 ameness,”” says Arthur Yanoff, “is every- 

{ thing. You have to always go on. A painter” 

— he looks around his studio — ‘must be a 

terrier.’ Or at least have one. Yanoff's is a miniature pit 

bull named Maude with almond eyes and a brindle grin. 

She snuffles around the room, a well-lit renovated 

hayloft, wagging her tail. And why not? The sun is out, 

the sheep are fat, and it’s a great day to be in New 
Hampshire. 

Lucky dog, this Arthur Yanoff: he seems to have it all. 
An acclaimed painter (he trained at the Museum School 
and with Jason Berger, has been exhibiting since 1963, 
and had a heralded one-man show at the MFA last 
summer), he left Boston in 1965 for the New England 
countryside, the same retreat East Coast artists and 
writers have been beating since the beginning of time. 
He went north partly to get more privacy for his painting 
and partly because he had some promising connections. 
The fresh air is fine, warned his ex-father-in-law, but 
never get livestock. So Yanoff contrarily bought a bunch 
of chickens. Then he bought terriers to guard the 
chickens, and thus began his obsession. 

Some artists may take to the yeoman life just for the 
vistas and the solitude, but Yanoff makes more of it. 
While the paint is drying on his canvases, he’s out with 
the dogs. More precisely, he researches working terriers 
for predator control and livestock protection, does 
consulting for the behavior biologists at Hampshire 
College’s Livestock Guard Dog Project, writes for dog 
magazines, and judges field trials for working terriers. 
Now, too, he has sheep — a dozen Southdowns, with 
blunt, quizzical faces and bodies like furry drums. We 
clamber down from the loft/studio to take a look at 
them. Boy, do I want to pet the lambs! Yanoff warns me 
that Chuba won't have any of it: she is his three-year-old 
castro laboreiro (a Portuguese sheepdog breed), and she 
lets her lower lip droop even while lolling around the 
barn, enough to tip you off to the size and extent of her 
jaw. He’s studying Chuba for his predator-control 
research. She would, Yanoff explains, kill a coyote if it 
tangled with the herd. 

Although dog imagery is everywhere in painting these 
days (someone who juried a show recently told me that 
if she had seen one more vicious-dog motif, she would 
have killed herself), Yanoff avoids it. “I deliberately 
don’t paint dogs. If I did, it would cease to be a relief for 
me.” His Expressionist watercolors are luminous 
mosaics: a portrait of his daughter, a study of 
smokestacks. No sheep, no New Hampshire sunrises. 
“I’m not really a rural painter. Growing up on the ocean 
had more of an effect on me than moving here. I don’t 
try to interpret living here too much, because I don’t 
want to illustrate it. And actually, there’s such a tonality 
of green in New Hampshire that I’ve become more keen 
on other colors that I used to take for granted.” 

A neighbor calls.and asks to borrow the lawnmower, 
a thing neighbors in the country often do. “I wouldn’t 
mind having a studio in the city. I miss hanging out,’’ he 
says, and I can just picture him holding forth in Fort 
Point Channel. But in the next breath, after | comment 
on Maude’s way with a tossed stick, he says,.“I don’t 
think I could Jive without a game terrier.” It’s a matter of 
accommodation. “If having another sheep would 
interfere with my painting,” he says, ‘I wouldn’t get the 
sheep. I used to have goats, but milking them twice a day 


when | had an exhibit coming up or something was too 
much. I’m just a painter, finally, because that’s what | 
have at stake.” 

Yanoff isn’t exactly cut off from civilization: his farm is 
just outside Concord, and if you threw a cat from his 
barn, you'd hit some exurban subdivisions. But his 
studio (Harkus) and most of the painters he’s close to 
(Lucy Baker, Sandy Sloan, Jules Olitsky) are in Boston, 
so he makes the hour-plus trip several times a month to 
keep current. And every day he has to fight the desire to 
ditch the sheep, the dogs, and the neighbors (“Who is 
that strange man who stays home all day with dogs and 
paints?’’) ard head south. 

A neat balancing act. “A couple of weeks ago, I was a 
delegate to the New Hampshire Governor’s Council on 
the Arts. Afterward a reporter talked to me about art. | 
told him about the dogs, and he absolutely didn’t believe 
me. Even after my wife told him, he didn’t believe me. | 
think society is too compartmentalized. | like Walter 
Gropius’s idea of putting all the business people, 
scientists, and artists together to see how much they 
have in common.” 

“Sometimes, though,” he adds, “it can be great, like 
the opening of my show at the MFA. Everyone was there 
— the dog people, the sheep people, and the art people. 
Everyone got along perfectly. Forget the labels.”

After announcing the corporate grants, 
director Robert Brustein welcomed David Wheeler — 
who has kicked around Boston theater for ages — to his 
new job as associate director of the ART. This won't be 
Wheeler’s first venture with the ART (he staged this 
season’s Angel City and directed True West for the 
ART’s New Stages in 1982) but it will be his first 
complete with powers of office.

Neil Simon aspires to Brooklyn heights

a critic from Kulyenchikov would pick a fight with 
Neil Simon. The playwright’s not even dead yet, and 
already there is a Broadway theater named after him. He 
makes money as prolifically as he makes jokes, and the 
money's all good. By now there must be enough of it to 
lay a trail of greenbacks from Plaza Suite to California 


I f it’s true that you can’t argue with success, then only 


Suite. Of course, Simon was not always as rich as a 
chocolate mousse, and Brighton Beach Memoirs — 
which won the 1983 New York Drama Critics’ Circle 
Award and has been hailed in concentric spheres as 
Simon’s best play — harks back to his Brooklyn 
boyhood, which was spent pinching pennies and hoping 
someday to do the same to female flesh. 

Brighton Beach Memoirs is set in 1937, long before 
newlyweds went Barefoot in the Park, The Prisoner of 
Second Avenue was sentenced, or The Sunshine Boys 
entered second childhood. There is a war brewing 
overseas (“If you're Jewish, you've got a cousin suffering 
somewhere in the world”); indeed, a premonition of 
Omaha Beach hangs over Brighton Beach like a cloud. 
America is starting to climb out of the Depression, but 
for the lower-middle-class citizenry of “Brighton Beach, 
Borough of Brooklyn, Kings County, City of New York, 
Empire State of the American Nation,” poverty lingers 
like a bad taste. Nobody can spare a dime, and losing 
one is a major catastrophe. But if change is hard to hold 
onto, innocence, at least, does not slip through the holes 
in a teenager’s pockets. And Simon’s alter ego, Eugene 
Morris Jerome, is, for all his glinting horniness, as 
untarnished as a new-minted coin. (At 15 he hasn’t even 
got a firm grasp of the peaks and valleys in female 
geography, believing as he does that his nubile cousin 
Nora’s white thighs lead directly to “the Golden Palace 
of the Himalayas.”’) 

Because the play is autobiographical, and because its 
memoir-scribbling younger brother is called Eugene, 
Brighton Beach Memoirs. has flippantly been called 
Simon’s Long Day’s Journey into Night. Surely there is 
pretension in having the beknickered 15-year-old 
chronicler of small-scale family tragedy and quasi- 
incestuous lust named for America’s premier playwright 
and having him dictate, as O’Neill did, that his most 
personal work be kept under lock and key for some 
decades after his death. Be that as it may, Brighton Beach 
Memoirs is closer to Ah, Wilderness! (Simon might have 
called it Oh, Neil!). Like that uncharacteristically 
winsome comedy, this Simon family portrait is etched in 
memory and sentiment, then airbrushed like a Playboy 
centerfold — something Eugene Morris Jerome would 
sell his soul to set his eyes on, a transaction that would 
give Simon the opportunity to rewrite Faust with jokes. 

Life in the cranny between the Depression and World 
War II, as Simon paints it, may not be easy, but it is 
idyllic: a time for eating ice cream from the corner store, 
even if the delicacy cannot be afforded every day. On the 
other hand, not everyone in the Simon clan gets his just 
desert. The playwright’s father was actually more like 
the one in Tennessee Williams’s The Glass Menagerie, 
who fell in love with long distance; here he is stalwart 
Jack Jerome, who combines the bearish fatigue of Lee J. 
Cobb’s Willy Loman with the paternal omniscience of 
Robert Young's Jim Anderson. Wife Kate is a drawn, 
aproned package of Jewish-motherly illogic and fierce 
care. Brother Stanley is, despite his lapses, a “good son”; 
Eugene, with his fickle dreams of becoming a New York 
Yankee, a writer or a frequent observer of naked girls, is 
a “good kid.”’ Even the live-in relatives, widowed Aunt 
Blanche (who is going blind, though not for the same 
reason Eugene is) and the distaff cousins, Nora and 
sickly Laurie, are upstanding if down on their luck. This 
is not the kind of family that haunts you, like O’Neill’s or 
Williams's; it’s a clan you can carry around like a warm 
blanket. 

Obviously Simon wishes to stretch his talent beyond 
the gag-ridden, formulaic comedies upon which his 
stage-and-screen empire is built. In Brighton Beach, the 
comedy, warmer than joky, is interlaid with small, 
rattling crises: a week’s salary lost playing poker; a 
minor paternal heart attack: a dream of Broadway 
stardom quashed; an eagerly awaited (albeit Irish) 
gentleman caller's evaporation; the imminent dropping 
of Polish relatives from Hitler’s grasp into the already- 
crowded melting pot. Long-simmering resentment 
between mother Kate and Aunt Blanche is allowed to

the sort of auditory hallucinations that Catherine, 

the heroine of Standing on My Knees, sardonically 
calls her “‘celestial choir’ — is difficult to imagine for 
those of us who've never been in two spaces at once. 
Which makes it a dubious basis for drama, too easy and 
vet inaccessible. All the playwright need do is assail the 
character with a soundtrack of sinister voices, then have 
her behave strangely (withdrawn, hostile, what have 
you) and we're forced to conclude that she’s mentally ill. 
But the particulars of such an illness, if they could be 
presented, wouldn’t tell us anything about its cause: 
they'd necessarily seem arbitrary and bizarre, and 
therefore pointless on stage unless they were the 


Gq chizophrenia — a condition often accompanied by 


dramatic focus. 

For author John Olive, however, the topic is not 
Catherine’s disease but her struggle against it, her effort 
to return to a “normal, productive” life. So the specifics 
of her life must interest us — but they don’t. She’s a 
young poet of modest achievement (two books pub- 


lished) and great promise, at least according to her friend 
and publisher, Alice, on whose opinion we depend since 
we never get to hear any of the “good” (pre-breakdown) 
stuff ourselves. To the naked eye, Catherine exhibits 
merely the stereotypical poet’s genteel poverty: she 
Wears sweaters and jeans, lives in a cold apartment, sips 
wine from the bottle, and plays John Cage on her KLH. 
A Bennington student’s daydream. The oddest thing 
about her is that she claims to know nothing about 
Gertrude Stein. 

We first meet Catherine just after her release from a 
three-month hospitalization. Bolstered by Alice’s en- 
couragement, regular visits to a psychiatrist, and a daily 
hit of Thorazine (“God's gift to the gifted’), she 
tentatively re-enters society. At Nucleo Eclettico her 
apartment dominates the set, with smaller areas on the 
periphery representing other locales — shrink’s office, 
restaurant, outdoors, etc. This cellular arrangement 
affords a dramaturgical flexibility that Olive deftly 
exploits, making the whole play seem to take place in 
Catherine’s mind — for instance, by having Catherine 
pull on her coat and depart simultaneously from the 
doctor's office and from a party, as if the scenes were 
mentally intertwined. At the shrink’s, she confronts her 
own isolation; at the party she meets Robert, a 
stockbroker who manages to thaw her icy reserve. 

Ironically, three-piece-suited, middlebrow Robert 
utters most of the play’s few clever lines. Returning from

a concert of 20th-century music, he quips, “My favorite 
part was when they scraped the chair across the stage,” 
and later, “I might have gone through life never 
knowing cellos could sound like that.’’ His unaffected- 
ness appeals and he and Catherine become lovers. But 
their intimacy remains, along with the rest of the story, 
schematic. Olive merely sketches the moves without 
fleshing them out, and Jane Cook and Mark Rogers, 
though producing sensitive, appropriately pitched read- 
ings, never show the familiarity of a real couple. 
Catherine’s condition deteriorates through the second 
act to the beat of a tedious litany: she prattles about 
being ‘dangerous poison” while her friends harp on her 
writing. Her new poetry is “awful,” she thinks; but at 
least she’s working, they retort. “The poetry makes me 
crazy,” she cries from that Bennington daydream, “but 
oh God, I want it back — clouds squealing crazy 
wonderful music.” Trouble is, the salutary Thorazine 
congeals the creative juices, so she faces a cruel choice: 
poetic madness or prosaic sanity. The dilemma is so pat 
and the script so trite that it’s hardly surprising when she 
opts out at the end — our first evidence of her literary 
discrimination. j 
It’s a pity that so much fine acting has been lavished 
on a play that yields so little insight into its subject. 
Rogers, with his Cliff Robertson good looks, downtown 
stiffness, and well-timed hesitancies, makes Robert a 
man endearingly out of his element. Karen Krueger's 
Alice blends professional abrasiveness with personal 
tenderness. And Cook’s Catherine, whose rapid shifts of 
mood set off subtle vocal modulations tinging sarcasm 
with despair, is convincingly obsessive and unstable — 
yet her plight evokes little sympathy. Standing’s 
purpose remains as opaque as its heroine’s psychological 
condition.

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The romance of realism 


Eight essays in search of an avant-garde 


by Kenneth Baker 


here has been much debate in the 
art world over whether a phase of 
sensibility called ‘‘post- 
modernism” has set in and how we 
might know. Those who say it has cite 
the recent upsurge of painting that 
disdains the definitive modernist myth: 
the notion that art can improve the world 
by being “advanced,” or tellingly ahead 
of its time. This is the myth of the avant- 
garde, that among living artists there are 
always a few pioneers of sensibility 
whose works can condition our adjust- 
ment to accelerating change, the in- 
escapable experience of modern life. 
Sometimes these aesthetic avatars know 
themselves for what they are — 
Duchamp and Pollock, for example. And 
sometimes they don't: think of Giorgio 
Morandi or Jasper Johns. As pessimistic 
as many 20th-century artists have been 
about history, the baby step of hindsight 
we have on their works is enough to 
make them seem optimistic alongside 
bad-boy eclectics like Julian Schnabel, 
Robert Longo, and David Salle. The 
vorks of these newcomers, who have as 
much reverence tor art history as a 
computer has for its memory, make no 
pretense of improving anything, except 
perhaps the financial status of the artists 
themselves. The new art works not upon 
the soul of the viewer, as much mod 
ernist painting purported to do, but upon 
the nerve endings and-the receptors of 
celebrity consciousness. The idea of the 
future the new art implies is that of a 
short, hot career, with burnout just ahead 
of nuclear winter, rather than a livable 
collective life through radicalized per- 
ception, which was always the tacit 
promise of modernist art. It’s as if the 
future itself had become inconceivable to 
many artists except as the projection of 
personal ambition. 
Plainly there have been broad changes 
in the kinds of contemporary art that get 
all the attention. But do those changes 


signify more than a shift in the ways art is 
marketed and talked about?Are changes 
in marketing and discourse all it takes to 
consolidate the transition to a “post- 
modern” condition of the visual arts? 
Does the currency of a term like “post- 
modernism” help to bring into being 
something the word can seem properly 
to designate? Or is thinking in “ism” 
terms itself a modernist habit we will 
have to shed before we can see clearly 
what's changing and what’s ongoing in 
the visual culture of our own day? 

Most art historians will dismiss such 
questions faster than an Oxford 
philosopher can geld a metaphysical 
remark. They have a kind of gnostic 
attitude toward contemporary art, as if 
art proved its authenticity only by 
surviving the world that produces it and 
came into focus only with hindsight. You 
can count on one hand the art historians 
who have tried to render their concepts 
and nomenclature flexible enough to be 
of use in understanding the visual arts 
today. But now vou will have to add to 
their number Charles Rosen and Henri 
Zerner. Rosen is an acclaimed pianist and 
writer on music Zerner is curator of 
prints and professor of art history at 
Harvard's Fogg Museum. Their new 
book, Romanticism and Realism: The 
Mythology of 19th-Century Art (Viking 
Press, 244 pages, $22.50), is a bracing, 
though sketchy, series of studies in the 
history of ideas and events that lie 
behind any coherent talk of “mod- 
ernism” and what might come after. The 
point of the studies is not to define such 
keywords as “Realism,” ‘““Romanticism,” 
and “avant-garde” but to restore to them 
some of the intellectual texture worn 
away by rote usage. The authors want us 
to be able to think with these concepts, 
not to evade thinking by means of them 
— which is all that simple definitions 
permit. Without thinking historically, 
you just cannot go very deeply into the 


visual art of our time 

Can the term “avant-garde” still be 
applied to contemporary artists, or have 
changes in the historical context reduced 
it to a promotional buzzword? Rosen and 
Zerner do not attempt to answer this 
question directly, but they work hard to 
show that “avant-garde” is a necessary 
term for thinking about the rise of 
modernism, because it was part of the 
thinking of 19th-century artists and their 
public. ‘The avant-garde is not simply a 
construction imposed post facto on an 
earlier reality,” the authors explain, “it 
was already constructed and embedded 
in that reality. It was believed in by artists 
and the public and helped to form the 
development of art, for better or worse. 
The avant-garde artist is a central Ro- 
mantic hero, and the public of the 1820s 
and the 1870s expected of him the same 
excesses and much the same scandals as 
did the public of the 1920s. In fact, the 
impossibility of rigidly defining the 
avant-garde is just what makes it useful: 
it is a mobile concept, which can be 
continually reshaped as we learn more 
about the period it covers 

Their defense of the “avant-garde” asa 
historical reality has a definite polemical 
purpose: they are combatting a brand of 
art-historical revisionism they see as 
motivated by their colleagues’ hostility to 
modernism. “The historians who deplore 
modernism (and their name is, if not 
legion, at least platoon or squadron) have 
lately tried another strategy. They now 
claim that the simplistic division of 19th- 
century art into ‘avant-garde’ and ‘of 
ficial’ is untenable, that the avant-garde 
itself was incoherent and inconsistent, 
and that the so-called modern tradition 
has no continuity.” What Rosen and 
Zerner do not explain is why so many art 
historians continue to disdain mod-’ 
ernism. 

The revisionist effort has taken the 
form of major museum shows “‘rehabili- 


tating’ 19th-century French academic 
painters, such as Bouguereau and 
Meisonnier, who were hugely popular in 
their day but were subsequently deni 
grated by modernist standards derived 
from the Manet, Cézanne 
Gauguin, and other avant-gardists. The 
authors show that the rehabilitation 
turns on ‘‘a confusion between ‘realistic 
and ‘Realist’ ” art. Again they make their 
point by a thorough discussion of the 
meaning Realism had to its 19th-century 
practitioners in literature and painting. 
By “Realism,” painters from Courbet and 
Manet to the Impressionists meant a 
“liberation from rhetoric the ideal- 
izing formulas for pathos, the whole 
repertory of poses and gestures that the 
Renaissance artists derived from classical! 


work of 


_Statuary and reliefs, and invented in new 


forms.” The works of the “official” 
French artists — those who won govern- 
ment support — certainly qualify as 
“realistic’’ representations, but their use 
of highly theatrical and mythified sub- 
jects disqualifies them as “Realist.” “The 
great achievement of the Realist school 
in painting,’ say Rosen and Zerner, “was 
the acceptance of trivial, banal material 
and the refusal to ennoble it, idealize it, 
or even make it picturesque.” But what's 
most interesting to us is that Realism in 
this 19th-century sense paved the way 
for modernist painting. “If contemporary 
life was to be represented with its 
banality, ugliness, and mediocrity un- 
distorted, unromanticized, then the 
aesthetic interest had to be shifted from 
the objects represented to the means of 
representation. This is the justification of 
the indissoluble tie of mid-nineteenth 
century Realism to art for art's sake; and 
although it is sometimes seen as an odd 
contradiction in Realism, it is in fact the 
condition of its existence.” It was the shift 
in emphasis trom matter to 
medium that was a key step in the 

development of abstract painting 
Because it’s a collection of essays on 
related subjects, Romanticism and Re 
alism makes choppy reading at times; it 
could have used some editorial 
smoothing. The authors’ one unfortunate 
literary habit — which reflects the origin 
of several of the pieces in book and 
exhibition reviews — is their suddenly 
turning aside to remonstrate with some 
reactionary art historian or curator. But 
these are quibbles given how much more 
accessible and _ philosophically de-

This Donald became 
Disney’s answer to the advent of super- 
hero adventure comics; this Donald and 
his duck nephews — Huey, Dewey, and

A matter of time 


by Lloyd Schwartz 


enjamin Zander has never been 

known for sluggish tempos or 

languid rhythms. His _per- 
formances with the Boston Philharmonic 
last year (at Symphony and Carnegie 
Halls) of the Beethoven Ninth, with their 
attempted approximations of 
Beethoven's racing metronome markings 
(long thought unreasonably and un- 
playably fast), have served to underline 
his reputation for a Toscanini-like energy 
and driving speed as opposed to a 
Klemperer-like spaciousness and gran 
deur. Sometimes this emphasis on struc- 
ture, on formal and dramatic shapeliness, 
has been thought to be at the expense of 
textural openness or clarity; but his best 


performances — like Toscanini’s and 
Klemperer’s — have embraced. both 
qualities. 

Zanders triumphant Beethoven 


Pastorale at ‘this  season’s final 
Philharmonic concert (May 4) was a 
refreshingly lean but buoyant enterprise 
No overweight peasants lolling about 
this picnic. The delicacy and lilt of the 
best playing (such as Chris Krueger's 
eloquently fluting bird in the “Scene at 
the Brook”) precluded any accusation 
that not enough care had been taken, 
that one was merely rushed 
through the countryside. Although the 
development section of the first move 
ment seemed like traveling music (the 
hills and valleys seen through the 
windows of a passing streamliner), the 
observant passenger could make out 
every tree, every leaf. The emotional 
payload was the “Shepherd Hymn” at 
the end. Rarely has the touching sweet- 
ness of this passage been expressed with 
such flowing, songful simplicity. After 
the hilarity and the storm, Zander seems 
to be saying, come peace, calm, rest — 
welcome and deserved. And all at almost 
exactly Beethoven's specified tempos. 

In less central repertory — _ like 


being 


Vaughan Williams’s The Lark Ascending 
or Britten’s Our Hunting Fathers (his 
precocious, disturbing first large-scale 
orchestral/vocal work, from 1936, with 
texts by, or chosen by, W.H. Auden), the 
two selections that rounded out the 
program of “nature” pieces that the 
Pastorale concluded — Zander’s tempos 
are quite unexperimental, tight but long- 
breathed where appropriate (as in the 
section of the Britten depicting 
Messalina’s lament for a pet monkey, 
which ends with a bluesy ululation on 
the alto sax). But in the musical main- 
stream, especially Mahler, Zander has 
clearly been exploring the very issue of 
motion — how music can sometimes 
have a slower pulse when the actual 
speed is increased, as his skillful use of 
rubato proved in the Adagio of his 
Mahler Fifth. It’s a_ risky business, 
however, and doesn’t always work. And 
even when it does, the price might be 
high. 

The most moving concert performance 
I've heard of the Mahler Fourth Sym 
phony was Zander’s, nine years ago, with 
the Civic Symphony. The slow move 
ment was “like a great ring of pure and 
endless light,” timeless and weightless in 
its immobility, the Mahlerian equivalent 
of eternity. In his latest performance of 
the piece, with his astenishing New 
England Conservatory Youth Chamber 
Orchestra (April 15), in a fund-raising 
event for the YCO’s approaching tour of 
Poland and Austria (the cheek of bring 
ing Mahler to Vienna!), Zander was more 
interested in motion than in timeless 
suspension. The brisk tempos of the last 
movement, with abrupt speedings-up 
between the verses of the song (delivered 
with touching innocence and nostalgia 
— just right — by soprano Cheryl Cobb), 
were apparently based on a piano roll 
made by Mahler himself and are rather 
close to Bruno Walter’s in his great 


recording with the New _ York 
Philharmonic. 

As with the Pastorale, the enlivening 
detail delicacy of rubato, flexibility of 
accent, expansiveness of dynamic range 
— and superb playing (let’s single out 
concertmistress Lydia Forbes and her 
two, separately tuned, magic violins, the 
impressive work in the horn section, and 
the heartrending oboe in the third 
movement) all added up to a_ per 
formance that, if less intense than what 
Zander achieved in 1975, still surpassed 
anything I’ve heard since. One technical 
decision contributed to the clarity and 
wit of this performance. Re-creating the 
practice of Mahler's time, Zander placed 
the first violins, cellos, and basses stage 
right and the second violins and violas 
stage left. In dialogues between the two 
violin sections one could really hear two 
independent voices. 


Combining energy and grandeur 


Zander’s Mahler performances are 
among my most treasured musical ex 
periences. After hearing his First, Second 
Fourth, Fifth, and Ninth, | was expecting 
similar revelations from his latest, the 
grim Sixth (March 2 and 4) 
Mahler’s most technically demanding 
symphony.

Esquirita! (Capitol) 

The obscure R&B shouter and piano pounder called Esquirita was typecast during 
his brief heyday in the late ‘50s as a minor Little Richard imitator. However, fans of 
campiness in early rock and roll loved his ludicrous rhinestone shades and his 
mountainous teased pompadour (more like a processed bee-hive), which dwarfed 
Richard's. Esquirita’s few poor-selling LPs were treasured by offbeat-item collectors. 
Other fans became curious: perhaps Esquirita's gimmicks had obscured his more 
subtle gifts. Esquirita!, back after more than 20 years in cutout limbo, settles all 
questions. Yes, ‘‘Hey, Miss Lucy,’’ ‘Get Back Baby,” ‘I'm Battie Hattie,’ and others 
are blatant Richard cops. But these are far inferior — though he incessantly affects 
Richard's falsetto whoop, Esquirita lacks all other verbal mania. Moreover, this is not 
a forgotten rebel-pop firecracker. The gruesome treatment of Buddy Hoily’s song 
title ‘Maybe Baby” confirms that. But Esquirita mimics other R&B piano men 
superbly: Ray Charles, Jerry Lee Lewis, and Fats Domino. Esquirita! is more a

to be originals. “Doesn't this remind 

vou/Of these things we've done before,” 
lead singer Richard Butler rasped on their last 
album, not even bothering to add a rhetorical 
question mark. Yet after reviving the Velvet 
Underground on their first LP, Roxy Music on 
their second, and the Beatles on their third, the 
Furs still manage to startle when, on the first cut 
(and initial single) of their fourth album, Mirror 
Moves (Columbia), they exhume, of all people, the 
Association. The rest of the album reverts to Roxy, 
and the trumpet flourishes (or synthesized 
equivalents thereof) on “Like a Stranger” recall 
“Penny Lane,” but the wispy romanticism and 
billowing, vocal harmonies of that opening track, 
“The Ghost in You,” unmistakably echo 
“Cherish,” “Never My Love” and ‘Everything 
That Touches You.” : 

The Association’s sentimental pop is a far cry 
from Johnny Rotten’s cockney croak, which Butler 
emulated at the dutset of his career; still, over the 
course of four albums Butler has gradually filed 
most of the jagged edges off not only his voice but 
also his vision. The terminal gloom of 1980's The 
Psvchedelic Furs gave way a year later to the more 
open-ended skepticism of Talk Talk Talk. In 1982, 
on Forever Now, Butler rejected ‘knee-jerk 
negativity,” but Todd Rundgren’s overbearing 
production eclipsed the change of heart. On 
Mirror Moves, Butler comes out of the closet and 
confesses with scarcely a glint of irony, “There's a 
song on the air with a ‘love-you’ line/And a face in 
the glass and it looks like mine.” Is this evolution, 
devolution, or simply a calculated leap from one 
bandwagon to another? (Surely, there’s a disserta- 
tion to be written about British pop music’s recent 
rediscovery of love.) | suspect Butler can’t decide, 
and that this is why he sings “The Ghost in You” 
with such unaccustomed tenderness, as if he were 
tiptoeing for fear of dispelling the song’s delicate 
daydream. 

No other song on Mirror Moves approaches the 
reedy charm of “Ghost,” though Butler sings with 
a newfound sensitivity and sympathy. He’s lost 
his sneer, but he also seems to have lost his band 
and his sense of direction. Originally a sextet, the 
Furs have been reduced to Butlér, his brother Tim 
on bass, and John Ashton on guitars. The

drummer on most of Mirror Moves is producer 
Keith Forsey, who contributed lyrics to three songs 
on the Flashdance soundtrack. (Flashdance and 
the Furs — now there's a jarring juxtaposition.) 
Forsey brooks less nonsense than Rundgren,

whose obtrusive borrowings from the late Beatles 
sounded more like early ELO, but he doesn’t 
overcome Butler’s tendency, when in doubt, to fall 
back on Bryan Ferry. The martial beat and 
misterioso sound effects of several songs recall 
middle-period Roxy Music; the stately progress 
and layered synthesizers of “High Wire Days” 
mimic the more recent Avalon. 

“Heartbeat,” with its chattering horns, is manic 
urban boogie; “Alice’s House,” with its demented 
Twilight Zone piano, struts its right stuff to a 
smartly rocking beat. But Mirror Moves lacks the 
musical punch of Talk Talk Talk (which Steve 
Lillywhite produced), and. also its thematic 
coherence. That LP took a hard, cold look at the 
words of love and found them to be lies: it wasn’t 
love itself that Butler indicted so much as the 
dishonest or deluded ways that people and pop 
songs talk, talk, talk about it. 

The focus of Mirror Moves isn’t nearly so sharp. 
If Butler's best songs have frequently been 
ambiguous, that ambiguity has attested to his 
conflicting feelings — desire and distrust, for 
example. There is an enigmatic quality to many of 
the lyrics on the new album, however, that is 
evasive rather than expressive. What some of 
these songs are about is anybody’s guess, and 
Butler concludes Mirror Moves with a murky 
chorus suggesting it doesn’t matter, anyway. “Get 
smart, get scared,” the voices seem to be saying, 
and then, reflecting on the Furs’ blurred vision, 
“Get lost, who cares?” 4

Funky with Me” and “Dance with Me,” 
vocals were commonly reduced to support status, 
but the singers still retained the dominating solo 
inflections of a now irrelevant soul-music past. 
Brown changed this, purging his voice with studio 
chroming, replacing substance with shine, dis- 
sipating his voice as if it were a jazz-fusion flute 
evading all issues; in his disco, voices were 
movements in a music he saw as being all.moves, 
moves, moves. Which is not to say that he lacked 
emotion: his style conveyed extreme modesty, his 
voice all but blushed, phrasing his shyness 
(notwithstanding the disco idea that ‘‘there’s no 
such word as being ashamed”) about dancing such 
blatant rhythms as disco. As the Beatles held out 
their hand to those they loved, so Brown asked 
dancers to hold out their hand to him, as he tried 
to handle all these moves, moves, moves. To 
prove further his lack of ego, he wrote his dance 
rhythms in the lowest-intensity musical idioms, 
from fusion to arena rock to jump-disco breaks: 
his hits were open invitations to all the world, and 
not just the initiates who had spawned disco in 
complex DJ mixes and hip segues of intricately 
played imports. Brown also perfected for disco its 
lvric approach, its teasing and small talk. In 
“Dance with Me” he invited both ladies and 
gentlemen not to proclaim bisexuality but to be of 
equal service, and in “Do Ya Wanna Get Funky 
with Me” he broke his probing tease lines on the 
blades of stop-rhythms snapped from pop clichés 
chosen for their harmlessness. 

In Brown's music the more blatant the rhythms, 
the warmer and more intimate his small talk, and 
in “They Only Come out at Night’ (CBS 
maxisingle), his first number one since the disco 
years, the music is as rhythmically strident as 
possible so that his lyrics can be as inviting (and 
even comforting) as possible. The rhythm comes 
at dancers in huge, high-voltage waves of studio 
cellos, crescendos breaking down on guitarlike 
crosscurrents, and as the endless rolls of cold 
electrodance go on Brown's equally electronic 
vocals break through to console. ‘Believe me 
when I tell you I understand,” he says, and you 
know that he does; the body is easy to give, but 
the soul is hard even to offer: “Children of the city, 
time to come on out and play, tomorrow is another 
day for you-to be lonely.”” Brown abstracts the vast 
humming tremor of the city (his rhythms re- 
verberate like Manhattan traffic heard from a high 
hotel-room window) to tame it and explain it, but 
though he calls on dancers to use the music, he’s 
on the dancers’ side, not the music’s. Irt the most 
chroméd voice he’s yet used — as if he weren't 
part of the rhythm at all, but rather its victim — he 
warns dancers (“You've got a lot to give, and 
there’s a lot of takers’’) even as he encourages 
them (‘Follow me, I'll show you another way to 
love’). He knows that their hearts, like his, are “in 
the closet’; and when he tells them so, in that 
unmistakable victim voice, he proves his empathy. 
He sings that they are “afraid of the light, isn’t it a 
pity” as if he wanted to play acoustic, personal 
music, as if the “electric music” he boasts about 
were a curse, not a joy. And his waves of 
fantasized, electronic cellos move through their 
tremors, more traffic than terrific, faking it 
grandly, trampling the small inserted breaks as if 
these were vulnerable egos.

pringsteen has always defied the conventional wisdom 

of his record corporation's strategists, and he's never 

come out a fool. But this time around, his legendary 
perfectionism in the studio has played into one of the hottest 
new marketing plovs. CBS can rest assured that fans wont 
forget about Springsteen between albums, no mattef how 
long it takes (and Born in the U.S.A, took two years, if you're 
counting from Nebraska, or nearly four, if you count back to 
his last release with the E Street Band). Expectations 
notwithstanding, publicity was seant about when his latest 
would arrive. After it passed his final, scrupulous inspections, 
the Springsteen blitz — or rather, the Springsteen striptease 
— began. On May 1, CBS allowed its representatives their 
first glimpse of album graphics, ad layouts, and hype 
sundries like T-shirts and MTV spots. Then, according to 
Billboard, New York radio stations WNEW-FM and WHTZ 
Dancing in the Dark,” two days 
before its scheduled release on May 7; they were promptly 
slapped with cease-and-desist telegrams from CBS and 
Springsteen's manager, Jon Landau. The stations ceased and 
desisted without a whimper. Likewise, four renegade radio 
outfits that played the album in advance were legally ordered 


I here were no advance tapes or presssings. Any reviewer, 
program director, common fan, or anarchist infiltrator who 
heard Born in the U.S.A. before its official release date of June 
4 was a filthy beotleg snatcher. Well, not quite any reviewer. 
The New York Times and USA Today ran early pieces. CBS

told the Phoenix there was only one way to hear the album in 
advance — a critic was welcome to hop down to its 
Manhattan headquarters and listen to a cassette there. With a 
national tour in the offing (beginning late in July and 
reaching Boston late in August), the push for the record built 
in a crescendo of calculation last week. On June 4, the 
Strawberries in the Back Bay was selling about three copies of

promotional campaign this side of the Jacksons’ could 
officially be declared a success. 

Obviously, the goal was to spark frenzied sales to fans who 
had not heard a note from anything but the single, or even 
read a word about the rest of the record. What's the matter 
with the frenzied sales that were sure to happen anyway? 
True, Springsteen has been plagued for years by leaked tapes 
and premature airing of rough mixes, but this embargo on a 
finished aJbum smacked of coarse manipulation and rigging 
the verdict. Such maneuvering is nothing new for a major 
record company (except for its efficiency), but it is a departure 
for Springsteen, who has been acutely aware of how his work 
is presented to the public, what it’s associated with, how it’s 
perceived. Maybe he thinks the embargo enforced a kind of 
democracy — guaranteeing every retailer, radio station, and 
listener an equal chance to claim credit for hustling Born in 
the U.S.A. to the top of the charts; in any case, it’s made him

with the E Street Band (like the un- 
recorded “If | Was the Priest’’), he had 
dabbled in fantasy and free-association 
fables. The difference was'that his vivid 
narratives never unreal, and he 
never resorted to dreams anyone 
couldn’t act out. What initially made him 
sound reactionary, or buried in a pre- 
Beatles time capsule, was his refusal to 
take up with the proto-punk opposition. 
Granted, Born To Run sent a tremor 
through West Coast soft-rockers and 
warned that several hundred thousand 
pop fans were spoiling for an old- 
fashioned rumbie, but at bottom the 
record proved that the avant-garde of 
rock and roll was out of the hands of 
extremists. 

Springsteen's retrenchment has never 
meant regression or reduction; only his 
pitiful imitators believe that. But it has 
produced fans with a low tolerance for 
experiment; just listen to the complaints 
that ‘Dancing in the Dark,” dominated 
by a cruising synthesizer figure, is a 
wimpy concession to electropop. The 
detractors are exemplary 
modern hit: no doubt Springsteen will 
always have trouble trimming his lyrics 
to fit his melodies, but on ‘Dancing in 
the Dark” he comes even closer than he 
did with “Hungry Heart” and “Johnny 
99." Apart from its anomalous elec 
tronics, this is the first Springsteen 
number that empathizes with a non- 
working-class hero (he’s cooped up ina 
ratty flat while struggling to write a 
book). Significantly, the Boss pins down 
sharper character insights here than 
those he gives to the persecuted road 
crew worker who becomes a chain-gang 
convict in “Working on the Highway,” or 
the righteously peeved boyfriend 
spurned in “I’m Going Down.” The road 
laborer is too glibly cheerful, the romeo 
too glibly bitter. The “Dancing in the 
Dark” novelist, on the other hand, 
cheerfully mocks his bitterness (“I check 
my look in the mirror/I wanna change 
my clothes, my hair, my face’). He also 
delivers a savvy quip that could enlight- 
en many characters in Born in the U.S.A.: 
“You can’t start a fire worrying about 
your/Little world falling apart.” 

Little worlds fall apart over and over 
on this album, the way they do when you 
get a little older and head out into the big, 
cruel world. Springsteen’s compulsive 
populist storytelling lost its childish 
prattling on Born To Run, dropped its 
callow swagger on Darkness on the Edge 
of Town, and cut away its apolitical 
romanticism on The River and Nebraska. 
This time around, half the songs on Born 
in the U.S.A. — the title cut, “Cover Me,” 
“I’m on Fire,” “No Surrender,” ‘Bobby 
Jean,” “Glory Days,” and “My Home- 
town” — speak for undeniable grownups 
who are still threatened, in various 
degrees, by growing old. The resignation

cheated: Vietnam veterans. Crashing 
chords and monstrous drumbeats launch 
this song, and from the first verse it’s 
neither apology nor leftist critique. ‘Born 
down in a dead man’s town” kisses off 
our pieties about history; “You spend 
half your life just covering up” adds our 
sense of inadequacy. The ugliness of this 
present situation comes across in a rush 
as the protagonist is forced to choose 
between the Army or jail after he ‘got 
into a little hometown jam.” (This verse 
includes the lines that may prevent timid 
radio from making the song a number 
one single: ‘‘Sent me off to a foreign land 
to go and kill the man.) He 
returns to a menial job, his drafted 
brother is killed, the singer lives on in the 
shadow of the local penitentiary Ten 
vears burning down the road/Nowhere 
to run.” Roaring that he has nothing to

“My Hometown” embodies the reflect 
ive Bruce Springsteen, a thoroughgoing 
American small-towner in an increasing- 
ly haughty nation, celebrating his humble 
origins without holding any _ illusions 
about them._The song sticks with an 
understated acoustic-guitar-and-bass ar 
rangement reminiscent of Nebraska, but 
the singer could be the vet's slightly older 
double.

The speed of Zander’s performance 
contributed here to the playing-down of 
the moving personal detail that has made 
his other Mahler performances so ex 
traordinary. The forced pace of the 
opening march seemed more militaristic 
than like anything so innerly threatening 
as the inexorable tread of fate. The 
second theme — the famous “Alma” love 
music — is not (let’s face it) one of 
Mahler's greatest inspirations. Taken at 
the usual fast clip its ecstasy sounds 
cheap, Hollywood. On the Barbirolli 
recording, following a very deliberate 
march (the tread of fate?) and a slower, 
more mysteriously poignant chorale, the 
love theme has the broader sweep of 
convincing passion. Again, in the last 
movement, which included the con- 
troversial third hammer blow deleted by 
the composer (the metal pipe slammed 
against a wooden timpani crate had the 
right deadness but the wrong thinness), 
Mahler’s personal forebodings of doom 
seemed to get lost in the more ex- 
troverted excitement. 

At his two Boston performances, 
Zander took up the question of the order 
of the middle movements in a useful 
way. At Jordan Hall, he played the slow 
movement before the Scherzo, the way 
Mahler himself conducted it. At Sanders 
Theater, he followed the Scherzo with 
the Andante, the order of Mahler's 
original conception (and the order in the 
International Mahler Society score). | 
have little doubt that Mahler was right 
the first time — the disturbing calm of 
the pastoral interlude needs to come just 
before the end, not just after the 
beginning. That must be one of the 
reasons that the latter performance had 
more cohesion. I know that some 
Zanderites thought this his greatest 
achievement. It was undeniably a stirring 
event. But I suspect that what makes the 
Mahler Sixth great in spite of its flaws are 
the same qualities that make the other 
symphonies great: the harrowing, even 
neurotic, personal vision and the intense 


ly personal methodology of conveying it. 
Zander is the last conductor in the world 
I'd expect to minimize these elements. 
That may be why this Sixth didn’t sound 
like the best Zander Mahler. \ 

The question of tempos came up again 
in Zander’s most recent concert, Mozart's 
34th Symphony and the great, un 
finished C-minor Mass with the Béston 
Classical Orchestra (May 17). The middle 
movement of the symphony, marked 
Andante di molto, has always seemed 
richest at a very slow tempo, the tempo 
of Beecham’s hypnotic early recording 
with the Royal Philharmonic. Zander’s 
early performance with the Civic Sym- 
phony (on the same bill as his Mahler 
Fourth) worked well at a brisk pace — 
like coloratura aria. At Faneuil Hall, it 
seemed simply rushed, with any trace of 
elegance undermined by the problematic 
intonation and ragged ensemble work of 
the small violin section (the rest of the 
orchestra has an impressive array of 
familiar freelancers). The faster outer 
movements had plenty of character, but 
the symphony lacked a singing center. 

The Mass was more satisfying, its 
spiritual issues intensified by the grip 
ping intensity and swing of Zander’s 
attack. Faneuil Hall is too cramped and 
reverberant for a large choral work — the 
Chorus pro Musica’s plummy sound and

the Cecilia Society in 1977. Mozart's 
audience might have been shocked. This 
one said, “Amen!”

Ashbury pad.) And when he’s on stage, 
Conolly controls the vocal room. Head- 
lining at the Rat recently, the band 
swung into a pogo-panic cover of the 
Human Beinz “Nobody” and_ then 
segued into Dale Hawkins’s bump-and- 
blues oldie, “Suzy Q”; Conolly’s voice 
dropped into a sexy-lazy guttural growl, 
and his band ground down to his grind. 
A cherubic blond, Conolly directs his 
outfit by turning infrequently to each 
member (in one memorable instance at 
the Rat he used his free hand and a scowl 
to signal his drummer to pump it up); and 
God save the man who misses his beat — 
the “Mono” in his name probably stands 
for single-mindedness. He may resemble 
R.E.M.’s Michael Stipe — but he’s far 
steelier — imagine Stipe with fangs. 
And claws, as in the band’s raving “I’m 
Tellin’ You Girl,’” which pinches its riff 
from the Kinks’ ‘“You Really Got Me,” 
except that the accent is on the second 
beat instead of the third. This is a kiss- 
off, and a nasty one; Conolly ‘sees the 
light’’ about his girl after she slips him 
some pills, and his voice is fragmented 
with rage, like an American flag left to 
tatter and flap in the winter wind. 
Murphy’s percussion is all lather-and- 
spit, and Conolly plays the kind of 
churchy organ swoons that reached their 
apex in acid rock. Sounding as worldly 
wise as Grand Funk Railroad, he warns 
us that ““Aaww, mgonna find me another 
woman, hey’ between the verse, and 
Rick Harte’s production gives an angry 
echo to his words. There’s some unex- 
pected humility, too: next time she better 
be careful because he ‘could be hurt.” 
But even this crocodile can shed real tears 
in the agonized ‘Not like the Other

Trek 
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ing Spock’s cadaver on the 
Genesis Planet. For those of 
you who may have missed the 
last episode, the Genesis Planet is 
a formerly barren moon. that 
sprang to life when attacked with 
a Genesis Bomb (which had been 
developed by the Genesis Pro 
ject). Undergoing centuries of 
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development in only a few days 
or weeks, the planet had a 
miraculous power for bringing 
forth life, but now, an investigat- 
ing team learns, the planet is 
beginning to break up and ex- 
plode from overdevelopment. 

It sounds like a few cans of Star 
Trek film must have; landed 
there, be -ause the story line plays 
like some decadent metaphor for 
what's happened to Star Trek 
since it was canceled by NBC so 
many years ago. Reborn on the 
big screen, the adventures of the 
crew of the Starship Enterprise 
seem to be dissipating in a cloud 
of special-effects explosions. The 
TV show was a pop phenomenon 
— floating through a void, in a 
warren of cramped rooms, con- 
stantly. under attack from outside, 
the Enterprise’s crew recalled a 
Hawksian group of professionals 
exercising their crafts to stay 
alive, personal animosities 
subsumed in the common plight. 
Most of the show’s tensions arose 
not, as in too much TV sci-fi, from 
the dangers presented’ by 
monsters and_ intergalactic 
cataclysms, but from the 
dynamics of shipboard coopera 
tron 

[he whole idea of doing a 
monster-budget Star Trek was 
perverse in the first place, and it 
was condemned to failure when 


the blandly efficient Robert Wise 
was hired to direct the first film, 
which crashed under a cargo of 
superfluous special effects. Star 
Trek II reemphasized character, 
but the series was already run- 


ning out of steam, and here 
Nimoy presides over the flabbiest 
Star Trek yet. The only justifica- 
tion this movie offers up for its 
existence is the parade of familiar 
characters marching across the 
screen and taking bows just for 
reappearing. And the filmmakers 
have a rough time incorporating 
all these characters into the story; 
Nichelle Nichols’s Lieutenant 
Uhura has a big scene of some 90 
seconds before she makes her 
inexplicable exit. As the title 
suggests, the movie is one long 
tease: will Spock turn up or not? 
(Oh no, you're not finding out 
from me.) It’s a mechanism 
gussied up with laboratory frou- 
frou and designed to play on the 
expectations of undemanding 
fans. The aging cast goes through 
its characteristic paces and winks, 
and the audience is supposed to 
go home happy. 

Topping this corny 
hodgepodge is Nimoy’s stunning 
inadequacy as a director. Like 
Star Trek |, the film proceeds at 
an unbearably metronomic 
rhythm of close-up, close-up, 
close-up, close-up, special effect. 
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Many of the TV-show episodes 
were directed by Joseph Pevney, 
a lively, unpretentious action 
director from the ‘50s. And here, 
as in many other things, the 
producers could have looked 
back to the TV show. The Star 
Trek movies need his kind of 
talent a lot more than they do the 
author of “I Am Not Spock.” © 


America 
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and logistics that give most 
gangster movies their pulpy ap- 
peal. Neither does he make 
much of the fact that the 
members are all Jewish. Except 
for the occasional “schmuck” 
that comes tumbling out of James 
Woods’s mouth, it’s unclear 
whether their shared _ ethnic 
background is an immutable tie 
that binds (as it was with the 
Corleones) or merely an inconse- 


quential holdover from their 
youth. The result is an epic 
without an emotional center: 


we're supposed to be caught up 
on some level beyond the plot 
mechanics, but all that’s there to 
latch onto are Leone’s vague, 
abstract musings about the 
American Dream Gone Sour. 

As Max, James Woods gives a 
savvy, feral performance. He’s 
playing one of his borderline 
psychos, a guy who turns the 
smallest encounter into an ob- 
sessive power game, and Woods 
makes the character's single- 
minded pursuit of the big score 
both magnetic and creepy. Un- 
fortunately, Max is there to play 
foil to Noodles, and De Niro 
drifts through his role in a 
narcoleptic stupor. Why is it that 
when De Niro is working for a 
director other than Martin 
Scorsese, he turns into a walking 
eggplant? It must be that Scorsese 
capitalizes on De Niro’s cocky 
impenetrability — makes it the 
subject of his movies — whereas 
other filmmakers try to coax the 
actor toward soft-edged emotions 
he isn’t capable of expressing. 
Noodles is supposed to be a kind 
of underworld Hamlet, torn_be- 
tween his yearning for success 
and his inchoate feelings of guilt, 
but De Niro’s performance is just 
a series of émpty, mournful 
glances. In the last section of the 
movie, which picks up Noodles 
as an old man, he seems less an 
aging hood than a bland elder 
statesman — the Walter Mondale 
of the Lower East Side. 

Leone could get away with 
self-conscious mythologizing in 
the spaghetti Westerns, because 
the Western setting itself was 
the stuff of stylized folklore; all 
he had to do was let Clint 
Eastwood squint and smolder 
and photograph him from fancy 
camera angles, and he had 
himself a larger-than-life hero. In 
Once upon a Time in America, 
Leone is still leading his 
characters by a leash, only here, 
nestled inside the gritty complex- 
ities of the post-Godfather 
gangster genre, they seem 
smaller than life. It doesn’t matter 
how many hours long a movie is. 
If a director isn’t willing to nur- 
ture his narrative for its own dra- 
matic sake, he can tell the “story 
of America’ — and no one in the 
audience will bat an eye. O 


Ghost 
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sector as Ghostbusters Inc., 
complete with the year’s cutest 
ad logo: a ghost that resembles 
Casper’s pointy-headed cousin 
entrapped in a red “forbidden’ 
symbol. Before too long, 
they're developing nuclear- 
powered spook-snaring devices 
and storage units (the latter look 
like power plants for a Lionel 
train set). As per Stripes, Murray 
and company come up against 
petty bureaucratic restrictions 
and triumph. There’s even the 
same sort of victory montage as

in the earlier film, with our 
heroes enshrined like astronauts 
on the covers of major 
magazines. And just as in (you 
guessed it) Stripes, Ghostbusters’ 
second half, serves to demon- 
strate how far our boys can go to 
meet a worthy challenge: in this 
case, Babylonian superspooks in- 
stead of the Red Army. 

Lucky Murray: in Stripes he 
got to pursue P.J. Soles, and here 
he gets to woo Sigourney 
Weaver, who plays a symphony 
violinist with voluptuous comic 
style. After succumbing to 
Satanic visions in her Central 
Park West apartment, she pro- 


nounces names like “Gozer the * 


Destructor” with an_ effortless 
archness that high stylists like 
Maggie Smith might envy. 
Weaver is a dark-haired screen 
goddess, both elemental and ur- 
bane — Athena with an 
American Express card. You be- 
lieve that she induces men to lay 
down their arms and surrender. 
She’s gracious as well as comely: 
she handles Rick Moranis, who’s 
almost too perfect as a love-sick, 
neuter-voiced accountant, with 
out any grande dame fluster. 
(The film is goodhearted enough 
to arrange for Moranis to spend 
some time in Weaver's arms.) It’s 
too bad Weaver and Murray 
don’t have more screen time 
together, since their big love 
scene is a doozy a Saturday 
Night Live bedroom sketch for 
the Living Dead 

So far, so funny there’s 
nothing wrong with repeating 
the Stripes strategy for however 
long it works. But compared to its 
predecessor, Ghostbusters has a 
weak bench. Murray reyistered 
so strongly in the earlier film in 
part because there were sc many 
funny people around hitting their 
own comic line drives, including 
John Candy and joe Flaherty 
Here, cowriters Avkroyd and 
Ramis turn costars Aykroyd and 
Ramis into little Mur 
ray's batboys Ramis 
was insufferably smug in Stripes 
chortling over every laugh line, 
here he errs in the 
direction: he plays a brain as if he 
were a computer, letting out nary 
a spontaneous blip or bleep. (His 
supposed flirtation with Annie 
Potts, as the Ghostbusters’ secre-

tary, completely short-circuits.) 
Aykroyd is good only in spots, 
and then only with a monotone 
of .Rover Boy overenthusiasm. 
Murray's relationship with 
Aykroyd and Ramis is a$ one- 
sided as that of the Geek in 
Sixteen Candles with his pair of 
computer-nerd buddies. But 
Murray is the rare comic who 
doesn’t need any straight man 
(perhaps because his persona 
suggests the straight men of yore 
on magic mushrooms, with all 
their banked-up energy, shrewd- 
ness, and ridicule pouring out). 
Unfortunately, most of 
Ghostbusters saddles him with 
two straight men. Although hope 
rises with the appearance of 
Ernie Hudson, the salty rocket 
cop from Spacehunter who joins 
up as the fourth ghostbuster, he 
becomes just what Murray and 
this movie don’t need: a third 
straight man. 

Still, the film does have 
Weaver, Moranis, many juicy 
chunks of Murray’s stoned-on- 
ego swagger, and a delightful 
collection of spooks who’ com 
bine the garishness of the title 
characters in Poltergeist with the 
tackiness of Mr. Bill. | especially 
liked the jolly green blob that 
resembles a carnivorous spud. 
And whenever Murray can get a 
comic rhythm going with man 
woman, or beastie, he transforms 
the whole second-hand concoc 
tion into a ‘giggle-provoking 
junk-food casserole. At its best, 
Ghostbusters is an ingratiating 
entertainment Reitman

Zach 
Galligan’s a bland, forgettable 
hero, hopelessly upstaged by his 
pets, and Phoebe Cates is locked 
into a truncated, abominably 
written romantic subplot. After 
Zach asks her out on a date, she 
tells him why she_ hates 
Christmas — while playing Santa 
Claus one Yule, her Dad came to 
an untimely, malodorous end at 
the bottom of the chimney. In 
Dante’s giggly, comic-strip pres 
entation, it’s hard to tell whether 
she’s begging for sympathy or for 
laughs. 

In Gremlins only the gremlins 
are fully characterized: Gizmo is 
clever but shy, wise but impotent 
and his dissipated brethren are 
malicious wits. As they take over 
the town’s streets for their wild 
Walpurgisnacht, they become 
more and more anthro- 
pomorphic: Dante gives them 
clothes and hairdos and 
gathers them for a barroom bac 
chanal. The way they arrange 
whimsical hand-tailored demises 
for their mostly deserving vic 
tims, they're truly 
they're more iike rebellious teens 
on a rampage. They skateboard 
break dance, do in a 
teacher, play darts, get soused 
and, for their final debauchery

then, perhaps realizing that it’s a 
bit threatening, not to mention 
potentially uncommercial, shies 
away from it. He finally, and 
frustratingly, settles on the 
gremlins as a metaphor for 
glitches in out-of-control ma- 
chinery: a xenophobic WWII flier 
babbles drunkenly about the fig 
urative gremlins that used to ball 
up his airplane’s engines; Billy’s 
father is a hapless inventor of 
near-useless gadgets that never 
work properly. The epilogue ex- 
plains all: Demon Technology, 
like the gremlins, has its good 
and bad sides, but Mankind is not 
Responsible enough yet to be 
trusted with its gifts. 

Somehow Joe Dante, a director 
whose world view is entirely 
shaped by the technology of the 
camera aperture, just isn’t the 
right man to deliver this message, 
and in his hands it booby-traps 
the conclusion of his jauntily 


inventive film. Gremlins could 
have been a full-scale master- 
piece of self-criticism (the way 
his Twilight Zone episode was an 
ironic tour de force) had this 
miniaturist of a director worked 
in some sharper twists. When 
Billy’s father first meets Gizmo, 
he exclaims, “Every kid in Ameri- 
ca would like one of these!” You 
bet, dad. Of course this is a 
friendly jab at Spielberg: during 
the chase scene an E.T. doll falls 
off a toy-department shelf and 
nearly brains one of the pursuers 
Now why couldn’t that have 
beer a gremlin doll? 0

boil over like a vat of cabbage: ditto 
long-simmering . misunderstanding 
between Blanche and Nora. In act 
two Blanche suddenly starts to 
bubble with unlikely indepen- 
dence. Stanley, too, threatens to 
jump from the family frying pan 
into the fire smoldering in Eu- 
rope. And Eugene, when he isn’t 
narrating these events, bastes in 
his hormones. In the end, of 
course, the family survives its 
own heat: nothin’ says lovin’ like 
something from the oven. And 
we are doubtless supposed to feel 
the cockles of our hearts toasting 
like marshmallows in the glow of 
nostalgia. 

But Neil Simon is not Eugene 
O'Neill, or Arthur Miller, or even 
Clifford Odets. And what keeps 
him from drowning in Brighton 
Beach Memoirs is his already 
proven facility for comedy; the 
long stretches of seriousness are 
so trite as to be embarrassing. As 
are the little verbal valentines 
these folks exchange: Pop tells 
Stanley, “I don’t think there’s 
much in college they could teach 
you that you don't already 
know,” to which the scion 
replies, ‘Guess who I learned it 
from?” (And young Eugene 
thinks liver can make you gag.) 
Frankly, this stuff made me long 
for the more Portnoy-esque por- 
tions of the play — though Simon 
must be credited, in that depart- 
ment, for his artfully restrained 
depiction of a Jewish mother 
who's closer to Camille than a 
banshee Gertrude Berg. And in 
the touring production at the 
Colonial, Joan Copeland beau- 
tifully underplays Kate’s martyr- 
dom; authoritative but not over- 
bearing, she’s a yiddishe Saint 
Joan, with one eye on heaven and 
the other glued to the cookie jar, 
her pursed lips occasionally curl- 
ing with a girlish humor most 
stage matriarchs of the Semitic 
persuasion appear to have sur- 
rendered with their virginity. She 
has some great speeches too, as 


when, defending her penchant 
for scrubbing, she recalls, “I’ve 
always been like that. I have to 
have things clean. Just like 
Mama. The day they packed up 
and left the house in Russia, she 
cleaned the place from top to 
bottom. She said, ‘No matter 
what the Cossacks did to us, 
when they broke into our house, 
they would have respect for 
Jews.’ ” 

If only Copeland could scour 
off a little of the cuteness that 
gleams like waxy yellow build- 
up on the surface of: Jonathan 
Silverman’s Eugene. This ac- 
complished but overplaying actor 
threatens, with his squeaky, 
saucer-eyed, Brooklynese _per- 
formance, to do for Jewish 
adolescence what Gary Coleman 
has for growing up young, gifted 
and black: namely, make middle- 
brow WASPs want to eat it with a 
spoon. Well, gag me with the 
same utensil. Although Gene 
Saks, who also directed the 
Broadway production (for which 
he won a Tony, and which 
starred the much-lauded Mat- 
thew Broderick as Eugene), has 
staged the touring Brighton 
Beach Memoirs with tenderness, 
respect, and a careful ear toward 
orchestration, he lets this kid get 
away with murder — the crime 
amplified, literally and un- 
necessarily, by the miking at the 
Colonial. The upstairs-bedroom 
encounters between Stanley and 
Eugene, with the 18-year-old 
brother playing Pangloss on the 
joys of sex to the kid’s Candide, 
are among the play’s funniest 
and most ingenuous. But every 
time Stanley drops some new 
piece of erotic information (even 
a French nudie postcard) into 
Eugene’s bulging lap, Silverman 
lets out a yelp that quite takes the 
furtiveness off the enterprise.

veloped this book is than are 
most art-historical studies. 

Nowhere is the authors’ so- 
phistication more enjoyable than 
in the stimulating essay on style 
that ends the book. It has a title 
worthy of Donald Barthelme: 
“The Ideology of the Licked 
Surface.’’ The subject here is the 
significance of surface ‘‘finish” in 
19th-century French painting, in 
particular the fini, the varnished, 
“licked” look required of official- 
ly accreditable pictures. Rosen 
and Zerner give a shrewd reading 
to this ostensibly technical aspect 
of art: ‘The artist in nineteenth- 
century mythology is a 
suspicious and dangerous charac- 
ter, a bohemian who demands a 
lot of money for a few slapdash 
brushstrokes. ... The fini became 
the guarantee for the bourgeois, 
and especially for the great 
bourgeois known as the state, 
against being swindled.... The 
fini, which has the advantage of 
being easy to appreciate — unlike 
real technical virtuosity — sym- 
bolizes careful work and is a 
pledge of social responsibility.” 

The question of material finish 
is important because it is one of 
the lines along which changing 
sensibility is easily traced. The 
history of early modernist paint- 
ing is a battle of aesthetic and 
political principles that’s fought 
out, to some extent, in terms of 
the finish given a work of art. But 
Rosen and Zerner see a resolution 
in the apparent conflict. “The fini 
and the ‘unfinished’ texture are 
both actually. forms of realism 
[lower case because this is a 
formal, not a stylistic observa- 
tion] — rival forms that in 1850 
implied different views of reality. 
The realism of the academic fini 
consisted in an illusionistic and 
faithful representation of the ma- 
terial object in all of its details 
along with an idealization — a 
spiritualization, even — of the 
means of representation. ... The 
‘unfinished’ texture, on the other 
hand, implied a phenomen- 
ological realism, a faithful repre- 
sentation of the process of vision 
and an emphatic sense of the 
material presence of the work of 
art.” 

The same art historians who 
disparage modernism in painting 
will probably. also accuse Rosen 
and Zerner’s book of being “un- 
finished.” But Romanticism and 
Realism does not pretend to be a 
work of art-historical scholar- 
ship. It is a declaration of the 
conviction that not all per- 
ceptions of artistic success are 
overdetermtined by vagaries of 
custom or intellectual fashion or 
the art market. The authors imply 
throughout that there are truths 
as well as facts about works of art 
and the lives of artists for which 
art historians ought to feel re- 
sponsible but typically do not. 
Those .art historians who feel 
instead the critical edge of the 
authors’ rejoinders to the new 
revisionism may see this book as 
one more stage in the ‘‘progres- 
sive destruction of decorum” by 
which Rosen and Zerner define 
Romanticism. But for any reader 
with no professional complacen- 
cy at risk, this is the best book | 
know from which to learn what 
kinds of things there are to think 
about in the history of art. ]

Barks presented us eager read- 
ers with beautifully drawn vistas, 
and as a kid | read the stories 
again and again, fantasizing all 
the while that I was, well, one of 
these adventurous, world-trav- 
eling duck people. Significantly, 
when Scrooge appeared in his 
own comic book in 1952, the 
story was entitled “Only a Poor 
Old Man.” Scrooge was not a 
poor old duck. (This was the first 
in a wonderful series of sagas in 
which the Beagle Boys — ‘‘the 
terrible, terrible Beagle Boys’ — 
were engaged in outrageously 
complicated stunts to purloin 
Scrooge’s riches.) Barks allowed 


these characters to grow and 
become more complex as_ the 
stories continued Donald's 
cousin, Gladstone Gander (a

Barks creation. And Donald's 
nephews, who often became the 


heroes of the tales, were proud

As soon as the dance starts 
taking shape as one thing — at 
one point it looks like Soll’s own 
Sacre du_ printemps (Linda 


Rabhan writhing on the floor) — 
then the dancers laugh and joke, 
dissipating the dramatic tension. 
Are we not supposed to take this 
seriously? Then why the formal 
pretensions? Why the rigid, grid- 
like (even stolid) phrasing, with 
its Cunningham overtones? What 
is that hopping on one foot for? 
— one person does it and soon 


the whole stage is hopping. 
Summerdance is loony and pon- 
tificating at once, a work that 


can't decide whether it wants to 
be a Tudor ballet, Martha 
Graham's Diversion of Angels, or 
a comic look at both. When (this 


out of nowhere) Rabhan rushes 
up coyly and declaims in crisp, 
thespian syllables, ‘!sn’t it dra 
matic?”, it’s an insult. Almost 
anything can become camp — 
Summerdance was born camp. 
Mary Socha did a nice job with 
Detail, a slight but distinct study 
of thythm (it’s like an architect's 
drawing of a particularly de- 
corative cornice), but redeeming 
the night was Masque: Attempts 
To Fly. This solo gave us Soll at 
her most inventive and _tran- 
scendent. Assisting her was the 
towering Ilona Lappo, who in her 
white satin robe looked like an 
Erté creation and, more point- 
edly, behaved like a magician’s 
assistant, helping Soll through 
her various stages of dress. 
Masque basically consists of 
one articulate dance phrase, 
which by its second repetition is 
already recognizable as the re- 
frain of the dance and its means 
of flight. For flying here is just 
another word for the concept of 
pushing through, or past, what is 
already felt. Soll walks in a circle 
cuts across that circle, sautés 
upstage and, arms outspread 
jerks convulsively. As if in reac 
tion to those jerks she glides 
sideways in little zigzag foot 
work, the way vapor glides off 
ice. She falls forward, hitting her 
knees, then swings back and 
snaps her fingers in the air. This 
phrase follows the repetitions of 
the When _ Vivaldi 
digresses, Soll does too, rushing 


music 


about the stage, testing other 
speeds and _ balances. When 
Vivaldi repeats his theme slowly 
Soll repeats hers in slow motion 
We see that in those convulsions 
she’s feeling for the boundaries 
of looseness, and in her teetering 
she’s touching the void beyond 
balance. Lappo presents her with 
a small round mask (a poker face) 
of the man in the moon (a larger 
version hangs in the air stage 
right). She puts it on and, as if she 
were in front of a mirror, mugs 
like a mime. Then she hangs 
listlessly like a puppet in its 
strings. She lifts her arms to the 
moon and her yearning seems 
ancient, and then, as if remem- 
bering her lowly state, she 
shrinks from herself. Every 
movement is timed to the delicate 
curves and ripples in the music. 
It’s a tour de force. 

She removes the mask and 
Lappo dresses her in a clownish 
overcoat and an Edwardian bon 
net. Now Soll really is the ma 
gician; she swaggers like a little 
girl playing dress-up, and she 
starts jumping on a tiny tram- 
poline (if she hasn't yet achieved 
the flight she pursues, at least 
she's in the air). There she runs 
off a gamut of sight gags; then 
suddenly she’s just jumping in 
perfect time with the music, and 
it’s like a missile taking off — not 
only the purest deadpan, but as if 
the music itself were pleased with 
this simplicity. Soll’s next step is 
metaphorical — she becomes the 


moon (Lappo slips it off its 
hanger and over Soll’s body). The 
music is now the mournful Largo 
from Bach's Double Violin Con 
certo, and this moon does a soft 
shoe only to slouch over as if to 
say, “I’m so old.” Soll’s other 
steps have been physical and 
theatrical. This one is poetic, and 
it’s the last one before her final 
transformation. 

Under cover of Lappo, she 
emerges from the moon suit as an 
angel. Soll has never looked 
more celestial, and as she repeats 
her choreographic phrase to the 
final repetition of Bach's theme 
she achieves full radiance, like a 
moon whose cloud cover has just 
drifted off. We sense her light 
ness (she’s in a pink silk shift) 
and spiritual soaring. Masque 
succeeds because we feel not 
only the ascendence but also the 
closed circle of the experience. It 
pulls us along with its bits of 
worldly foolery and grandeur but 
never forgets its own small 
world. When Lappo has helped 
her off with her clown coat, Soll 
moves off stage with that same 
zigzag glide — she is, after all, a 
figment of this 
Masque can be read as a fable of 
poetic desire, or as an artist's 
testament; it shows us that most

Along with their Metal Circus EP, this single 
stakes HUsker DU’s claim to be world-class 
rockers impervious to the strictures of 
hardcore or history. Rather than trashing 
the Byrds’ ode to transcendence, the band 
animates it, with Bob Mould’s lunging and 
the dragging wail of the vocals replacing 
aloofness with ardor. So ‘Eight Miles High"’ 
is Not so much about being transported:as 
about how difficult it is to transport yourself 
and the theme is made the more vivid by 
rhythmic pacing that veers out of control 
only to snap back into line.

***Trouble Funk, IN TIMES OF 
TROUBLE/CALL ON TROUBLE 
(D.E.T.T.). This double LP from DC's big 
band funksters is a better representation of 
their varied resources than 1982's more 
circumscribed Drop the Bomb, but the band 
ends up dissipating the crisp strengths of its 
horn punch and complex rhythms by 
neediess eclecticism on the studio record, 
Call on Trouble. The ballads drag, the all- 
aboard train song barely makes it out of the 
station (‘‘In Times of Trouble’’), and even 
the highly charged ‘‘Spin Time” and ‘‘Good 
Times"’ are mired in hack party-heartyisms 
It's on the live record, In Times of Trouble, 
that the band's signal amalgam of P-Funk 
incandescence, rap economy, and EW & F 
sophistication jells in all its rhythmic density 
and call-and-response communalism.

“Hard Times''), and their funny, modest 
boasting affords further proof that these 
tough times preclude bravado. In “‘Rock 
Box" and ‘‘Sucker MCs’’ Run-D.M.C. are 
just trying to protect their jobs from the 
competition; ‘‘30 Days’’ is the late-night-TV 
offer of a love man who arrives with a 
warranty. On the last track, Jam Master Jay, 
their record cutter, shreds the signature 
phrase ‘“‘It's like that/And that’s the way it 
is’ in a dizzying whirl of off-kilter beats, but 
no one escapes the song’s deadpan finality.
